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The CONQUEST of GERMAN EAST AFRICA : The Can

After campaigns lasting a year and nine months German East Africa has 

been conquered by the joint efforts of British and Belgian capeditionary 
forces. To avoid immediate surrender the last enemy body left in the field 
fled into Portuguese territory in the closing days of Novembér. The earlier 
campaigns have been described in THE SPHERE. The story of the last phase 
may now be told. 

Soon after General Smuts relinquished the command in Fast Africa 
last January, the coming of the rainy season, the wettest experienced for 
several years, put an end for many weeks to active operations. It was not 
till June that the general offensive was resumed by the British. The main 
Expeditionary Force was then under the command of Major-General Van 
Deventer; Brigadier General Northey remained in command of the Nyasaland- 
Rhodesia Force in the west, while Belgian columns co-operated from the line 
of the Central Railway. The enemy at that time were in three principal 
divisions. About half their fcrces were in the coast regions south of the Rufije 
river, These were in two parties—one In the valley of the Matandu river, in 
the hinterland of the port of Kilwa, the other in the Lukuledi Valley, in the 
neighbourhood of the port of Lindi. Both the Kilwa and Lindi detachments 
had posts extending right to the coast. The other half of the German force 
occupied the central area between the north end of Lake Nyasa and the sea, 
with the Government post of Mahenge as headquarters. The detachments 
near the coast were under Colonel von Lettow-Vorbeck, the Commander-in- 
Chief of the German troops in East Africa; those in the Mahenge area were 
under General Wable (the commander who, in September, 1916, had been 
driven from Tabora by the Belgians), and Major Kraut (the officer who had 
opposed General Smuts at Kilimanjaro and Van Deventer at Kondoa-Irangi). 


Colonel Shorthose’s Column 


Colonel von Lettow-Vorbeck had abandoned the valley of the Rufiji (to 
which he had been driven by General Smuts after the capture of Dar-es- 
Salaam) in May, and had then taken up his positions near Kilwa, At the same 
time raiding parties were despatched south. The raiders crossing the Rovuma 
entered Portuguese East Africa and penetrated to the south-east corner of 
British Nyasaland. They were mere guerillas, preying upon the country, the 
Portuguese not having forces sufficient to stay their progress. A British 
column, composed of King's African Rifles and commanded by Colonel 
Shorthose, was organised, and starting from Fort Johnston, at the south end 
of Lake Nyasa, inflicted severe losses on the raiders, driving the remainder 
back across the Rovuma. Advancing itself into German territory, the Fort 
Johnston column on August 23 occupied Tunduru, an important supply depót 
of the enemy in the extreme south of the colony. 

General Van Deventer's main offensive began on June 10 with an attack on 
the Lindi detachment of the Germans. With the aid of the guns of warships 
in the Lukuledi estuary the enemy was driven back some slight distance, but 
was not dislodged from his strong positions covering Nyangao, thirty-five miles 
inland, important as the junction of the tracks giving access to the Kilwa region. 
Nyangao was, however, captured, after severe fighting, on October 17. Some 
of the hardest fighting fell to the share of the Nigerian Brigade under General

Operations in the Mbemkuru and Lindi 
districts—involving long marches over waterless routes—continued without intermission, 
and by the end of September the Germans had been driven from the Mbemkuru Valle; 
towards the Lukuledi. A main objeót of the British was to block the roads leadi 
south from Lindi and thus prevent®the enemy escaping from the comparatively smal 
area into which he was being driven, This the capture of ngao and the occupation 
of Lukuledi mission station, further up the valley. did much to ensure, 

Meantime General Northey and the Belgians had been active and successful, 
Northey's columns, advancing from Songea and Lupembe, bases cast of Lake Nyasa, 
engaged the enemy posts guarding the approach to Mahenge from the cast and south! 
east. Many stiff engagements were fought, notably around Mponda's, some fifty miles 
south of Mahenge. Northey's troops, which included a regiment of natives off 
Northern Rhodesia raised during the war, acquitted them exceedingly well, but 
progress was slow owing to the extremely difficult character of the terrain, In thel 
result the enemy resistance was overcome, and Mponda’s occupied on September 8, 
By this time it would have been dangerous for the enemy to retire to Mahenge, as 
that place was threatened by the Belg The defeated troops therefore took a 
track leading east to Livale, a station ninety miles distant, Livale being then, 
apparently, von Lettow-Vorbeck's headquarters,

Part of the German force had slipped away, but 109 Germans and 156 native soldiers 
were captured and a number of British and Belgian prisoners of war were released,

The pursuit of the enemy was continued for three or fou 
but as the food supplies were exhausted and the approaching r:

The Belgians, however, 
had not given up their work, А detachment had been sent by sea to Kilwa, and thence, 
marching south-west, it reached and occupi: 


ed Livale on October 29, a detachment 
of Northey's troops reaching the place on the same day. Thus one line of retreat of 


the German force driven from Mahenge was blocked. That force was now under 
Colonel Tafel; it is not clear what had become of General Wahle and Major Kraut. 
Colonel Tafel tried to go eastward, but his movements were constantly checked by two 
of Northey's columns, commanded respectively by Colonels Hawthorn and Fair. In 
mid-November Tafel broke suddenly southward west of Livale, He was engaged by 
Colonel Shorthose, who had advanced north from Tunduru on November 15-16, but 
being in greater strength: than the British column, Tafel succeeded in escaping by 


abandoning his sick and wounded. He then marched south-east intending to join 
von Lettow-Vorbeck, Не was in reality marching to his destruction.

Throughout November General Van Deventer had been incessant in his harrying 
of the main enemy body under von Lettow-Vorbeck. The German commander was 
driven south from the Lukuledi Valley, across and over the Makonde Plateau, into the 
valley of the Kitangari, The Germans fought very stubbornly, and suffered heavy 
losses both in killed and captured. They were also compelled to abandon almost all 
their field guns, On November 21 Van Deventer's mounted troops, South African 
Horse, occupied Nevala, west of the Kitangari Valley. To escape encirclement von 
Lettow-Vorbeck hastily retired to the Rovuma Valley, on the border of Portuguese 
East Africa, his force being reduced to about 2,000 fighting men. At this time 
Colonel Tafel, ignorant of what had happened, was nearing Nevala, hoping to rejoin

them, and realising the hopelessness of his position, surrender 


ed unconditionally 
on November 27. 


His force numbered some 4,500 all told, and with his surrender 
von Lettow-Vorbeck's was the only hostile body left in German East Africa. 
News of Tafel's fate decided von Lettow.Vorbeck to abandon the country 
while yet he had the opportunity. His force numbered now no more than 
2,000 fighting men. As Van Deventer's scouts approached on December 1 
the positions the German commander had last occupied they found them 
deserted. Von Lettow-Vorbeck and his men had slipped across the Rovuma 
river and were fugitives in Portuguese East Africa. The German flag had 


disappeared from the last, largest, and most important of the oversea posses- 
sions of the Empire. 


Enemy Casualties 11,000 

In this brief summary only the faintest indication of the difficulties of the 
campaign has been given. It was the settled policy of the Germans in East 
Africa to avoid any decisive engagement, and in a country of such immense 
distances opportunities of escape from encircling movements were many. But 
although for the time von Lettow-Vorbeck had escaped and an enemy force 
was still in being in one part of East Africa, success had crowned the operations 
of Van Deventer, Northey, and the Belgians. The enemy casualties since June 
exceeded 11,000, and as indicating the increasing weightof the pressure exercised, 
in November alone those killed or captured numbered 1,115 and 3,382 Askari 
(native soldiers). In June the Germans held fully 60,000 square miles of 
territory; by December all was lost. The success of the Allied forces is a 
matter for justifiable satisfaction. It is due not alone to good generalship but 
-to the indomitable energy and endurance of the troops and to the magnificent 


work of hundreds of thousands of native carriers in the maintenance of 
supplies, 


The German Askari Army 

While the difficulties presented by the character of the country were a 
Principal cause in the prolongation of the campaign, the military strength of 
the Germans proved to be considerably greater than was at first supposed, 
Von Lettow-Vorbeck compelled Practically every German of military age in 
the protectorate to join his force, which was further increased by the crew 
of the Konigsberg and by Germans from Zanzibar (who were called to the 
mainland оп the outbreak of hostilities). In all the white troops amounted to 
some 5,000. And in the last half of 1914 and throughout 1915 black recruits 
(conscripts) were diligently sought and diligently trained, while by posing as 
champions of Islam the Germans induced the majority of the Arabs to join 
their ranks. The trained Askari the Germans put in the field numbered not 
fewer than 25,000, while fully ten times that number of natives were impressed 


аз carriers and camp attendants, Moreover, by systematically destroying all 
food supplies in the regions they 


successively abandoned, the enemy added to 
the difficulties of their opponents. 


- It is only by bearing all these factors in 
mind that the magnitude of the task of the British and Belgian forces can 


be rightly estimated. The War Cabinet did not exaggerate in describing their 
work as “ beyond praise.”

The above picture map shows a section of Northern Italy 
British readers at the present time. The view shows in pictorial 
towns in the two districts of Lombardy and Venezia and in the pl 
Po. On the western side of the view we have Milan, the great industrial city of Northern 
Italy and the commercial capital of the country. It is reached by the main line from France 
by way of the Mont Cenis tunnel, the frontier station, where one encounters the douane, 
being Chiasso. The view shows the cathedral and the Piazza del Duomo. The Duomo 
was begun in 1386, and is a marvel of fine pinkish-white stone, the silhouette of the building 
being a wonder of fretted pinnacles. The roof is supported by huge Gothic pillars. Sant 
Ambrogio is the oldest church, and on the way to it the traveller passes the chapel con- 
taining Leonardo da Vinci's famous picture of “The Last Supper." From Milan the main 
line takes one to Treviglio, the junction for Bergamo, and so to Brescia. It contains a 
fine marble cathedral, the Broletto, or old palace of the republic, and the citadel, called the 
Falcone d'Italia. Thence we pass by Peschiera to Verona. 

The view given here of Verona is taken looking along the Adige river towards the 
Bridge of San Giorgio and the church of San Giorgio in Braida on the north bank of the 
river. The city has been strongly fortified at various periods, including the Austrian 
occupation beginning in the year 1814, It then, with Peschiera, Mantua, and Legnano, 
formed a quadrilateral military position on which Austria mainly based her defence,

THE INCOMPARABLE POULBOT. 


Life for some of us would be even lesa bearable 
— than it is had we no favourite artist, In black 
and white I have two, both French: Forain for 
savage power, and for charm, Poulbot, Neither is 
1 new love, but both have strengthened the te 
during the war: Forain, by that magnificent series 
of prints, a set of which Mr, Campbell Зоб о! 
after first exhibiting in his house, has given to the 
British Museum, and Poulbot (who, Iam told, has 
been drawing only in the intervals of voluntary 
work a» a hospital orderly), by the little collection 


of humorous street scenes. here and there dashed 
with something more serious, which has just 
been published by the artist himself—and sold 


at the Messageries des Journaux, 111, Rue 
Réwmur, Paris—under the title Des Gosses et 
des Bonhommes, certain pages from which ar 
here reproduced. 

For the purposes of the present essay I do 
not depart from Poulbot's new book, but for 
years | have been cutting his drawings out of 
French papers daily and weekly, and I once 
hammered for some time on the door of his 
studio on Montmartre; but in vain, Poulbot, І 
heard later, like a true artist, has a genius for 
not being at home; but then his true hong is In 
the streets, on the fortifications, wherever the

The 
stories of Poe and Gaboreau and Conan Doyle have 
given us some names in. fiction which will probably 
survive to all times. I fully believe that Dupin, 
Lecoq, and Sherlock Holmes will live as long as 
Don Quixote or Tom Jones, not by virtue of the 
some high qualities but by rcason of the happy idea 
enshrined of a “mastermind.” In the books and 
newspapers of every language to-day you find 
references to Sherlock Holmes as the type of the 
* unraveller," and Sir Arthur Conan Doyle may be 
congratulated in that long after his detective stories 
are read he will have permanently added a character 
to literature. It is true that Poe originated the idea

A" the same His Last Lap, by Arthur Conan 
S Doyle (Murray, 6s. net), does not reach to 
the high-water mark of the author's talent, It is 
not equal to " The Speckled Band," " Silver Blaze," 
and many another story to be found in this author's 
three earlier volumes, and perhaps the last story in 
the book, " His Last Bow" is the very worst story 
that Doyle has ever written, But there is plenty 
of invention in “The Bruce-Partington Plans,” 
“Lady Frances Carfax,” and others, and in short 
I have greatly enjoyed this volume, as I have 
enjoyed all the books that Sir Arthur Doyle has 
given us. The question is—he has killed Sherlock 
Holmes twice, Can he ever restore him again to 
life? He went over a precipice in an earlier 
volume, He makes " his last bow" here. All the 
same, I hope to see him again. 


The capacity for coming to life is a characteristic 
of these supermen, as we know from the 

fourth and latest creation of the kind, Maurice 
Leblanc's Arsène Lupin. I am amazed that 
Arsène Lupin is not more popular in England. His 
works have been translated from the French one 
after another by Mr, Alexander de Mattos, and 
issued by a variety of publishers. Three or four of 
them have appeared in cheap reprints, and two of 
them in a sixpenny series. Yet, as a whole, they 
are all but unpurchasable, See the variety of their

I recall an interesting article in The Strand 
Magazine of 1906 on “ Forerunners of Sher- 
lock Holmes,” which reminds us that that gift of 
deduction from trivial circumstances is a very old 
one, and that it finds its first form in an Eastern 
fable in which a Dervish journeying alone in the 
desert met two merchants who bad lost a camel. 
He described the animal in such a way that they 
were quite prepared to believe that he had stolen it 
for the jewels which formed part of its cargo. He 
replied that he had neither seen the camel nor the 
jewels, and it is then explained that he knew the 
camel was lost because he saw no mark of any 
human footstep accompanying it on the same route. 
He knew that the animal was blind in one eye 
because it bad cropped the herbage only on one 
side of its path. He knew it was lame in опе leg 
because of the faint impression which that par- 
ticular foot had produced upon the soil. He con- 
cluded that it bad lost a tooth, because where it 
had grazed a small tuft of herbage was left uninjured 
in the centre of its bite. He knew that it had corn 
and honey, because the ants had been busy with 
the corn which had dropped on one side and the 
flies with the honey which bad dropped on the 
other; and so on from early Eastern times until 
Edgar Allan Poe made the first great detective story 
this principle of clever deduction has been found in 


literature, 


ts latest exponent is M. Maurice Leblanc, and 1 
have had some pleasant hours collecting and 
reading his various volumes, the latest of which, 
published this yeapeis The Golden Triangle, where 
Arsène Lupin if brought into relations with a 
wonderful hospital nurse, Coralie, and saves her 
in the first chapter from being kidnapped. It is 
unnecessary to go through the hundred and one 
ingenuities which make up this volume. It shows 
that the author has no falling off from those which 
have gone before, one of which has been converted 


into a play and into a film. 


The best of the longer stories are undoubtedly 
813 and The Hollow Needle, which are rich 
in adventures on every page; but The Exploits, 
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The Confessions, and The Arrest all abound in 
entertainment. The humour, too, is abundant, 
particularly In the arrest of Arsène Lupin, the fun 
being provided by the trial of skill between Arséne 
and Holmlock Shears, a transparent representation 
of Sherlock Holmes. It is obvious that M. Leblanc 
may owe something to Mr. Hornung, who invented 
Raflles, he, curiously enough, being Sir Arthur 
Conan Doyle's brother-in-law. The weakness of the 
Arsène Lupin stories is that there may be some- 
thing to be said against the glorification of a burgla 
but Arsène in many of the books is more of a 
detective than a burglar, although the mor: alist may 
protest that a modern variant of Robin Hood is an 
undesirable creation in fact or in fiction. Be this 
as it may, 1 have enjoyed many pleasant hours over 
this dozen volumes, and I marvel that they have 
not been collected into a cheap series by some 
enterprising publisher, and that so many of them 
should have been allowed to go out of print.

different editions of Letters of Indulgence, issued 


in the year 1454 by Pope Nicholas V., were pro- 
duced. Paper existed in China and Japan before 
the eighth century and was manufactured in Europe 
before the twelfth century. The earliest known 
piece of European paper in existence is a letter 
from Adelaide, wife of Count Robert of Sicily, 
written about A.D. 1109. The oldest piece of paper 
known is one that dates from A.D. 399, and was 
found near the Turfan Oasis in Asia. The writing 
ink of European classical antiquity, we are further 
told, was made of a thin wash of soot thickened with 
um. The first cheap book known in Europe was 
a roll of Martial's Epigrams in plain binding or 
casing, which was sold for six sesterces, or about 
one shilling, by the Roman booksellers, so that the 
publishers of " The World's Classics " and very- 
man's Library” were thus early anticipated. The 
chapters of this book which treat of type designs, 
of serif and sans-serif, of the countless signs which 
pertain to the printer's art, are perhaps a little 
bewildering to the uninitiated. But the whole 
history of printing in its every phase is contained in 
this fine volume, which is clearly indispensable to 
all who have to do with that interesting art.

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FOUNTAINS. By E. V. Lucas. 


Tre spectacle the other day, while I was on a 

visit to the Tank of England in Trafalgar 
Square, of Nelson's two fountains, dry and serving 
as show cases for trophies wrested from the Ger. 
mans, caused me to reflect upon London's—and, 
indeed, England's—curious poverty in those beauti- 
ful and fascinating playthings. 

For ever since I can remember, fountains have 
had for me an engrossing charm : my first two being 
a tiny jet (as I now know, but thought it then a 
sufficient torrent) in an avuncular garden, with gold 
бер in its basin, and the resolute thread of water in 
a big provision-shop window which was made more 
wonderful and desirable by balancing on its sum- 
mit, which rose and fell capriciously, a little egg. 
All walks were failures that did not include the 
street where this marvel was not only to be seen, 
but seen free. Later I fell in love with the fountain 
in the transformation scene at our little provincial 
theatre, and in consequence have never been able 
to share in the sophisticated contempt which most 
people affect for the lure of " Real Water" in 
the advertisements. To me “Real Water" is a 
phrase of extraordinary promise, particularly so 
when lighted by all the hues of the prism. 

And then one day it was my good fortune to 
be in Sheffield Park to see one of those cricket 
matches which the late Lord Sheffield so enthu- 
siastically organised between his own elevcn and 
the Australians, and the odd old peer gave us an 
additional excitement by an exhibition of all his 
famous jeux d'eau—fountains being the hobby that 
vied in bis estimation with batsmen and bowlers. 
I remember the awed whisper running round the 
ground that every five minutes of such a display 
cost his lordship £50, and I wondered, and still 
wonder, how it could do so; for water, as well as 
being “excellent,” is cheap. Where are those foun- 


tains now? I donot even know who owns Sheffield 
Park and what has become of its beautiful level 
pitch, The jeux d'eau and the giant Bonnor 
equally are still, and Alec Bannerman stonewalls 
no more. d 

Even with the signs of a discomfited foe visible 
and tangible within it, an empty fountain is a sad 
spectacle. The loss of Real Water is always de- 
pressing. That strip of grass between railings in 
Duncan Terrace, Islington, beneath which runs the 
New River, is melancholy ; and melancholy are the 
stalls of the Hippodrome which cover the reservoir 
in which Annette Kellerman once divinely swam 
and Chinese cormorants caught fish at tbe bidding 
of a gentleman in a frock coat. Is the water, I 
wonder, still there? Will tbe floor of the stalls 
ever give way . . .? 

Why we English have so little interest in foun- 
tains I have never thought to inquire, but the fact 
remains that they do not strike us as necessary, as 
they strike the French and the Italians. A civic 
architect or gardener in either of those countries, 
when laying out grounds, would sooner omit grass 
plots than fountains. But with us the grass plot is 
far more important—or how erect notices to keep 
off it? But whatever else may be missing from a 
French or Italian pleasaunce, public or private, there 
must be the harmonious tinkle of plasbing drops. 
A census of Paris fountains would give astonishing 
figures; but in proportion to her size, Rome is 
probably even richer, and undisputably she bas 
finer examples. There is nothing in Paris quite so 
fine as tbat great bronze basin with its nereids 
just outside the station, whose jet is to be seen 
foaming with light and life all the way up the Via 
Nazionale; nor has Paris anything like tbe Fon- 
tana di Trevi, which, to be exact, is a. waterfall.

In view of the present үт of man power, it 
is important to note the following statement by the 
military correspondent of The Outlook. The, final 
words we have ourselves placed in italics. “The 
War Cabinet should act with similar frankness on 
the subject of man-power, It is inconceivable that, 
whatever happens in Russia, Ludendorff should be 
able to reinforce the 2,000,000 Germans hitherto on 
the Western front by more than half-a-million Austro- 
Germans at the outside. Now, according to Mr. 
Lloyd George and M. Tardieu—whose utterances one 
can hardly regard as empty rhetoric—we should be 
able to oppose to. these 2,500,000 Austro-Germans 
some 6,000,000 Franco-British, or even, allowing 
33 per cent. of strategic reserves (the Germans 
frequently allow but 25 per cent.), 4,000,000, i.e., a 
mineral superiority so great as to warrant not only 
the absolute safely of the Allied line, but tho cer- 
tainty of a victorious offensive, giving adequate 
leading and a unified staff and command; the need 
for which is now seen to be imperative. The Prime 
Minister should deal explicitly with the issue he him- 
self has raised, Numbers are not everything; the 
use made of them is a vital factor.”

“DOREEN.” 


I believe that I was tbe first London observer of 
new poets to draw attention to an Australian 
book of very human quality called A Sentimental 
Bloke, by C. J. Dennis. Not that I claim credit 
for my perspicacity, for the book was sent to me 
from Sydney with a recommendation, and all that 1 
did was to find И good, and say so. None the less, 
being by chance the first, 1 am the more pleased 
to be able to draw attention to the sequel—a little 
collection of four poems descnbing the next few 
years of the married life of the Bloke and his 
Doreen. 

At the end of the former volume (which 1 am 
glad to see was recently in its seventy fourth 
thousand, almost as if it were facile divinity or 
detective fiction), Doreen had presented her husband 
with a son—young Bill—and we meet bim now as 
a boy old enough to go to school and black eyes 
and have his own eyes blacked in return, but not 
хо badly as bis adversaries’. Like nearly all first 
borns and most only children, young Bill, while the 
pride and joy of his parents, is not incapable of 
setting them now and then at variance, and the 
whole theme of this most moving and, beneath its 
rough exterior, beautiful little book is such moods 
of variance and their conquest by love. I cannot 
remember ever to have met with analyses of early 
married life better done, for Mr. Dennis, like the 
true poet that he is, however local may be hi 
examples (and they are found on a small Australian 
farm), із universal in his application.

I was struck by the marvellous faculty of adaptability which forms the 
basis of human nature. One becomes accustomed to danger just as one becomes 
accustomed to the most cruel privations, ог to the uncertainty of the morrow. 
Before the war I used to wonder how it was that old men nearing the extreme 
limits of existence could continue to live undisturbed in the imminent shadow 
of death, But now I understand. For us the risk of death has become an 
element of daily life with which one coolly reckons, which no longer astonishes, 
and terrifies less. Besides, а soldier's everyday life is a school for courage. 
Familiarity with the same dangers eventually leaves the human animal unmoved. 
One's nerves no longer quiver; the conscious and constant effort to keep control 
over oneself is succcessful in the end. Therein lies the secret of all military 
courage. Men are not born brave; they become brave. The instinct to be 
conquered is more or less resistant—that is all. Moreover, one must live, on 
the fleld of battle just as elsewhere; it is necessary to become accustomed to 
this new existence, no matter how perilous or harsh it may te. And what 
renders it difficult—more, intolerable—is fear, the fear that throttles and para- 
lyses, It has to be conquered, and, finally, one does conquer it.

“The most interesting feature with regard to these 

sales, as it strikes me, is the large place which 
the Greek and Latin classics played in the sales of 
the eighteenth century and the small place they 
play in the modern world. But the most amazing 
thing of all is the great enhancement of prices under 
modern commercial conditions, and largely due, no 
doubt, to the fact that the American millionaire is 
frequently a great book-buyer, althouzh bis brother 
in England is rarely so. This would account for the 
fact that one of Shakspere's first folios sold for 
£40 19s. in 1799, and a copy fetched £3,600 in 1907. 
Mr. Hobson points out that a collection of early 
quarto plays sold in 1798 for £22 3s, and that it 
would be considered cheap at £5,000 to-day, and 
might easily fetch double or treble that sum. When 
the sale of Henry Fielding's library took place in 
1764, books with his autographed notes fetched 
only a few shillings, whereas In 1911 the novelist's 
copyright agreement with bis publisher sold for 


£1015. 
О", of the most interesting things in this book 
is a facsimile of one of each of the love letters 
of Robert and Elizabeth Browning, a collection 
of letters which in 1913 sold for £6,550. But the 
material provided in Mr. Hobson's interesting book

Writing of book collectors tempts me to refer 

to a fascinating little volume which bas just 
reached me entitled The Unpublishable Memoirs, 
by A. S, W, Rosenbach (New York, Mitchell Ken 
nerley), Mr. Rosenbach is a well known bookseller 
of Philadelphia, and he has published a volume 
of stories in which he shows the enthusiasm of 
the book collector, his readiness almost to sell 
his soul fora first edition of a good book, Fach 
Story is а treasure which will be a joy to book 
collectors, for each brings romance into the trafe 
in old books Many are concerned with the 
literacy impostares which are an inevitable part of 
this modern enthusiasm. They recall to me the 
many excellent stories in Isaac Disraeli's Curiosi 
tws of Literature, in which there are two good 
chapters on this fascinating subject, treating of the 
imposture of Psalmanazer and similar exciting 
episodes in the history of erature 


Bet perhaps the best story ia Disraeli's book is 

that of the bibliophile who was found one day 
by а fnend hiding bis rarest books, and who, being 
asked the reason, replied, " The Bishop of Ely dires 
with me to-day "Һе bishop being notorious for 
filching jhe literary treasures of his fnends, Then 


there is that other story of the book which dropped 
from the cardinal's robes. Who can be proof 
against the zeal of the collector? These stories 
could not have been unknown to Mr. Kosenbach. 


Т notice my friend Mr. Punch advertises that he 

is “seen” by two million people weekly. Тат 
sure that I do not grudge him one single reader, but 
this does not tell me how many copies he sells, and 
1 am not over curious to know. The immense 
energy which has been pat into the commercial 
side of Punch of late years excites my admiration, 
and its advertisements in railway trains are well 
calculated to make one wish to buy a copy if one 
has not already done so. Being seen by two million 
people, however, is an ambition which might well 
inspire any newspaper proprietor. I am not sure

In Commerce destroying Efficacious ? 


Tn view of the foregoing position, it is well to look at the whole subject in 
tho light of history. The salient feature of the naval war at the present moment 
is that the Central Powers, being unable to keep command of the sea by means 
of their battle fleet, have resorted to commerce-destroying. For this purpose. 
they have at their disposal the submarine, а weapon which was not pase sed 
by any of our earlier adversaries, and which, when employed against slow, 
unarmed, or ill-armed merchantmen, or even against obsolete or ill-handled 
war vessels, has considerable powers of destruction. It is this employment of 
a novel weapon, rather than any originality of ideas, which gives present eventa 
their special interest. Tho Policy of commerce-destroying, of wrecking 
nation’s credit by the stoppage of its trade, of reducing it to extremity by 
debarring it from necessary food supplies, is very ancient 
as naval warfare itself, 

Must be Backed by Decisive Naval Superiority 

Indeed, it seems more than ever certain that only command of the seas by 
the main battle fleets can in any sense bring an enemy to his knees, Commerce. 
destroying, as such, unless backed by overwhelming sea power, is nevar decisive. 
The opposing sea power can always meet it, counter it, and practically beat it 
down. There is an instructive example of this in the Peloponnesian war of 
Athens. |The Athenian home population was not at any time self-supporting 
as regards food supplies. Not being insular, Attica was open to invanon am 
devastation by the much superior land forces of the Spartan League, and Athens 
became entirely dependent upon foreign-produced food supplies." But her navy 
commanded the Egean, and it was not until its utter destruction at Agorpotam 
that the end came. Athens, which had at first maintained the superiority over 
Sparta, and, even after the wreckage of her naval power in Sicily, had held the 
scales of war level for several years, was starved into submission їп a few months,

А Comparison with Elizabethan Days 

Turning to our own history, there is much in it which conveys the 
lesson. When war broke cut with Spain in the reign of Elizabeth it 
apparent that the struggle would be largely naval in character. There wore t 
sharply opposing schools of thought. That of Drake, the first of the тем 
English oceanic ‘admirals, advocated the only right poticy—that of crushing 
Spanish sea power and so ending the war. In 1588 that sea power was very 

‘ak. The lamous Armada, the utmost that Spain could then achieve as regards 
naval force, was distinctly weaker than the opposing English fleet. There is го 
mason to doubt that in the following year a vigorous blow stru-k by sea, wit 
the whole strength of England behind it, would have brought Spain to ferme 
But the commerce-destroying school of Hawkins had the chief word in Elizabeth's 
иго» and no great national efort was made, Instead, year alter year 
commerce-destroying squadrons were sent out to prey upon the Atlantic trade 
Toutes with the special object of eapturing tho yearly Spanish treasure convoy 
the “Plate Fleet" as it was called. Much misery was inflicted upon private 
Spaniards ; the sea-borne commerce of the country was terribly crippled ; the 
finances were also crippled by the delayed sailing of tho treasure vessels, which 
spread bankruptey among Spanish and Italian financiers, But during sut e 
terror, disorder, and misery, Philip 11. was steadily building up а n 
[ansible results of the English commerce-destroying were slight. | From first to 
last only three great treasure ships were capiured, while Spanish fleets and 
squadrons fed the war in France and Ireland, and more than once threatened 

land w th new invasion. Despite all the suffering inflicted upon her, 
practically held her own, and finally made peace upon not unfavourable terms. 
Destruction of sea power might have ensured tho defeat of Spain; commerce- 
destroying merely postponed the issue and finally led to a patched-up peace, 
leaving Spain erect and under better governance capablo of recovering herself. 


The Corsair Fleets of Jean Bart and Forbin 
In later wars the same lesson repeated itself. In the great wars with 
Louis XIV. the French Navy, founded by Richelieu and developed by Colbert, 
made at first a determined attempt to dispute the command of the sea with 
the fleets of England and Holland. The victory of La Hogue put an end to 
Ness sRirations, and thenceforth the French resorted to commerce-destroy ng. 
Mach distress was caused thereby, and it is probable that the fast, well-arm: 
corsair fleets of Jean Bart, Forbin, and Duguay-Trocin were quite as dangerous 
to the slow British and Dutch sailing traders as the German submarines аго at 
Peart te the Allied tramp steamers. As Macaulay expresses it, men were 
eard to say that it had been better that Admiral do Tourville’s great flagship, 
burnt at La Hogue, were still afloat with her thousand men on board. As things 
were she lay in ashes on the beach, but her crow, distributed among corsairs, 
was playing havoc among English trading ships. 

‘ears and feelings such as these are at the bottom of most of what is thought 
and uttered upon the subject of commerce-destroying. It causes great losses, 
and, at times, severe privations; but except when backed by overwhelming sea 
power it has always failed to force an issue. The present German commerce- 
destroying campaign has produced much inconvenience and a certain amount of 
hardship. But it has also produced some distinctly effective counter measures, 
mot the least of which has Eken the cultivation of much beretofore useless Iam

Young Cymbeline, by Isabel C. Clarke (Hutchinson 65 ), is 

a novel that may appeal to uncritical readers who like 
an exciting love-story ending in a conventional and agreeable 
manner The hero, Cymbeline, is a wonderful youth, as 
romantic as bis name. He is the grandson and heir of stern, 
wealthy old Jonathan Harriman, who owns vast chemical 
works im the Midlands. The grandfather is a. pronounced 
Pacifist, and before the war is convinced of the integrity of 
Germany, Cymbeline outrages the family feeling by entering 
the British Army, and also by falling in love wath the fair and 
well-born daughter of old Harriman's greatest enemy Not 
only is Cymbeline disinherited through his independent action, 
but his father 1s deprived of his position in the business and 
obliged to give up his beautiful home and seek employment in 
another firm, although he is Harriman’s son. All is well in 
the end, however, as '' young Cymbeline," who has become 
an air-man, attacks and destroys a Zeppelin which is on its 
way to drop bombs on the famous Harman works. A German 
spy, Schultz, who had previously held an important position 


with the Harrimans, is discovered to have guided the Zeppelin 
to that spot. Learning this the stern grandfather relents, 
pardons his son and grandson for the iniquities of the latter, 
Consents to Cymbeline's marriage, and gives the handsome 
young couple his blessing, The story shows strong Catholic 
sympathies.

Sultan Selim [., while the Breslau took the 
new name, Midillu. Both ships continued to 
be manned by their own officers and crews.

It is, however, certain that vessels damaged 
by torpedo, mine, or bomb are, unless sunk 
in deep water, capable of repair. During the 
siege of Port Arthur there were Russian ships 
which were torpedoed several times, but were 
constantly repaired and made efficient again. 
It tas been much the same with the Gocbcn 
and Breslau. Both vessels have been re- 
peatedly damaged, but it 1s obvious that they 
must have been repaired. As a fighting unit 
the Goeben was probably as formidable as 
ever when she came out on January 20. 

It is only possible to guess at the object 
which the German commander had in view, 
Perhaps he intended to sink some of tho 
blockading British monitors, and then to run 
back again to shelter. It is possib'e that 
considerations not purely military and con- 
nected with the political situation in Turkey 
may have influenced him. 

he two vessels, accompanied by some 
Turkish destroyers, came out of the Darda- 
nelles on the morning of January 20.

Her speed fell, 
and she began to settle by the stern. — Listing 
heavily, she struggled up the lower reaches of 
the Dardanelles, but finally, unable to proceed 
farther, beached herself at Nagara, just 
beyond Chanak. There she is expcsed to 
constant bombardment by our airmen, and it 
be hoped that they will succeed in 
wrecking her past all hope of repair.

High Admiral of England, In 1588, against 


all the ideas of the High Admiral, which in 
practice resultel in a dofensive patrol of 
home waters, ho insisted that the only right 
policy was to attack the Spanish fleet on 
its own coast. Staking everything upon the 
calculated audacity of the blow, the English 
Navy mado sad, and was almost within 
striking distance of Corunna when the 


wind failed. Had Drake never done anything 
else this would stamp him as a captain of 
the first order. 

Read the account below of the attack on 
Cadiz, Men like Vice-Admiral Borough pro- 
nounced it madness, Drake, with tho judgment 
of a great leader, saw and knew better, Com- 
pare this splendid clean stroke with Howard's 
similar attempt in 1506, when days were 
fritterod away in councils, with the results of 
blundered operations and incomplete success.

For Walsingham, who, through thick and thin, was always 
at Drake's back, it was an unequal fight. With the staunchest of ‘his party in 
disgrace for Mary's premature execution, he was single-handed against a host, 
and at last the friends of Spain prevailed. Early in April a messenger sped 
down to Plymouth with orders that operations were to be confined to the high 
seas. As Philip's ships were all snug in port, and could well remain there as 
long as Drake's stores allowed him to keep the sea, it was а complete triumph 
for Spain. But when the messenger dashed into Plymouth with tho fatal packet 
he found the roadstead empty. Drake was gone. 

In vain at the last moment a number of his sailors had been induced to 
desert; he had filled their places with soldiers. In vain a swift pinnace was 
despatched in pursuit; Drake had taken care no orders should catch and 
with his squadron increased by two warships from Lyme, was already off 
Finisterre, battling with a gale which drove the pinnace home. For seven 
days it raged, and forced the fleet far out to sea. Still Drake held on in its 
teeth, and so well had he his ships in hand that on the 16th, within twenty-four 
hours after the gale had blown itself out, the whole flcet, in perfect order, was 
sailing gaily eastwards past Cape St. Vincent. 

Eastwards—for he had intelligonce that Cadiz harbour was full of transports 
and store-ships, and on the afternoon of the 19th as he entered the bay he saw 
а forest of masts in the road behind the city. A council of war was summoned 
once, and without asking their opinion he quietly told them he was going to 
attack. It was bis usual manner of holding а council, but it took Borough's 
breath away. It shocked the old Queen's officer, and outraged his sense of 
what was due to his own reputation and experience, and the time-honoured 
customs of war. He wanted to talk about it, and think about it, and find out 
first where it was too dangerous. And there was certainly some excuse for his 
caution, Cadiz stands on a precipitous rock at the end of а low and narrow 
neck of land, some five miles in length, running parallel to the coast. Within 
this natural breakwater are enclosed an outer and an inner port, and so cumbered 
with shoals and rocks was the entrance from the sea that no ship could get in 
without passing under the guns of the town batteries, while access from the 
outer to the inner port was only to be gained by the Puntal passage half-a-mile 
wide. Opposite Cadiz, on the other side of the outer harbour, was Port 
St. Mary, and within the Puntal channel, at the extreme end of the inlet, stood 
Port Royal. Both places, however, were so protected by shoals as to be 
unapproachable except to the port pilots. It was an ideal scene of action for 
galleys to develop their full irat ces Two had already appeared to recon- 
noitre, and how many more there were no one could tell. Galleys, it must be 
remembered, were then considered tho most formidable warships afloat, and 
quite invincible in confined waters or calms. By all the rules of war, on which 
Borough was the first authority in the service, to attack was suicide; but Drake 


minutes the English admiral had taught the world a new lesson in tactics. 
Galleys could only fire straight ahead, and as they came on line abreast, Drake, 
passing with the Queen's four battleships athwart their course, poured in his 
елуу broadsides.

Outside, the galleys were making half-searted demon- 
strations against the English anchorage, but they were easily kept at bay. By 
noon it was all over, and Drake attempted to make sail, In tho past thirty-six 
hours he bad entirely revictualled his fleet with wine, oil, biscuit, and dried 
fruits. He had destroyed some 12,000 tons of shipp uding some of the 
finest vessels afloat, and four ships laden with provisions were in possession of 
his prize crews.

LITERATURE : Some New Books of the Day, 


“On th: Eaves of the World” 


Jeder the title of On the Eaves of the World (Edward 

Arnold) Mr. Reginald Farrer tells in two portly volumes 
the first half of the story of his travels with а fellow botanist 
Mr Lurdom. through Ше Капа Tibet country bordering on 
Western China, 1914-15. Their object was to obtain hitherto 
unknown species of Alpine plants adaptable for English cul 
tivation The results, as the copious list in the botanical ap- 
pendix shows, are valuable additions to knowledge of the flora 


f a region much of which no foreign foot has traversed. True 
to its title, the book deals with the slopes of the Central Asian 
lateau, whence, as from eaves, there pour down the waters 


of great rivers that fertilize the valleys of the Flowery Land, 
passing, in their flow, picturesque Tibetan and Chinese settle- 
ments. Of Grand Lamas and of the Mahatmas, whom the 
unscrupulous imagination of Madame Blavatsky invented, the 
travellers have little to say, but sundry adventures brought 
them into relations with a bibulous Buddhist abbot and more 
sober апсһогиез The perils of plant-hunting are as numerous 
as those of stalking big game Monks and peasants resented 
and opposed the approach of the explorers to mountains where, 
in popular beliéf, the Powers of the Air dwell "' in sacred ever. 
lasting calm’, "the monks knew better than to believe that 
they were after anything less lucrative than gold”; and all 
treasure ıs the Church's perquisite Other risks. were run, 
for White Wolf and his plundering gang were abroad, and only 
by skill and alertness did the travellers escape their fangs 
They tarred, оп their westward way, at Pekin and other cities, 
notably at Sian Fu, a description of which fills an interesting 
chapter In that Сиу of Реасе ' the dead sleep in myriads 
there. on the Forest of Tablets, are carved the writings of 
Confucius, there is the famous Nestorian inscription and the 
shrine of Our Lady of Mercy, the Buddhist Virgin. and there 
are the ruins of the palace of the wonderful old empress, the 
Lady Yu. From these and other references the reader will 
gather that many other subjects than botany fill these attractive 
volumes. Hence, not only photographs of plants, but of 
persons and places — pagodas, towers, and churches—are 
scattered through pages the multiform topics of which have 
key inan adequate index. The preface informs us that “' the 
tale of the second year, 1915, yet remains to be written.”

A Story of Hampstead 
Marries Life, by May Edginton (Cassell). This book pre-

At last a change of fortune came 
when Osborn was sent to America by his firm to sell their 
cars, at a large increase of salary, a small portion of which be 


left for his wife’ Daring his absence of over a year Мапе 
learnt to live without him, glad to be free of bis constant 
Rrumblings, especially as she became possessed of a small 
income of her own through the death of her mother, and was 
thas enabled to keep a servant Osborn came back to find a 
changed home, so changed that the married Ме is almost 
wrecked, bat happily all comes right in the end, both husband 
and wife having learned much The story is told with such 
fidelity of detail that one seems to live with the Kerrs in the 
little flat, seeing Marie on the cold nights preparing the baby's 
food, and watching Osborn eating his breakfast behind the 
Morning newspaper The shoals upon which the Kerrs were 
almost wrecked were those due to poverty and selfishness, the 
latter apparently induced by the former, for one feels that 
Osborn's selfishness would never have been so apparent but 
for the slenderness of his means The author has been some- 
what unfair to Osborn, who begins very early to grudge money 
to his wife, and who shows less interest in bis firstborn than is 
usual with young fathers. But the story 1 written with trans-

A Realistic Story 


Beat, by Mrs Stanley Wrench (Duckworth 6<), is an able 

novel, well-written and realistic, and withal depressing

of Beat's care and devotion, two of the sisters left in her 
charge go utterly to the bad, and Mabel, her friend, dies in 
distressing circumstances. Mrs, Stanley Wrench does not 
appear to have sufficient power to build up a work of art out 
of such perversely sordid and gloomy material For that a 
genius like Tchehov 5 is essential 


“An Animated Encyclopedia.” 


Admiral Markham, in his Life of Sir Clements Markha: 
(John Murray. 15s. net), says that his famous relative 
was known in his later years as `' ап Animated Encycloprdia, 
and for this reputation he certainly began to qualify early. A 
the age of ten he wrote a History of England, which his fond 
father printed at a private press!” You recall Uncle Toby's com- 
ment upon the yet more precocious composition of the learned 
Lipsius: " They should have wiped it up and said no more about 
it!" It would hardly have been missed from the large library 
Sir Clements composed at the same age, consisting of thirty 
biographies of the most eminent men of all ages! Later, when 
he joined the Navy. and even before he became a midshipman, 
he wrote a history of the Pacific Station, with chapters upon a 
score of territories within its range. Henceforth, all his life 
long. Sir Clements’ pen, you would say, was always in his 
hand, for he seemed to write at length upon every place and 
every subject which happened to bave a passing interest for 
him And yet he threw himself по less whole-heartedly into 
all kinds of practical matters, till the wonder was with him, as 
it was with Scott, how, when, and where he found time to 
wnte so many volumes.

The Main Fanctions of a Staff 


"А right conception of naval war shows at a glance the main functions of a staff. necessary 
to prepare for it in peace and to deal with it when it comes. Sex power is brought into being 
for one purpose only—to destroy the wea power cf the enemy. Its single objective, then, is to 
fight. It may te thwarted of its purpose, because the enemy has it in his power to withdraw 
his forces from the ses and to place them where sea power cannot reach them. The nary that 
is denied battle must then proceed to seize—so far as is possible—all the advantages that 
victorious battle would have giver, and to inflict upon the enemy all the disadvantages which, 
by defeat, he would have incurred. The advantages gained by victory are freedom to use the 
sea, the ability to invade directly or indirectly, immunity from the threat of invasion. The 
disadvantage cf defeat is а siege which the victorious feet can inflict by blockade. But it is an 
error to suppose that the justification of a blockade is the gradual sapping of the enemy's civil 
endurance and military strength effected by the stringency it creates. The real military 
justification of a blockade is that the disadvantages of this stringency will compel the enemy 
to fight. There is in theory ~and all the facts of history support it no possitle alternative to 
fighting being the primary purpose for which navies exit- li follows that if the General Staff 
is the mental extension of the chief command, fighting must te the only concern of the mot 
important section of staff organisation.” 


The Welcome Resalt 


“ The nine departments have teen created for carrying on the actual daily work of the naval 
war, to the direction of which a group of very able younger captains have been appointed 
The’ reorganisation, functional and mal, has undcubtedly created an entirely new con- 
fidence in the Admiralty. And it would be surprising if this were not as strongly felt by 
our Allies as it is by the public at home. And, arising out of this, it is natural that there 
should be speculation as to how the new men will tackle the new jobs.” That, of course, the 
future will reveal. 


The First Lord's Position 


The position of the First Lord himself is one of the utmost importance to the nation as a 
whole. There is a Scylla and a Charybdis in this malter as in so many other walks of life. 
There is the danger of the First Lord relying t-o much on bis own personal ju‘gment, and there 
is the other, probably an equal danger, of the First Lord relying on his own judgment too Little. 
One cannot feel that “ leaving it to the sailors” is the ideal attitude for a perfect First Lord of 
the Admiralty. There is а тта media, a golden way, which a First Lord can pursue, which will 
enable him to avoid first one rcck and then the other. In all great organisations, the effect of a 
head who earnestly and whole-heartedly strives after the success in the work which lies before 
him із remarkable.

What Sir Rosslyn's Appointment Mears

Just as Mr. Lloyd George passed over all the popular politicians and chose 
the ablest man he knew for the most difficult position that а civilian can fill, s» now Sir 


himself has passed over all the advertised admirals and appointed the proved man for the most 
difficult post a naval officer can fill. 


“Each Separate Task Clearly Defined" for Each Man 


“The abandonment of the Gallipoli adventure coincided, it may be remembered, with the 
beginning of the enemy's submarine activities on a large scale in the middle seas. The Mediter- 
Fanean command was not limited to the Mediterranean, and it included the care of at least. three 
lines of communications to different large army bases, and necessarily involved the closest 
co-operation with the French and Italian fleets. Few if any naval officers, therefore, have ever 
undertaken duties more difficult, more extensive and various, or more complicated than those 
which fell upon Sir Rosslyn Wemyss when he succeeded Admiral Sir John do Robeck in command 
of the Mediterranean in I015.

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AN OLD INN. By E. V. Lucas. 


t would be absurd to say that the sleepy town of 
which | am thinking, and which for purposes 
of camoufaze 1 will call Queensbridge, does not 
feel the war: because from this war there is now 
no escape for anyone; but it gives fewer signs of 
feeling it than places that are more actively busy 
and less remote from London. There are no queues, 
either for food or for pleasure, and it is too small 
to be beld up by thase new highwaymen, the tanks, 
and forced to deliver. Nor is there a garrison 
about, That is why I have already just sent to 
Queensbridge one friend invalided home from 
France, and shall probably send more. 

1 entered Queensbridge on foot, baving for 
warded my bag by train. This is a course marked 
by more prudence than has always distinguished 
my progress through life, for it liberates the traveller 
to select bis inn at his ease. А man carrying lug 
gage is not free; the bar in a way pledges him. at 
any rale proclaims the fact that he is а traveller 
and will probably need a bed, and makes it the 
more difficult for bim to extricate himself from the 
hostel that has failed within doors to come up to the 
promise of tbe exterior—as too often is the hostel's 
habit. (АШ this is, of course, common knowledge, 
and why I should be taking any credit to myself for 
adopting tbe plan [cannot conceive.) All unburdened. 
then, I entered the town at lunch time at the top 
of its steep, main street, and as | walked down it 
1 cast my glances this side and that to see which 
inn seemed most promising. The woman who, five 
miles away, had given me some bread and cheese, 
bad named the Angel as the best. A man whom I 
had beaten at billiards the night before had men 
tioned the Red Lion; but | found myself more 
taken by the bow windows of the King’s Head. 

1 did, however, nothing rash ; I looked carefully at 
the Angel, which was at the very foot of the street, 
near the harbour and near the station, and at the 
Red Lion, and also at two or three others; and 
then I entered the King’s Head and asked for 
lunch. 


Never have 1 done a wiser thing 

It is odd bow trifling are the determining factors 
in some of the most momentous decisions that face 
us in Ме, Here was I alone, and tired, and in a 
strange part of the country, with the necessity before 
me of finding “a bome from home" for three or 
four days, and I disliked the bed that was placed 
at my disposal in a dingy room, with notbing what 
ever of decoration in it but a bust of Georce Wash. 
ington, and | disliked the horsehair sofa in the 
sitting room, and was chilled by the empty vastness 
and decay of the whole place. And yet, even with. 
out entering any of the other inns. | agreed to 
stay in this one, And why? Well, a little because 
the landlord (a big, strong, leisurely man with a 
white beard and а massive head), who himself did 
the waiting, was pleasant and attentive, and a little 
because bis daughter, who had charge of the bar, 
was attentive and pleasant. But the real reason 
was the pickled onions at lunch. Such was the 
excellence of these divine roots that 1 let everything 
else go. Му nights might be bad—and indeed 
would be, for such a bed was never designed for 
sleep—my evenings might be cheerless, bnt, at avy 
rate, my lunches and dinners would be good, for 
were there not these onions, pickled according to 
а recipe of the host's mother, now with God, but 
in ber day famous for the best ways of preserving 
and curing and, indeed, of doing everything that a 
good housewife should ? 

The enthusiasm displayed by this patriarchal 
Boniface for bis mother was perfectly charming. 
And novel too, its novelty being part of its 
charm. Very big landlords with white beards and 
footfalls that shake the house do not, as a rule, 
talk about their mothers at all. Should they, 
through strange martial vicissitudes, come, as this 
one bad done, to wait at table, they wait and go. 
But the host of the King’s Head hovered and talked 
reverently of bis mother’s household genius, giving 
me the while such delicious proofs of it tbat I could 
not bave torn myself away. 


To those exquisite esculents I shall be eternally 
grateful, for they brought me into knowledge of 
one of the most interesting inns. The King's Head 
is a survival; indeed, the word "posting," to my 
great satisfaction, occurred in my bill, for a journey 
by waggonette to a distant village was thus de- 
scribed. The stables are immense, and contain 
one horse. The coach house is immense, and 
contains seventeen carriages of various kinds, from 
omnibus to dog cart, but chiefly broughams, all in a 
state of mouldiness. Coming by degrees to be recog- 
nised as a member of the little family that, by cease- 
less activity, runs this unwieldy place — father, 
daughter, a superb cook, a maidservant, and an ostler 
—1 was free to wander as I would, and exploring the 
various floors and passages | came upon a billiard 
table whose cushions belonged to the Stone Age and 
an assembly-room with a musicians gallery. But 
neither in the assembly room nor the billiard-room 
did I spend my time, but in the bar parlour. In 
the kitchen I watched at her mysteries the ad- 
mirable lady who cooks and carries on the noble 
traditions of the landlord's mother as set forth 
in a manuscript book in ber own band. In 
the bar parlour I watched the landlord, accord- 
ing to the new regulations, water down his spirits, 
and heard instalments of his long life spent 
wholly, in this "house" and that, in ministering 
to the wants of his fellow creatures —tired, ог 
or thirsty, or all three, but chiefly 
Then later in the evening the little cosy 
room would fill, and 1 would quietly take my place 
as one of the best listeners that its habitués had 
ever talked to. Listening is an old accomplish- 
ment of mine, and here, amid the friendliest of 
strangers, I gave it foll play; and you would be 
surprised to know how much I know of Queens- 
bridge Ше, Probably their surprise would be even 
greater.

than an integral part of the Russian Fmpire. Wher 
it was ceded to Russia by the Treaty of Fredrik 
shamn on September 17, 1809, it was granted, by a 
decree of Alexander 1„ the enjoyment of the 
Swedish Constitution of 1772 (reformed in 1759) 
Thin was slightly modified in 1869 and 1882, but the 
Finns remained completely autonomous until 1899. 

A Policy of Aggressive Russification 

In that year the ex Emperor Nicholas, egged on 
by his reactionary bureaucrats, commenced a policy 
of oppressive Russification. In July, 1900, the 
Russian language was decreed to be the official 
speech in the chief public departments, and in 1901 
the Russian military system superseded that of 
Finland, In 1905, owing to the rise of popular 
ideas in Russia and the disasters of the Japanese 
War, concessions were made to the Finns, but in 
1908-10 further ‘encroachments were made upon 
the treaty rights of the Grand Dachy. The natural

Finnish deputies will be grievously disappointed 
Finland is not self-snpporting as regards food 
supplies. Previous to the war she imported frein 


Russia the greater proportion 
and 400,000,000 kilogrammes (300,000 to 400.000 
tons)—of flour and grain. Last year Russian im 
ports had dwindled to 25,000,000 kilogrammes (less 
than 25,000 tons}, and the population of Finland 
was swelled by refugees and mutinous or disbanded 
Russian troops, The Government has purchased 
40,000 tons of flour from the United States, but the 
difheulties of transport have prevented it reaching 
he country, The Finnish rulers in consequence 
have to ask for immediate diplomatic relations with 
Great Britain and the United States in order to get 
the food, because we cannot act any more, through 
the Russian Government, which you have not re 
ised. We could not wait until the 
ice Conference because our people would starve, 
and therefore we had immediately to proclaim th 
independence of Finland in order to save the popu 
lation from entire starvation and disappearance." 
This t throws some light on the position 
of the country, It may be observed that the re 
cognition or nc ition of the Russian Bol 
shevik Government. by Britain has no bearing on 
the question; for in the present chaotic state of 
Russia no food supplies would have any chance of 
reaching their destination.

NOTES ON THE CHARACTER OF THE COUNTRY 


Finland, " Suomi" in Finnish, is a rocky table-land dotted over with lakes, which occupy one-tenth 
of the total area of the country, and having here and there patches of fertile soil reclaimed with muc 

labour from the marsh and forest lands. It is a country of rocks and lakes and pine forests, 
picturesque but unprofitable. There are few hills which rise to over 500 ft. 
Haldefjael (4,126 ft.) in Lapland, near the Norwegian frontier. The largest lake И 
the south-east, which in reality consists of a large number of lakes and channels, so that lake craft 
can ply as far as Joensuu, Kuopio, and Idensalmi. It ів connected with the Gulf of Viborg by а 
canal, which was opened in 1856, and which runs for many miles through granite. The overflow 
from the lake, the Vocka, forms the magnificent rapids at Imatra, where the river flings itself down 
from a height of about 50 ft. and crashes through an opening in the granite rocks, through whic! 

the force of the waters has worn its way. The people сап be divided into three categories. 
Lapps, Finns, and Swedes- of which the latter have settled along the south coa: The mass ol 
the people are agricultural, the only manufacturing town of any importance being Tammerfor 
In medieval times the chief seaport and commercial centre was Abo, the former capital, bu 
since the annexation of the country to Russia the trade has been transferred to Viborg and to 
Helsingfors, the present capital, both of which are flourishing and prosperous towns. Tammerfors, 
sometimes called the Finnish Manchester, has cotton mills for the manufacture of textile cotton 
goods, and machinery is also made there. The chief industry of the country is connected with 
timber, as might be expected when it is realised that four-fifths of Finland are covered with forest. A 
glance at the adjacent map will show the distribution of trees. Larch, Scotch fir, and Norway 
spruce flourish in the north, while birch, oak, alder, and a: 
and southern regions. The chief exports are timber, planks, and tar, together with varioi 
and by-products of the timber trade. In normal times a certain amount of fish, butter, 
was also exported. The fauna of Finland is that of Northern Europe. In the extreme north

DISCUSSION AND 


THE STRATEGY OF 1917 : 4% "DSL 


‘Tite past days have been characterised by the 

voicing of criticism which has for some time 
remained unspoken concerning the military results 
of the campaign of 1917. The Cambrai discussion 
in Parliament threw no light upon many essential 
points, and criticism seemed to be deprecated by 
the Government, Professor Spenser Wilkinson in 
The Sunday Times maintained that this was 
asking an impossibility. “The Under Secretary 
of State," he wrote, “thought it ‘cruel’ to discuss 
the actions of the Commander-in-Chief in France. 
It is possible to go too far in deprecating criticism. 
When a nation is fighting for its existence, when its 
young men are falling like leaves in autumn, and its 
money is being spent by millions a day, it is absurd 
to ask the people not to think. No self respecting 
man at home wishes to do anything but hold up the 
hands of the generals, the officers, and the men 
who are continuously facing death for us. Our 
hearts are with them, but the more that is the case 
and the deeper the interest we feel in the war, the 
more we are anxious to understand what is going on, 
The moment we think we try to appreciate; we 
rejoice at what is well done, and if there is a failure 
anywhere—are we then to strangle our minds and 
think nothing? It is impossible. We believe that 
the cause for which we are fighting is in part that 
of representative government, of responsible govern- 
ment. The generals are no more irresponsible than 
the statesmen.” 

The military correspondent of The Outlook 
took up other important aspects of the situation, 
“True,” he says," the Chancellor assures us that 
Sir Douglas Haig's leave-taking (whether on his 
own initiative or under pressure from Whitehall is 
not stated) of the heads of the Operation, Intelli- 
gence, and Supply sections at G.H.Q. was in no 
way connected with the Cambrai reverse. If 
must be obvious that the Commander-in-Chie 
dispensing with their services for earlier short- 
comings, and we can only ask why, in that case, 
they were not combed-out before? For nobody will 
suggest that these three important officers have been 
suddenly and simultaneously stricken with ill-health, 

“The Government's lack of straightforward 
dealing over this episode is disquieting and de- 
plorable in its effect on the public mind. It can 
but increase the suspicion that on the wider ques- 
tion as to whether the men who have been at the 
head of our armies during the past two years have 
deserved well of their country or not, Mr. Lloyd 
George and bis colleagues have not the courage to 
speak and act in accordance with their convictions 
on the subject, for whatever those convictions may 
be worth. The opinion of the country cannot be 
kept much longer in suspense on so grave an issue, 
or it will be rent in twain, and tbe army likewise. 
For the opinion of the country—quite apart from 
the Cambrai episode—has noted the strange dis- 
parity between promise and performance, between 
effort and result, which has marked the military 
campaign throughout 1917. Last spring our supe- 
nority in numbers and gun power over the enemy 
was frankly overwhelming, and it remained so until 
the late summer, when the effects of the Russian 
collapse began to make themselves felt in the West. 
Why was so little achieved during the first eight 
months of the year?” 

In view of this discussion, we print in full Sir 
Douglas Haig's plan for 1917 as set forth in his 
own despatch. There is an evident disparity 
between certain phraseology of the despatch and 
the military critics' estimates of the strength of 
the Western front at the beginning of last year. 


SIR DOUGLAS HAIG'S PLAN OF ACTION 


AS SET FORTH IN HIS OWN WORDS IN THE JANUARY OFFICIAL DESPATCH 


The Point at which Sir Douglas Haig's First Efforts were going to be Directed Ап Attempt 
to Pinch Off the German Salient 


(2) Briefly stated, my plan of action for the armics under my command in the proposed general 
offensive was as follows : i 

In the spring, as soon as all the Allied armies were ready to commence operations, my first efforts 
were to be directed against the cnemy’s troops occupying the salient between the Scarpe and the 
Ancre, into which they had been pressed as a result of the Somme battle. 

It was my intention to attack both shoulders of this salient simultaneously, the Fifth Army 
operating on the Anere front while the Third Army attacked from the north-west about Arras. These 
converging attacks, if successful, would pinch off tho whole salient and would be likely to make the 
withdrawal of tho enemy’s troops from it а very costly manœuvre for him if it were not commenced 


in good time. 


The Capture of the Vimy Ridge Sketched out аз Necessary, Forcing the Enemy “to 
d Use up Reserves” 


The front of attack on the Arras side was to include the Vimy Ridge, possession of which I 
considered necessary to secure the left flank of the operations on the south bank of the Scarpe. 
apture of this ridge, which was to be carried out by the First Army, also offered other important 
vantanges. It would deprive the enemy of valuable observation and give us а wide view over tho 
plains stretching {rom the eastern foot of the ridge to Douai and beyond. Moreover, although it 
was evident that the enemy might, by a timely withdrawal, avoid a battle in the awkward salient still 
held by him between the S:arpe and tho Ancre, no such withdrawal from his important Vimy Ridge 
positions was likely. He would be almost certain to fight for this ridge and, as my object was to 
deal him. > blow which would force him to use up reserves, it was important that he should not evade 
my attack.

(3) With the forces at my disposal, even combined with what the French proposed to undertake in 
co-operation, I did not consider that any t strategical results were likely to be gained by followin, 
up a success on the iront about Arras. tad qo tio south of it beyond the capture of the objectives aim 
at as described above.

The front selected for these further operations was in Flanders. — Thoy were to be commenced аз 
soon as possible after the Arras offensive and continued throughout the summer, so far as the forces 
at my disposal would permit. 


British Positions in Front of Messines Ridge to be Improved 


(4) The positions held by us in the Ypres salient since May, 1015, were far from satisfactory’ 
They were completely overlooked by the enemy. Their defence involved а considerable strain on tho 
troops occupying them, and they were certain to be costly to maintain against a serious attack, in 
which the enemy would enjoy all tho advantages in observation and in the placing of his artillery. 
Our positions would te much improved by the capture of the Messines-W ytschaote Ridge and of the 
high ground which extends thenco north-castwards for some seven miles and then trends north 
through Broodseinde and Passchendaele. 


Sir Douglas's Justification for the Messines Plan and his Hope of being Able to Strike 
а Hard Blow 


The operation in its first stages was a very difficult one, and in 1016 I had judged that the general 
situation was not yet ripe to attempt it. In the summer of 1917, however, as larger forces would be 
at my disposal, and, as in the Somme battle, our new armies had proved their ability to overcome the 
enemy’s strongest defences, and bad lowered his power of resistance, I considered myself justified in 
undertaking it. Various preliminary steps had already been taken including the necessary develop- 
ment of railways in the area, which had been proceeding quietly from early in 1016. T therefore 
hoped, after completing my spring cffensivo further south, to be able to deve! lop this Fianders attack 
without great delay, and to strike hard in the north before the enemy realised that the attack in the 
south would not be pressed further. 


(The abore was the “glan of action” which Sir Douglas proposed to carry out, prior to any 
subsequent modification by the higher authorities concerned. Certain adjustments hat to be 
made, but these occurred later.

One of the most 
fascinating of these works that writ 

c at written by 

Mr. J. К Wellstead, and entitled Travels to the 


City of the Califs along the Shores of the 
Persian Gulf and the Mediterranean. Mr. Well 
cad was author of a previous volume entitled 


Travels in Arabia, and the ground covered by 
these two works was in general known to him 
But the main basis of the narrative we owe to a 
Lieutenant Ormsby of the Indian Navy, who quitted 
that service at the age of nineteen in order to travel 
through certain districts of Mesopotamia and Arabia. 
Lieutenant Ormsby's thrilling story was put into book 
form by Mr. Wellstead, and the resulting volumes 
make very attractive and informative reading, 

Lieutenant Ormsby appears to have been a 
peculiarly fearless type of traveller, pestilence and 
flood being taken as casual incidents in the day's 
work, Пе encountered both these troubles when in 
Bagdad in the year 1831. It was in April that the 
plague first showed its dreadful form in the city, 
making its appearance in the Jews’ quarter. At first 
there was complete apathy towards the number of 
deaths which occurred, but this suddenly cbanged 
to a feeling of alarm. The difhculty was in what 
direction to fly. The Moslems chose to await events 
in the city in obedience to their fatalistic belief; the 
Armenians and Christians, on the other band, took 
every precaution to stay the pestilence as far as 
they themselves were concerned, each house laying 
in stores, and doors and windows being barred. 


Flood and Plague in Bagdad 


The necessary provisions were hoisted up into 
the houses by a rope after they had first been 
soaked in water. It was, however, found very 
difficult to prevent servants from stealing out to 
visit their stck or dying relatives, with the result 
that several houses became infected. On April 12 
the river began to rise; there was much rain and 
dark, cloudy weather, and on the night of the 20th 
the river burst its banks with one general rush, 
overwhelming the greater part of the city. Thou. 
sands of people were drowned during the night, 
but it was not until the first burst of water had 
subsided that the majority of the houses fell. 

Lieutenant Ormsby had been sleeping on the 
roof of his bouse when the flood came. At sun. 
rise he determined to let himself down from the roof 
and make his way toa neighbouring mosque. He 
had hardly done so when the house fell with a crash. 
Me then decided to leave the city, and managed to 
get permission to form part of a caravan, 

A year later Lieutenant Ormsby returned to the 
stricken city; Le found that the stagnant pools had 
produced a fever almost as bad as the plague. The 
waters of the river made a second visit to the city 
and again subsided to their former level. The 
lieutenant visited many of the houses of his former 
friends; he found them silent and deserted; half- 
finished cups of coffee with their filigree covering of 
gold stood on their little tables, and cushions rested 
on brilliant and costly divans, just as they had been 
left by their owne 
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interes! among the inhabitants of Bagdad wh 


The volume contains many interesting fact 
concerning the two rivers, The author mention: 
that the rise of the Tigns is first perceptible in 
December, Armenia and Kurdestan then being 
watered by plentiful rains, aided by the thawing of 
the mountain snows. It continues rising till May 
when it reaches its greatest height, and from tben 
gradually sinks to its normal level 


The Climate of Bagdai 


Professor Eredia gives some data, based on a 
meteorological record at Bagdad of some years’ 
duration, in the Bollettino della Reale Societa 
Geografica Italiana, „ 7, 1917. The annual 
rainfall averages some 7 inches, spread over only 
sixteen days in the year, of which none falls in June 
and July and most in. March, which is followed in 
this respect by December. The mean annual 
temperature is 730° Fahr. the monthly means 
ranging between 488° Fahr. in January and 944 
Fabr. in both July and August. The mean daily 
maximum in August is 1099 Fabr., a figure slightly 
in excess of that for July, but the July nights are 
slightly warmer with a mean minimum of 795 Fahr. 
In January Ње mean daily maximum is 595 Fabr. 
and the nightly minimum 381? Fabr., the tempera 
ture sometimes sinking below the freezing-point 


Sunset at Bagdad 


A glimpse of life in Bagdad at the present time 
is afforded by "A Highland Officer,” writing in 
Blackwood's under the title of “The Battle 
Beyond Bagdad.” “On the banks of the Tigris I 
am lying in the shadow of a palm," he writes, 
“looking down the river on the brick walls and 
mud roofs, on the mosques and minarets of the city 
of Bagdad, and as 1 look 1 am lost in wonder. For 
although I am now lying in a grove of date palms, 
it is fifteen months since I have scen a tree of ару 
kind; it is fifteen months since 1 have seen a house 
or lain under a roof; and this girl coming towards 
me with hesitating steps, clothed in rags and 
patches, this little date-seller with her pale fa and 
dark eyes, her empty basket resting on her small, 
well-shaped head—this is the first woman I have 
seen or spoken to for more than a year. 

" Perhaps it is the twilight which gives a feeling 

of mystery and beauty unknown in the glare and 
noise of midday, and 1 hardly know as the Tigris 
seems to lose itself in the evening mists, above 
which the golden minarets of Kazimain still shine 
and glitter in the setting sun, whether I am truly in 
the land of reality or if I still linger but half awake 
in the land of dreams and fancles, where stand the 
gates of horn and ivory. 
For to how many during the past two years 
has not flashed the dream of the capture of this 
city, .Dar-al-Salam, the City of Security? And of 
those who have seen the vision, how many have 
wondered from which gate the dream has issued, 
and how many have been filled with confidence? 
For that vision has drawn many thousands from 
Basrah and Amarah—many who are now here in 
the hour of victory, many who now lie where they 
fell on the field of battle, and many who are still 
prisoners and captives.”

Boche fears—the Royal Navy. 


I have every sympatby with the drastic tone of 

this note. Tbe writer does well to speak up 
for our Army and Navy, but I venture to suggest 
that be has misunderstood the position of THE 
Sruere. This journal has throughout the war, 
alike by picture and letter- press, emphasised at 
every turn the noble bravery of our Army and the 
abundant sacrifice of our Navy. We are proud of 
both, We agree with every word that our corre- 
spondent says. We have said it а thousand times. 
That is no reason, however, why tribute should 
not be given to the energy and self-sacrifice, which 
are apt to be lost sight of, of those whose lot it is to 
stay at home. To them also in a vast number of 
cases there has been little joy in life during these 
years of war, and I do not think that our article in 
any way underrated the glory of those who have 
suffered and endured in the various fields of conflict, 
but only said what needed to be emphasised—that 
there has been a heroism of the factory and the 
munition room as well as of the trench.

His various poetical 
works, one entitled Beauty, another 
called The Triumph of Fashion, and 
so on, bave all fallen into deserved 
oblivion. He was poet laureate for 
twenty-three years, and many and 
contemptuous were the satires of his 
‘contemporaries upon this holder of the 
office. He produced an ode every 
year on the King’s birthday, and this 
in my possession is a very good sample of them. 
Upon him were quoted the popular lines :— 

And when tbe fie was opened 
The birds began to sing, 
And wasn't that a dainty dish 
To set before a king ? 

Pye died at Pinner in 1813, Walter Scott said of 
hin that he was "eminently respectable in every.

Tre other day I came across two quarto volumes, 
which any book-lover might wish to possess, 
entitled The Whole Works of William Browne, 
edited by W. Carew Hazlitt, This is the well- 
known author of Britannia's Pastorals. In read 
ing the introduction I learnt that a wonderful copy 
of Britannia's Pastorals was in existence which 
had been carefully annotated by John Milton.

RECENT HAPPENINGS IN ROUMANIA. 


The Threat from Russia and Germany— Bolshevik Disaffection among Russian Troops Guarding Roumanian Frontier— 


Lady Kennard's Sto. 


Te situation in Roumania is rendered sull more 

fraught with fate owing to tbe extraordinary 
peace without a treaty which was concluded last 
week between Germany and the Bolshevik rulers 
of Petrograd. Last week we were able to show the 
geographical unfertainties of. Roumani s position. As 
regards military and political aspects of the situation 
we learned that the army and the rulers of Roumania have 
been fully cognizant during recent months of the poss: 
bilities which might result from the defection of Russia 
‘Affairs were in a passably good condition unul the middle 
of the month of November, when fraternising with 
the enemy took place to a certain extent between the 
Russian troops acting with the Roumanians. This had 
been largely checked, according to М Jean Floresco. 
who, as Vice-President of the Roumanian Chamber of 
Deputies, visited England in November last, by the 
patriotic feeling of the Roumanian troops acting along- 
side the Russians on the Moldavian frontier Since that 
date, however, matters have not improved, and the 
Roumaman Government have been compelled to take 
active measures against Bolshevik agitators 


A Roumanian Diary 


A good idea of the present situation can be gained by 
a perusal of a highly interesting and very informative 
volume, entitled A Roumanian Diary, written by Lady 
Kennard, and published by Mr. Wiliam Heinemann 
Lady Kennard went to Roumania from Serbia, and 
recorded her experiences of life in Bucarest and 
Jassy from 1915 to 1917. So little regular news has 
come in from that country that it is essential for anvone 
studying this theatre of war to peruse this diary of 
events which bave now led to such a critical position 
The followipg quotations will give some idea of the 
scope of the book, which should, however, be read in 
its entirety — 

"In Bucarest, of course, we see the Germans in 
hundreds. Certain shops have to be boycotted, as they 
are German owned, and it is gratifying to note that 
these are shunned alike by the Roumanians and the 
Alles. At the races on Sunday one sees the enemy 
diplomats wandering near the railings, fat and pompous, 
and wearing overcoatsof marvellous cut. Whenever a new 
village falls in Serbia, Capsa's Restaurant (the Ritz of 
Bucarest) resounds to German toasts and German voices. 
At a music-hall, however, to which I went one evening, 
the Roumanian audience sang and whistled * Tipperary’ 
and hooted German phrases spoken on the stage * 

“At dances, theatre parties—such as they are—and 
dinners we meet hosts of young people, amongst them 
many officers. and these chafe openly against the equi- 
vocal attitude of their Government Тһе girls burn 
with patriotism for France, a country which they have 
been brought up to reverence. Dowagers sce in the 
future, when Roumania joins, advancement for their 
sons, whilst old men envisage in their conversation 
dreams which their fathers taught them to cherish of a 

Greater Roumania 

Later we learn from this ingenuous narrative that 
there were '" two years’ accumulation of unsold corn in 
and then Lady Kennard tells us of a 
“British bureau ' having been established for the 
purchase of large quantities of corn. "It is hoped that 
such a procedure, which will bring vast sums of money 
into the country, will discourage illegal frontier traffic 
such as has been discovered lately. The town is in an 
uproar of excitement There is, of course, an 
absolute impossibility of transporting the purchased 
grain to England for lack of routes and rolling stock, but 
ithas been planned to store the acquisition all over the 
land in grananes built for and sealed by the British 
Government 

© This corn deal will be a nasty blow for the Germans, 
who have been trying to purchase the stocks for months 
It is hardly to be expected that they will take it lyin; 
down, and I fancy that the Government here will be 
faced with some unpleasant ultimatums in the near 
future. The corn is stored in British granaries 
and the money has changed hands. Consequently many

people who have been comparatively poor for two years 
have suddenly become wealthy again, and find the cor 
dition pleasant. They rejoice quite openly over «bat 
they describe as Roumania s." entry, and can leave the 
Germans no vestige of doubt as to ther antagonism 

I hear it openly discussed that the first Reumanian 
move will be а gigantic forward movement into Transyl 
vama. From thiscountry’s point of view, the world-war 
will obtain its participation from one ambition alone, and 
that the conquest of territories which are hers by blood 
bes and heritage 

As war drew nearer and nearer Lady Kennard, with 
other Englishwomen, took up war work She herself 
Went to one of the big military hospitals. ' I was asked 
whether I had ever done any nursing, and was obliged 
to give a negative reply. But I was told that ıt ‘du 
not matter,’ my hands would be useful. I work there 
feverishly every day trying to accumulate as much 
knowledge and nursing information as is possible 
Nurses are even more completely non-existent than 1 
had realised 

"The days fly past Each evening the conflagration 
seems inevitable within the next twenty-four hours, 
every morning sees us sunk m apathy and summer 
stupor And the heat is indescribable. We avoid 
meeting people. where's the use? They know now 
more that we do ourselves, and talking about the 
situation only aggravates the tension 

Air Raids over Bucarest 

Then came the period of the German aeroplane and 
Zeppelin raids over the city. The former sometimes 
came three times a day when the city was quite unpro 
tected, but slowed down at once when the French 
aviators arrived. * The beasts flew round and round 
thus hardly a quarter of thè town escaped. All our 
airmen had gone to the front. I suspect spies of having 
informed the enemy, there was nothing to stop them 
and they did just what they liked. They flew very very 
low, and I saw the pilots face in one quite plainly as 
he turned ' 

Later came Ше bad news from the front, and the 
necessity for leaving the city became apparent ow 
that the trunks have really gone and we are left with 
nothing but the clothes we stand up in, make-shift 
beds our only resting-place and ourselves fireless and 
uncomfortable, things seems to have really quietened 
down. We get innumerable Zepp alarms and occasional 
raids have begun again, but the constant presence of a 
few armed machines of our own has shaken the wonder 
ful German nerve considerably, and their men usually 
make off without having done any serious damage The 
Koumanian Army is fighting magnificently on all the 
fronts, and there is just a chance of our holding out 
But the whole traffic of the country is naturally terribly 
disorganised, and really one wonders why anything 
gets done.” 

" Nothing ts said about the kind of accommodation 
ме are likely to find in Jassy. It isa town which bears 
the same relatiouship to the capital as does Norwich to 
London, and was already slightly over-populated before 
the war. 1 was there once in the autumn of last year, 
and recall a sort of pretentious village of low-lying 
plaster houses, each one of which was surrounded by 
a garden," The journey to Jassy was at last accom- 
plished, in twenty hours No preparations had been 
made for the reception of the refugees, but gradually 
some kind of order was evolved. Villas were appor- 
tioned to various people, and Lady Kennard set to work 
getting the hospital equipment straightened ош. The 
outbreak of disease was severe 

*' March, 1917 — The Russian coup d'état has come, 
and the Government here is having some anxious 
moments. It is unlikely, however, that anything 
serious will transpire, The Royal Family is very popular 
and is faithfully served by the administration 
Russians, of course, are in a ferment, but it is reassuring 
to notice that they have not lost sight of the common 
ideals of the war."

Tbe officers are rather in awe of their 
men, who seem to have a gentle upper hand in the 
management of their own affairs, Every division, 
battalion, company, etc., has its own committee ої 
soldiers, which cuts it off from all pretence of military 
discipline as we know it, but which manages, neverthe 
less, to keep admirable order. Unfortunately it is rather 
obvious that the only thing which they actively desire is 
a peace that would allow them to return to their own 
homes and put their own country in order 
Certainly the men, who, after all, could do as they liked 
with this town, are very tractable They sang hymns as 
they marched towards the public square, where the 
meetings were held, and were not even a little drunk 
We hear that they invited the French soldiers to come, 
and that a non-commissioned officer who was ‘all there 
replied ‘We should be delighted to attend, but, unless 
you get us leave from our officers, shall not be able to 
do so, as it would be against the regulations We hope, 
however, that you will make the request Needless to 
say, the Russians took the hint and didn’t. The Russian 
privates took a red cockade to their general in command 
and said. ‘We know you won't wear it, but we bring 
it asa sign of our friendship.’ He replied: * You are 
quite wrong | will wear it on the day when we can 
speak of victory Oh dear! If 1 were a Russian 
general now, what a big man I should be. I'd pn a 
red cockade to every ofhcer's tunic and tie à scarlet 
sash round my own, and say to my men. * You are in 
the right. We join you—now lead on and fight to 
win.’ They are such children, these big, gentle, hairy 
men, easily led and most impossibly driven. 

"Тһе shadow of disease is lifting a little. Practical 
advantage has been taken of this interval of inanition, 
and large quantities of necessary stores arrive daily from 
Russia Every eye is fixed on Russia, because the only 
thing that we know for certaia is, that whatever waves 
flood our northern ally will engulf us too. 


The Roumanians’ Love of their British Allies 


“Tt seems hard lines on the new Roumanian army 
that their Russian allies should be in trouble now, as it 
ıs difficult to believe that a country like Russia can get 
under way again quickly The evolution must surely 
take years It is curious to contrast the present attitude 
of mind in Russia with the one that bas gradually crept 
over the Roumanian population When they first went 
forth to fight, I doubt whether one man out of ten knew 
the real reason of his gomg In general their епи 
мазт was at that time merely for war, for the desire to 
hill had blown over their country Hut now they have 
formed their ideal of a fight for Peace, and teeing their 
country tortured has made them understand that they 
Jove the soil and want to make it well They love their 
English allies, and it has been a pleasant discovery to 
find in them only augmentation of loyalty and trust 
The army is well fed now, and well clothed ; the men 
have had time to rest, to look backwards, and to remem 
ber where they went wrong Thev have had a chance 
to learn which of their officers to follow, and those 
amongst their comrades who require to be led. One 
has only to watch them march by nowadays to mark the 
diflerence in their carriage and the concerted drumming 
of their hobnailed boots.’ And they have borrowed 
cadenced songs {rom the Russians, who sing no longer 
now that they no longer march.”

I had for 
gotten also how often the corner 
houses, where these alleys meet

A people who insisted on 
every utensil and household 
article being beautiful should, 
one would think after a visit to 
the Pompeiian galleries in the 
Naples Museum, have had

rooms large enough for those things to be seen; 
women who seem to have spent so much time on 
the adornment of the person—judging in part by 
the numbers of toilet sets, manicure sets, and во 
forth—should, one would think, have had spacious 
corridors and salons in which to make triumphant 
progresses. But they did not. The forum and the 
theatre are the only buildings of any capacity ; for 
the rest, there is not a room in Pompeii as big as 
those in a £50 London flat. 

When, in 1915, І first passed through some of 
the destroyed villages of the Marne. and in par- 
ticular that portion of the town of Sermaize-les. 
Bains which was reduced to waste by the Germans, 
1 exclaimed, " How like Pompeii!" and now, in 
Pompeii, the recollection of the Marne was strong.

silence to his former stagnation of inactive kindness 


Perhaps one of the best-known sentences in the 
whole of the correspondence is a letter written

und it is sad that it should have ended so badly 
with the letter which Johnson wrote upon her 
marriage to Piozzi, a marriage which carried the pre 
judice of the world against ıt. Ап Italian musician, 
in the minds of people in the eighteenth century, 
was the last word in the way of a mésalliance, 
and Johnson's contempt for the fiddler, as he called 
Piozzi, was merely Bntish insolence. Here cer 
tainly Johnson was wrong and Mrs. Thrale was 
right. Her second marriage brought her more real 
happiness than her first.

John Forster's Life and Times of Goldsmith, 
Me was the author of a Life of Foote, a youn 
Trish law stadent who had chambers in the Temples 
he retired to bis home in the North of Ireland ij 
later years, and hence these volumes naturally 
turned up in that country. 


(Cooke contributed to The European Magazine, 
not long after Goldsmith's death, a series 
of papers, upon which all Goldsmith's biographers 
Wave drawn. It is from Cooke we learn of that 
ramble of Goldsmith's on the Continent: “ Sleeping 
în barns and picking up а kind of mendicant living 
by the German flute"; of the imposition of one 
Pilkington and a cage for white mice, which incident 
Goldsmith. used in The Vicar of Wakefield, sub. 
stituting spectacles; and many another story of 
Goldsmith's combined simplicity and generosity, 


“Those who knew him best, Cooke tells us, after 
1 relating some stories of his generosity, best 
peak in his praise. “ He was so humane in his dis. 
position that his last guinea was the general 
boundary of his munificence,” but Goldsmith's 
friends did not understand him. “ How well this 
postboy drives," says Johnson to Boswell; “now if 
Goldie were here, be would say he could drive 
better.” The simple humour with which Goldsmith, 
who could not drive at all, would make a statement 
of this kind was lost on Johnson, who had no per. 
ception of a humour now much more familiar to ug 
through Irish and Scottish writers, the delightful 
Sir James Barrie, perhaps, most of all, 


I: his admirable biography of Goldsmith, Mr, 

Richard Ashe King emphasises very aptly the 
misinterpretation of Goldsmith's wit that was con. 
demned in his day and which has survived to our 
own, a misinterpretation which led Garrick to insist 
that Goldsmith “ talked like Poor Poll Cooke was 
among the friends who misunderstood : “ Sir," said 
Cooke when Samuel Rogers asked what Goldsmith 
really was in conversation, " he was a fool. The 
right word never catne to him. If you gave hima 
bad shilling he'd say, ' Why, it's as good a shilling 
as ever was born.’ You know he ought to have 
said coined. Coined, sir, never entered his head, 
He was a fool, sir." It is sufficient to-day to tell 
the story to indicate who was the fool. 


I am not sorry, as one interested in bringing 

America into unanimous harmony with the 
Allies in the war, to note the recall of Sir Е, E. 
Smith. It would be interesting to know who were 
the advisers of the Government who for a moment 
thonght that this truculent lawyer, whose influence 
on the Cabinet has been so fatal in at least one 
particular, should have been sent to represent this 
country in the United States. Many here who 
know America could have told them any time 
within the past two years that it was a fatal error, 
I am not at all sure that the appointment of Lord 
Reading was very much wiser, but Lord Northcliffe, 
who is obviously the most influential man in cur 
country to-day, thinks otherwise from his experience 
with Lord Reading in the States, and time alcne 
can prove which is right. 


Jome time ago I referred to the extraordinary 
vigour with which the leading illustrated news- 
paper of the enemy, the J/Iustrierte Zeitung, was 
conducted; the absence of any sign in its gorgeous 
coloured illustrations of the strain of the war which 
aflects us so much here through the paper shortage 
and other circumstances.

A copy of the IIlustrierte Zeitung of Leipzig

“It should be clear," says Mr. Spanton, 
" to those who bave followed my narrative 
with any саге, that much of the ill-treat 
ment which we prisoners suffered was the 
result of a carefully calculated policy on 
the part of the German authorities, who 
wished to do all in their power to damage 
the prestige of the British and their Allies 
in the eyes of the native population, and 


the French colonies. When an eleventh-hour endeavour 
was being made to keep Britain out of the war, Sir Edward 
Grey was told that if Britain remained neutral a guarantee 
would be given that the French Channel ports would not 
be bombarded, but no guarantee could be given with 
regard to the French colonies, 

General Smuts, at a recent meeting of the Royal 
Geographical Society, spoke at length on the future 
of Germany's African colonies, saying as follows: 
“German colonial aims are really not colonial, but are 
entirely dominated by far-reaching conceptions of world 
politics. Not colonies, but military power and strategic 
possessions for exercising world-power in future are her 
real aims. Her ultimate object in Africa was the estab. 
lishment of a great Central African empire, comprising 
not only ber colonies before the war but also all the 
English, French, Belgian, and Portuguese possessions 


WEST AFRICA 


south of the Sahara and Lake Chad and north of 
the Zambesi River in South Africa. Towards this 
objective she was steadily marching even before the 
war broke out, and she claims the return of her 
lost African colonies at the end of the war as a 
starting point from which to resume the interrupted 
march, 


“ German-trained Hordes of Africans” 


“The native armies will be useful in the next 
great war, to which the German General Staff is 
already devoting serious attention, as appears from 
the recently-published book of General von Freytag, 
Deputy-Chief of the German General Staff, Deduc 
tions of the World War. The untrained lives of 
the young of South Africa will go down before these 
German-trained hordes of Africans, who will also 
be able to deal with North Africa and Egypt witb. 
out the deflection of any white troops from Ger 
many, and they will in addition man the great army 
planted on the flank of Asia, whose forces could be 
felt throughout all the Middle East as far as Persi 
and who knows how much farther? This is the 
grandiose scheme. The civilisation of the African 
natives and the economic development of the Dark 
Continent must be subordinated to the most far 
reaching schemes of German world-power and 
world-conquest ; the world must be brought in sub- 
jection to German militarism. 3 

"The British Empire was far and away the 
greatest African Power, and no other Power had 
interests on that continent at all comparable with 
it. And looking at the future from the broadest 
point of view, looking at the magnitude of its 
Imperial African interests and the future welfare 
of the vast native populations, and its difficult task 
of civilising the Dark Continent; looking, further, 
upon Africa as the half-way house to India and 
Australasia, the British Empire asked only for 
peace and security—internal peace and security of 
its external communications. It could not allow 
the return of conditions which meant tbe militarisa- 
tion of the natives and their employment for 
schemes of world power; it could not allow naval 
and subinarine bases to be organised on both sides 


of the African coast to the endangerment of the 
sea communications of the Empire and the peace 
of the world. And it must insist on the mainten 
ance of conditions which would guarantee through 
land communications for its territories from one 
end of the cont nent to the other. 


“A New Monroe Doctrine for the South " 


“The Prime Minister has spoken on this subject 
tor the Government, and I have nothing toxacd 
except this general consideration—as long as there 
is no real change of heart in Germany, and no final 
and irrevocable break with militarism, the law of self 
Preservation must be considered paramount. No 
fresh extension of Prussian militarism to other 
continents and seas should be tolerated; and the 
conquered German colonies can only be regarded 
as guarantees, as securities for the future peace of 
the world. This opinion will be shared, I feel sure, 
by the vast bulk of the young nations who form the 
Dominions of the British Empire. They have no 
mulitary aims or ambitions. Their tasks are solely 
the tasks of peace; their greatest interest and their 
aim is peace. Voluntarily they joined in this war, 
and to their effort is largely due the destruction 
of the German Colonial Empire, and conse 
quent prevention of the German military system 
being spread to the ends of the earth. They should 
not be asked to consent to the restoration to a 
militant Germany of fresh footholds for militarism 
in the southern hemisphere, and thus endanger the 
future of their young and rising communities, who 
are developing the waste spaces of the earth. 
They want a new Monroe Doctrine for the South, 
as there had been a Monroe Doctrine for the West. 
to protect it against European militarism. Behind 
the sheltering wall of such a doctrine they pro- 
mised to build up a new, peaceful world, not only 
for themselves, but for the many millions of black 
folk entrusted to their care." Germany, on the 
other hand, did not regard her African possessio: 
as homes for white men but as areas of exploitati - 
controlled by a few officials, and as districts cot 
which raw materials might be obtained." 


we were not left without indications that 
this policy was successful, at least up to 
the time when the tide began to turn in military 
matters. News travels fast and far in Africa, 
and the enslavement of the English by the 
Germans became the subject of wondering and 
excited discussion in districts removed by hundreds 
of miles from the prison camps. It is true that the 
tables were to some extent turned as time went cn. 
but it may be doubled whether this turning of the 
tables produced as much effect upon African opinion 
as might have been expected, for the Germans, with 
their accustomed foresight, had done their best to 
prepace the natives for their own withdrawal. 


German Threats to the Natives 


“Some time before that withdrawal became 
necessary, they took care to warn the Africans ibat 
they would soon be going to fight the enemies o 
their Emperor elsewhere, that they would be absent 
for some months, and that then they would return 
to take summary vengeance on all those who had 
failed in loyalty during their absence, and to drive 
all Englishmen from their land for ever. Knowing 
the African as I do, I was even astonished at the 
effect of this clever move upon native opinion ; after 
the fight of the German army from Tabora, Ve 
were repeatedly asked whether it was true Ша, 5 
English would leave the colony at the end ol d 
war, and abandon the people to German nm 
again; I well remember how surprised I was that 
an intelligent Zanzibari, who had himself lived un үг 
British rule, but whom circumstances had D 
into the colony before the outbreak of war, =P 
been so awed by German bullying that he wit 
altogether disposed to accept the German verme 
of what was happening and what would happa 
in tbe future, We did our best to aean C

THREE LITTLE STREETS : By E. V. Lucas. 


[ was saying on this page a few weeks ago some 

thing in praise of the museum of London's 
streets; how much entertainment is there for the 
eyes of soldiers on leave. Why I dragged soldiers 
in I forget, for there is no such inveterate or more 
curious wanderer in that museum than myself, and 
1 wish I had more time to spend there. So many 
discoveries there are tomake! I have, for example, 
just discovered Meard Street. 1 was passing through 
Wardour Street, and noting bow the old curiosity 
shops are giving way to cinema companies (in the 
window of one of which a waxen Charlie Chaplin 
in regal robes is being for ever photographed by a 
waxen operator whose hand turns the wheel from 
dawn to dusk—a symbol of perpetual “ motion "), 
when suddenly 1 noticed, running eastwards, a little 
row of pure eighteenth-century façades. It was 
Meard Street, and, turning along it, I examined 
these survivals of the London of Johnson and Sterne 
with delight, so well preserved are they with their 
decorated portals intact, and in two or three cases 
the old pretty numbers still remaining. Why I men- 
tioned Sterne is for the reason that it was in Meard 
Street (according to the invaluable Wheatley and 
Cunningham's London, Past and Present, which 
sadly needs expanding) that the author of Tristram 
Shandy's fair friend, Kitty Fourmantel, lived ; and 
it does not decrease the pleasure of dallying here 
to see, in fancy, the lean figure of that most un- 
clerical of clerks in holy orders hurrying along to 
pay her his respects. Wheatley and Cunningham 
can tell us only of two old Meard Streetians, 
the other being an architect, new to me, named 
Batty Langley, and even then the numbers of 
the houses are not given. It would be no 


unamusing task for an antiquary with human 
instincts to dig and delve until he had repeopled 
every tenement. 

A second little street is disregarded by Wheatley 
and Cunningham altogether, and has only just come 
into my consciousness—Goodwin's Court, which 
runs from St. Martin his lane to Bedfordbury. It 
is not a street at all, merely an alley, one side of 
which, the soutb, is the least Londonish row of 
dwellings you ever saw, and the other side is the 
back doors of the houses on the south of New 
Street—tbat busiest and cheerfullest of old-world 
shopping centres, where Hogarth's ghost still walks. 
New Street is famous in literature by reason of the 
Pine Apple eating place where Dr. Johnson in his 
penury dined regularly for eightpence: sixpenny- 
worth of meat, one pennyworth of bread, and a 
penny for the waiter, and received better attention 
than most of the clients because the penny for the 
waiter was omitted by them. Take it all round, 
New Street (which has not been new these many 
decades) is not so different now, the small trades. 
men being the last thing to change. 

But it was of Goodwin's Court that I was going 
to write and its odd houses—for every one is like 
the last, not only architecturally but by the whim 
of the tenants too, each one having a vast bow 
window and each window being decorated with a 
muslin curtain, in front of which is a row of pots 
containing a flowerless variety of large-leaved plants, 
created obviously for the garnishing of such unusual 
spaces. Where these strange plants have their 
indigenous homes I cannot say—I am the least of 
botanists—nor do I particularly care, but what I do 
want to know is when their beauty, or lack of it, 


first attracted a dweller in Goodwin's Court, and 
why his taste so imposed itself on his neighbours. 
But for this depressing foliage I should not mind 
living in Goodwin's Court myself, for it is quiet and 
central—not more than a few yards both from the 
Westminster County Court and The Freaks. But 
it would be necessary for my peace of mind first to 
find out who Goodwin was. 

My third little street, which also is an alley, un 
trodden by the foot of horse, is not a new discovery 
but an old resort—Nevill’s Court, running east 
wards off Fetter Lane—and the Nevill, if Wheatley 
and Cunningham tell the truth, was Ralph Nevill, 
Bishop of Chichester in the thirteenth century, a 
lot of the property about here, it seems, being still 
the property of that see. The great charm of 
Nevill's Court is that it has, right in midst of 
the printing world, gardens; within sound of THE 
SPHERE'S printing presses the Nevill Courtiers can 
grow their own vegetables. Each house has its 
garden, while the centre house, a stately double- 
fronted Stuart mansion, has quite a big one. The 
court has also a fruiterer's shop, presided over by а 
genial and corpulent fruiterer (I almost wrote a 
fruity fruiterer—and what a wonderful word fruiterer 
is), and a Moravian chapel. But these things 
are as nothing. The most precious treasures of 
Nevill's Court that I observed the other day were 
its buds, On each shrub in each garden were 
authentic green buds; absolute promises that some 
day or other another spring is really coming. And 
they were the first buds I had seen, It is an excit- 
ing experience, worthy of London, that one's first

OUR MILLION ALLOTMENT GROUND. 


The Food Production Department's desire to Get another 500,000 in Going Order —How to Prepare 
a Raw Piece of Ground, and Other Hints 


The Allotments’ Brilliant Record 


Ls year the allotment-holders of the country did 

a tremendous service to the cause of food pro 
duction. It has been estimated that over a million 
tons of vegetables were produced on the allotments 
of England and Wales and consumed within easy 
reach of the land on which they were produced by 
the growers and their families, As a consequence, 
not only were the transit facilities of the country 
notably relieved of the carriage of produce which 
otherwise would, in many cases, have had to be 
drawn over considerable distances, but thousands 
of working-class families were supplied more 
generously than ever before with fresh vegetables, 
and were benefited in health accordingly. No bare 
figures can effectively represent the service to the 
national food supply and well-being thus rendered 
by the allotment-holders in 1917. It is estimated 
that the total number of allotments in England and 
Wales at present is not far short of 1,000,000. The 
Food Production Department is desirous of increas- 
ing this number by at least 50 per cent. by the end 
of March. 


How to Tackle New Ground 


The Royal Horticultural Society, which has been 
doing excellent work in connection with our food 
supply, at a recent conference had under considera 
tion the treatment best to be recommended for 
bringing grass land into cultivation for allotment 
purposes. The conclusions arrived at were as 
follows :— 

“Such land should not, as a rule, be ploughed, 
but cultivated with the spade or fork. If it carries 
very rough weeds or tussocks of grass the roughest 
of the covering should be cut off with a hook and 
stacked in any convenient place to rot, and to be 
used subsequently for manure. As farmyard 
manure is usually difficult to get, none of this or 
similar material should be burned. The area 
selected should be divided into strips of convenient 
width, and a line run across about two feet six inches 
from the ead of the strip, and the turf to the thick 
ness of one and a half to two inches should be 
pared from the part thus marked out and carried 
to near the place where the work is to end. The 
soil is then taken out to the depth of the spade 
(unless it is very bad indeed, when a little less 
depth may be removed), and the trench so made 
carefully cleaned of any crumbs of good earth. АП 
this is carted to the point where the work is to end. 

“When this is done another breadth of turf is 


marked out, this time 2 ft. in width, and peeled off, 
laid at the bottom of the trench, cut up small, and 
forked into the sub.soil. On this tbe soil from 
below the second strip of turf is thrown, inverting 
it completely as it is thrown over, and leaving a 
second clean trench, repeating the whole process 
until the ground is completely double dug. In 
exceptional cases, where local knowledge shows 
loosening it to be unwise, the second spit should 
not be forked up, and in no case should the second 
spit be brought to the surface. That is, full trench. 
ing is not advised as, unless special facilities exist 
for bringing this quickly into good condition, it often 
proves harmful to crops subsequently sown upon it 
for some years to come. Double digging or bastard 
trenching is safer. 


UNCULTIVATED GARDENS 


The Food Production Department suggests that the 
local councils might consider whether there are uncul- 
tivated kitchen gardens belonging to vacant dwelling 
houses that could be utilised for growing vegetables 
These gardens cannot be taken by the councils under 
the Cultivation of Lands Order, but the Board of 


Agriculture have power to take posession of them 
ander the Defence of the Realm Regulations, and the 
Food Production Department is prepared to consider 
sympathetically any definite proposals made by a local 
authority for securing their cultivation daring the 
emergency where it

What to Do with the Grass 


“In very light soils it is unwise to bury twitch, 
even as deep as 18 in., but in heavy soils the 
burying of it will suflocate it. 

“No attempt should be made to remove рег- 
ennial weeds from grassy land before the digging 
is commenced. They should be taken out as the 
work proceeds, and, like the rough grass already 
referred to and the twitch (also called squitch, 
quick, and couch grass), stacked in a heap tight 
to decay." 

Some further interesting points are underlined 
by the Food Production Department with reference 
to this preparatory work. “The earlier new ground 
is dug the better. Time is necessary to admit of 
the decay of turf and fibre, to permit of sufficient 
aeration and the formation of a fine seed bed, and 
to enable the soil to become properly consolidated 
before seed time. Late-dug grass land is apt to dry 
out in dry weather. The plants then suffer, and 
frequently succumb, A word of warning is neces- 
sary!" And here the department reinforces what 
we have said above: " Last. year it was a common 
practice among allotment-holders to pare and stack 
the turf before digging, presumably in the belief 
that removing the turf would also ve the wire- 
worms, This, however, is by no means always the 
case, as in winter wireworms often work deep in 
the ground, and paring the turf not only takes away 
a main source of fertility from the soil, but also 
deprives the wireworms of a part of their food 
supply, thus encouraging them to attack the crops 
grown on the land with even greater avidity. 
Stacking and burning the turf should only be done 
where it consists of a mass of couch or twitch.” 


What to Do if You Cannot Get Land 


By common consent food supplies will be very 
short throughout the world this year, and it is quite 
possible that the efforts of our allotment-holders 
may make all the diflerence between a reasonably 
Plentiful supply of fresh vegetable food and an 
extreme scarcity of the same. Tradesmen's as- 
sociations, friendly societies, trade unions, working 
men's clubs, and sporting organisations of various 
kinds can give material assistance by organising 
their members for this purpose. Individuals un- 
able to obtain land should apply to the local 
authority, and, if possible, get other persons 
similarly situated to do the same. If they fail to 
obtain land promptly they should apply to the 
Food Production Department,

There is always something that strikes the 

imagination in the poet who lays down his 
life in war for an ideal. Lord Byron in a measure 
redeemed the many sordid acts of his life when he 
gave up bis life for Greece, and the glamour which 
surrounded him for two generations afterwards was 
largely due to that fact. More than one young 
post has fallen in the present war, and all English 
men have a peculiar affection for Rupert Brooke, 
although that brilliant poet did not actually die in 
the fight. Alan Seeger, the American poet, did, 
and some very fine poetry from him has been read 
with the greater eagerness in consequence. 


№" ме have from the same publishers, Letters 
iN and Diary of Alan Seeger (Constable), an 


exceedingly interesting little volume. The book is 
full of noble thought, and, indeed, you may take up

n another place Alan Seeger refers to that same 

unpublished volume as the " great disappointment 
of my life," Not everyone who is out of the con- 
flict can feel towards the enemy as Alan Seeger 
does in the lines which offer an explanation of his 
attitude towards the war:— 

Feeling no greater dignity possible for a man than 
that of one who makes himself the instrument of Destiny 
in these tremendous moments, I naturally ranged myself 
оп the side to which I owed the greatest obligation 
Bat let it always be understood that I never took arms 
ош of any hatred against Germany or the Germans, but 
purely out of love for France. The German contribu 
tion to civilisation ıs too large and German ideals too 
generally in accord with my own to allow me to join in 
the chorus of hate against a people whom I frankly 
admire, It was only that the France, and especially the 
Paris, that I love should not cease to be the glory and 
the beauty that they are that [ engaged For that cause 
I am willing to stick to the end But I am ready to 
accept the verdict of History in this case as I do, and 
everyone does, in the old cases between Athens and 
Sparta or between Greece and Rome. Might is right 
and you cannot get away from it, however the epheme

Finally we are told in the words of a friend of the 
circumstances under which Alan Seeger died 
on June 30, 1916:—

of the cornfield. Не was the tallest man in his section 
His head erect, and pride in his eye, I saw him running 
forward with bayonet fixed. Soon he disappeared, and 
that was the last time I saw my friend 


Experience has proved that all the best books 
about children have been written by child 
less men.

On February 18 the 
German High Command denounced the armistice and reopened hostilities. The 
reason officially given was that the Petrograd Government by its conduct had, in fact, 
denounced the armistice. The Bolshevik Government, by admitting its helplessness, 
had undoubtedly played into the hands of the Germans. The true reason was, no doubt, 
that the disintegration of the Russian armies had been proceeding steadily throughout 
the negotiations at Brest-Litovsk, and had reached such a pitch that the opportunity was 
too good to be lost. 

At all events, on February 18 hostilities were reopened, and the German armies on 
the Eastern front advanced “ to the support of the oppressed inhabitants” of the western 
Russi i In the north the armies of von Eichhorn, now a field-marshal, and

The distance from Vladivostok to Petrograd is 0,781 versts, or 0,521 miles. From 
Port Arthur to Petrograd it is 5,913. The rate of travel is not rapid on this great 
single track railway, and it was only towards the end of the Russo-Japanese War that 
it began to feed Kuropatkin's army steadily with men and munitionment. The great 
Siberian territories through which the line passes are rich in produce. This influences 
the prices of food at the staticn restaurants en route. A writer who travelled over a 
new secticn of the line describes his experiences as follows: “ We stopped for dinner 
at Kainsk. I enjoyed а good lunch for 2s. This was about the derrest lunch I could 
buy, and it would cost 3s. at an ordinary London hotel. І could have had one for half 
the price. The tariff at Kainsk Station, which was posted under a shed outside the 
refreshment rooms, was about the samo as at other stations. The prices were 214. for 
butter; 110. to 214. for a bottle of exceptionally rich milk; 5d. for a large fresh 
cooked fish; 04. for a very nice, well-cooked ryabchick, more dı ous than our English 
Porridge: 94. for a well-cooked goose sufficient for fcur people, and 114. for a small 
loa’. 

“ My post-cflice frierd and his companions spent 3s. рег day for оой, and 1s. 6d. 
per day for best Russian cigarettes. 

“ From Cheliabinsk to Irkutsk is practically the mid-Siberian section of the railway, 
which runs through the lonely steppes, and there are 103 stations along this section, 
which is 2,015 miles in lergth. According to the official time-table the post train takes 
118 hours to make the journey, allowing for all stoppages. These vary from fifteen to 
twenty minutes at twenty-seven chief 
stations and several minor ones.” A 

It is interesting to note that con- 
ditions have not altered materiall; 
since the above was written. Food, 
in spite of tho shortage and high 
prices which obtain elsewhere, still 
remained cheap and plentiful along 
the Trans-Siberian Railway, and this 
hapry state of things was described 
in a lecture recently given before 
the Royal Geographical Society by 
Colonel Harold Swayne on “The 
Future of Siberia and her Neigh- 
bours.” Colonel Swayne’s description 
tallied, to a marked degree, with that 
quoted here. The presence of great 
quantities of war munitions at Vladi- 
vostok complicates the situation at 
the present moment.

THE SITUATION IN ROUMANIA 


The collapse of Russia has had its effects everywhere, but 
most particularly on Roumania, who found herself not only bereft 
of all support from her once great ally, but also called upon 
to deal with the presence of numbers of undisciplined Russian 
soldiery who were within her borders. Rcumanian soldiers 
stopped and disarmed a Russian regiment, and a check was 
also placed on the undesirable activities of a Bolshevik com- 
mittee engaged in spreading disaffection in the Roumanian 
Army. Both these acts gave offence to the Russian autho 
nities, who forthwith arrested the Roumanian Minister in 
Petrograd, M. Diamandi, and imprisoned him in the fortress 
of SS. Peter and Paul, whence he was only released after 
urgent representations by the Diplomatic Corps. The People's 
Commissioners yielded on the point, but ordered the arrest of 
King Ferdinand of Roumania, and ordered him to be brought 
{о Petrograd, and a two hours’ ultimatum was sent to the 
Roumanian Government demanding the free passage of Russian 
'roops through Jassy. Naturally nothing further was heard of 
the first demand, but shortly afterwards, on or about January 22, 
Russian and Roumanian troops came into open collision near 
Galatz. On February 6 Marshal von Mackensen, in the name 
of the German Government, sent an ultimatum to the Roumanian 
Government giving them four days in which to enter into peace 
negotiations. The armistice was afterwards prolonged to 
February 22, on which date the Roumanian delegates met the 
delegates of the Central Powers at Focsani. Up till the present 
the result of the negotiations is not known, but the conditions 
laid down by the Central Powers are expected to include the 
cession of the Dokrudja and the rectification of the frontier on 
the Hungarian side.

“I was up with К. yesterday strafing some trenches. Wo started at 
3,000 ft., and the clouds descended lower and lower, till we ended up at a 
height of 1,200 ft. over a well-known town, where it became too wet and too 
hot at the same time for our job. To-day the clouds are crawling about just 
over the ground, so there is nothing doing. 

Clouds Under 2,000 ft. in Height Stop Work 

"T was up again this morning for two-and-a-half hours with E. The 
ther was hopeless; our altitude was often under 2,000 ft. Ly the lines. To 
relieve the monotony E. flew me for about half-an-hour while I observed the 
clouds and mist. 

“Twas up 8,000 ft. this morning, but the whole sky was clouded over, and 
one could not see the ground. Flying just above the clouds it was gorgeous; 
one felt like leaning out and grasping a handful of snow and making snowballs 
—the clouds were so fluffy and white. 

Difficulties of Preserving Even Keel in the Dark 

“I went up all right, though from the time I passed the last flare I saw abso- 
lutely nothing. There was а horrible ground mist—worse than it looked from 
the ground—and with no moon everything was as black as ink. I could not tell 
whether I was flying upside down or anyway, and the machine was an old one 
and not very stable. looked round at the flares and found T was flying all on 
the skew—lelt wing down, and I put that right—but not being able to see even 
n white road immediately beneath mo I knew it was hopeless trying to leave the 
vicinity of the ‘drome, and signalled that I was coming down." 

Nearly Upside Down 

“Cumulus,” writing recently in Flight, describes his experiences in. cloud- 
land as follow.: “By the time that I arrived on the line the weather was 
very bad, and most of the formation had managed to mix themselves up with 
clouds, out of n y sight, a state of affairs almost unavoidable in such weather, « » - 
We skirted round an enormous pillar of cloud, and then saw below us, through 
а gap, the Forêt d'H—— 

“I followed him only a few yards behind and firing hard, but found the 
clouds much thicker than I thought. When I eventually fell out of them I was 
practically upside down, and found myself in heavy rain with no sign of the 
retreating Hun. . . . The rain was blinding, and my goggles were practically 
opaque with rain-drops. If I took them off I couldn't see at all.

n reference to my remarks last week on the great 
letter writers, a correspondent has the temerity 
to suggest that letters are not literature.

There is, of course, a singular appropriateness in 
the writing of war poetry by women, upon whom the 
tragedy of war falls so heavily. From the place of 
sorrow into which war has pitched them they can see 
and feel perhaps more vividly than men the pathos 
and pitifulness of the Ше incidental things that 
make up the great collective misery of it, There 
fore their poetry moves us with its personal, human 
appeal more than the poetry of the big poets at this 
time. Whifé the great guns have been thundering 
on our scattered fronts women have been epitomising 
our war aims in short poems, condensing pondercus 
Blue Books into sonnets, sounding the clarion call 
of patriotism in a single rousing verse. Yet the 
strane thing about it all is that war as we know it, 
war in the concrete, is surely no fit subject for 
poetry! There are numberless lovely verses written 
by mothers on their sons killed in battle, too personal 
and poignant for quotation ; and perhaps one of the 
best of all is Mrs. Meyneli's “ Length of Days, to the 
Early Dead in Battle" There are others in which 
poetry resumes its ancient róle of inspiration and 
consolation, as in Mrs. Katharine Tynan's " Flower 
of Youth," which must have brought real comfort to 
thousands of stricken hearts — 


Lest Heaven be for the greybeards hoary 
God, who made boys for His delight, , 

Goes in earth's hour of grief and glory 
And calls the boys in from the night

Neither the mental 
пог the physical organism will stand ceaseless harping on one string. 
Variety is a demand of its very existence, and in times of such terrible 
sirain as these the pendulum is apt to swing a little too far both ways, 
If we look back upon history, we see that it is, as usual, only repeating 
itself, “There was a sound cf revelry by night" during the fateful 
time that preceded Waterloo; and all through the siege of Paris, opera 
bouffe and the lightest of farce Nourished in the theatres of the beleaguered 
city. It is natural and wholesome for those who have "faced the naked 
hour in silent fortitude" to seek relaxation from the unbearable tension 
in the most trivial amusements, Laughter is perhaps as necessary to 
us as courage nowadays; and it is profoundly true that, as his unfailing 
cheerfulness and readiness for any frolic at all times is one of Tommy 
Atkins's most undoubted assets in war, so it should be part of our 
equipment for the long, anxious monotony of our warfare on the home front.

THE NEW NAVAL DISTRI. 
BUTION OF AUTHORITY 


The New Appointments for the 
Mediterranean 


he First Lord of the Admiralty last week 

ive the House of Commons some im 
portan! details with regard to the direction of 
the Allied navies. He referred to the Allied 
Naval Committee, which is, as it were, a 
counterpart of the Allied War Council at 
Versailles, Sir Eric Geddes pointed out that 
" the Mediterranean accounts for some 30 per 
cent of the loss of merchant shipping, and 
there the conditions have been more difficult 
to meet. It will, I think, be within the know- 
ledge of the House that the Naval Command 
in the Mediterranean rests with 
the French, and in the Adriatic 
with the Italians, British naval 
forces in both seas acting 
under the French and Italian 
admirals.” 

Some alteration as regards 
actual anti-submarine work has 
taken place, 

Sir Eric's chief points being 
as follows 
(1) The usefulness of the Allied 

Naval Council sitting in 


Paris, 
(2) The formation of a new 
Allied Naval Committee 


sitting in Rome.

A LONDON THRILL. By 


"phe scene is Gerrard Street: a rather curious 
thoroughfare notable for possessing three or 
four restaurante dear to Bohemia, the great West 
end telephone exchange, the homes of Dryden and 
Edmund Burke, a number of cinema ofhces, and

The time is three o'clock in the afternoon,

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A LITERARY LETTER : Pepys's Burie 


Lonbon, March 11, 1918. 


SPHERE artist sends me the following note, 
£X with a pretty sketch of Pepys's home at 


Brampton :— 

A few daysago I stood in front of the house in which 
Samuel Pepys was born. The garden space is now 
somewhat crouded with foliage, and it is not easy to see 
the front of the house. It had, however, the general 
air of having been a small, well-kept country house in 
former days. From the meadow to the east of the 
house I got a better view, and was surprised to find 
that the house was really twice as large as it looked 
from the road. The further block has a pleasant red- 
brick gable. The house can only possibly be said to be 
overlooked from one side, the furthest from the spectator 
in my drawing, so tbat one can but imagine that Pepys х 
agitation concerning the burying of his gold must have 
been born of nervous dread. 


г is not quite certain that Pepys was born at 

Brampton, although he certainly went to school 
at Huntingdon before he went to St. Paul's, but 
there are many noteworthy references to Brampton, 
where his father lived for some years before he took 
to visiting it, and it was while it was his father's 
home, in October, 1666, that he buned his treasure 
saved from the Great Fire in the garden, an event of 
which he gives a very lively description, as also 
of digging it up, the following year. 


Bet perhaps Pepys's best description of the house 
is that on this latter date :— 


And so away for Huntingdon mightily pleased all 
along the road to remember old stories; and come to 
Brampton at about noon, and there find my father and 
sister and brother all well , and here laid 
vp our things, and up and down to see 
the garden with my father, and the 
house, and do altogether find it very 
pretty ; especially the little parlour and 
the summerhouses in the garden, only 
the wall do want greens upon it, and the 
house is too low-roofed ; but thatis only 
hecause of my coming from a house with 
higher ceilings. But altogether is very 
pretty; and I bless God that Lam like 
to have such a pretty place to retire to 


Hee is the description of the 
search for his gold :— 


My father and I, with a dark lantern, 
it being now night, into the garden with 
my wife, and there went about our great 
work to dig up my gold. But Lord! 
what a tosse I was for some time in, that 
they could not justly tell where it was 
that I begun heartily to sweat and be 
angry, that they should not agree better 


upon the place, and at last to fear that = 


itwas gone; but by and by, poking with 
а spit, we found it, and then begun with 
a spudd to lift up the ground. But, 
good God! to see how sillily they did 
it, not half a foot under ground, and 
in the sight of the world from a hundred places, if 
anybody by accident were near hand, and within 
Sight of a neighbour's window, and their hearing 
also, being close by : only mv father says that he saw 
them all gone to church before he begun the work, 
when he laid the money, but that do not excuse it 
to me, But I was out of my wits almost, and 
the more from that, upon my lifting up the earth with 
the spudd, I did discern that I had scattered the pieces 
of gold round about the ground among the grass and 
loose earth ; and taking up the iron head-pieces wherein 
they wore pat, I perceive the earth was got among the 
gold, and wet, so that the bags were all rotten, and all 
the notes, that 1 could not tell what in the world to say 
to it, not knowing how to judge what was wanting, or 
what had been lost by Gibson in his coming down ; 
which, all put together, did make me mad ; and at last 
was forced to take up the head-pieces, dirt and all, and 
as many of the scattered pieces as I could with the dirt 
discern by the candlelight, and carry them up into my 
brother's chamber, and there locke them up till I bad 
eat a little supper, and then, all people going to bed, 
W. Hewer and I did all alone, with several pails of 
water and basins, at last wash the dirt off of the pieces, 
and parted the pieces and the dirt, and then begun to 
tell (them) ; and by a note which I had of the value of 
the whole in my pocket, to find that there was short 
above a hundred pieces, which did make me mad ; and 
considering that the neighbour's house was so near that 
we could not suppose we could speak one to another in 
the garden at the place where the gold lay—especially 
my father being deaf—but they must know what we had 
been doing on, 1 feared that they might in the night 
come and gather some pieces and prevent us the next 
morning ; so W. Hewer and I out again about midnight, 
for it was now grown so late, and there by candlelight 
did make shift to gather forty-five pieces more And 
so in, and to cleanse them ; and by this time it was past 
two in the morning and so to bed, with my mind pretty 
quiet to think that I have recovered so many. 


ps goes on to tell us that he found seventy- 

nine pieces in bis next night's search, so that 
he was only a loser by twenty or thirty. It is 
interesting to bridge the gulf between 1667 and 
1842, when the foundation of an old wall being 
removed at Brampton, an iron pot full of silver

y the terms of the treaty of Brest-Litovsk, now ratified by the Moscow 
Congress, Russia has to cede to Turkey that part of Russian Armenia 
comprising the districts of Kars, Ardahan, and Batoum. This part 

of the country is cut off from the rest of North-eastern Armenia by an 
encircling spur of the Caucasus Mountains. 

Tho fortress of Kars was for long one of the chief bulwarks of the 
Ottoman Empire. It is described as follows in Armenia; Travels and 
Studies, by Mr. H. F. B. Lynch, who visited the place in about 1805. 
“It,” he writes, referring to the town of Kars, “is а mere shadow of its 
former self. The old fortress city on the side of the insular rock is scarcely 
better than a heap of ruins. The Suburb on the plain is rapidly pushing it 
out of existence. The church displays tho masonry of the grey stone found Constantinople 
at Kars, but the bulk of the buildings have their walls painted white and ENC 
their roofing of sheet metal coloured pink or a soft green. The stone of the 
walls and of the old Armenian church has weathered almost black. But 
the majority of the ancient houses have disappeared, and the walled area 
is for the most part covered with rubble and ruin or with straggling novels 
resembling those of a village. The citadel was blown up by the Russians 
at the close of the Crimean War, and has been rebuilt in a softer and yellow 
stone. 

“It is not before the Middle Ages that we become apprised of its certain 
existence, when it is mentioned under its present name [^ Constantine, and 
under that of Karntz by Armenian writers. The kinglets of Kars were 
submerged by the wave of Seljuk invasion, but the reigning prince contrived 
to appease the wrath of the conqueror of Ani and to gain time for the 
cession of the principality to the Cæsars, which was effected in 1004 in d TELS 
exchange for a retreat in Asia Minor.

The Effect of Atmospheric Conditions on Flying. 


n his brilliant and informative book, An Airman's Outings, published by 
I Blackwood, “Contact” throws some interesting light on tho importance of 
weather conditions during flying. “Clouds to the flying ofllcer on active 
service,” he writes, "are either useful friends or unstrafablo enemies. The 
hostile clouds are very high and of the ice-crystal variety. They form a light 
background, against which aeroplanes are boldly silhouetted, to the great 
advantage of the anti-aircraft gunners. 


Water-capour Clouds 
* The friendly, or water-vapour clouds, are to be found several thousands of 
feet lower. If a pilot be above them they help him to dodge writs for trespass 
which Archibald the bailiff seeks to hand him. When numerous enough to 
make attempts at observation ineffective, they perform an even greater service 
for him—that of arranging for a day's holiday. And at times the R.F.C. pilot, 
like tbe man with в murky past, is constrained to havo clouds for a covering 
against attack. ‘Our orders are to carry through all the reconnaissance 
work allotted t> us, even though weather conditions place such duties near tho 
border-line of possible accomplishment. That is why 
we now propose to leave the acrodrome, despite & 
great lake of cloud that only allows the sky to be reen 
through rare gaps, and a sixty-mile wind that will 
fight us on the outward journey

General Staff at Tokio is probably the best-informed in the world—as it 
certainly is the least informing. The German military year-books, which display 
such minu'e and up-to-date knowledge of all the other armies, tell us ШШ 
about Japan Der суеп contain footnotes humbly recording the fact that, in 
respect of the Mikado's Army, precise statistics and other data a tically 
Unobtainable. The Tokio War Office, unlike that of Бей, бан ШУ T 
detailed tables of its peace—let alone its war—establishment. We know 
vaguely that. the active troops (or Geneki) number some twenty-two divisions 
of which. nineteen, including the Imperial Guard, are raised in Japan proper, 
two in Korea, and one in Manchuria; that a Japanese division, on a peace 
footing, is computed at 12,500 men with thirty-six fleld-guns, and at 18,700 
men with fifty-four fleld-guns on a war footing; that behind every one of 
the nineteen active divisions raised in Japan there stands n Yobi (or reserve) 
division and a Kobi (or Landwehr) division; so that in the first instance the 
Japanese field army would aggregate forty-one first-line and nineteen second- 
line divisions, or sixty in all; that there are, in addition, numerous independent 
brigades of cavalry, of fleld, heavy-fleld, heavy, and mountain artillery, which 
would increase the Japanese fleld strength to something like 1,500,000 men. 
But such а force does not take into account the vast reservoir of man-power 
connoted by the supplementary reserve (or Hoju), which is composed of the 
fittest- men between the of twenty and twenty-eight not taken for the 
Geneki, and recalls our old militia or special reserve by its three training periods 
of ninety, sixty, and sixty days respectively 

And then there is the Landsturm (or Kokumin), including all the young 
untrained men from seventeen upwards as well as the trained reservists between 
thirty-eight and forty-one. If we bear in mind the fact that Japan proper 
has a population of over 55,000,000, or, including her dependencies, of over 
70,000,000, it will be seen that a full mobilisation of her man-power should 
produces field army as large as Germany's. But it would be well to remember 
that Japan's industrial conditions might not enable her to equip and maintain 
in the field more than one-fourth or thereabouts of her able-bodied manhood 
Ах a matter of fact, of the 500,000 to 600,000 young Japanese who reach 
military age in each year, only about 120,000 are enlisted in the active army. 
As a result of this selection the Japanese soldier is, in point of individual fitness, 
the peer of our old regulars. For quality, mental аз well as physical, he could 
give points to the average recruit of any other nation. 

But there is something yet more remarkable than the Japanese soldier, and 
that is the Japan war-machine, as perfect and scientifle in its way as the 
German. It is generally assumed that Germany, during the last half-century, 
had led the world in nearly all things pertaining to tho science of war. Alone 
Japan might dispute that claim.

between Russia and Sweden in the struggle carried 
on by those two Powers for the supremacy in the 
Baltic. They were originally Swedish, but in the 
Great Northern War, betw Peter the Great and 
Charles XII. of Sweden, they were seized by the 
new-born Russian navy while the army was 
overrunning Finland. Peter, however, was not 
bent upon a war of universal conquest, and at the 
peace of 1721 he restored both Finland and the 
Aaland Isles, which remained in Swedish hands for 
another eighty-eight years. 

In 1805 Russia, instigated by Napoleon, invaded 
Finland in mid-winter, The result was a war 
marked by some curious features aud episodes 
The gulís of Finland and Bothnia were solidly 
frozen, and the Russian troops carried ont opera 
tions upon them as if on dry land. The island 
fortress of Sveaborg was captured by blockad 
troops encamped upon the frozen sea, while the 
Swedish fleet was icebound in the harbour, There 
were cavalry fights on the ice. Finally Rus 
sian column, after capturing Abo, marched across 


the ice to the Aaland Isle 
occupied.

The British forces, under Sîr John Moore 
went off to Spain, and with the coming of winter 
the Russians again crossed the ice and seized the 
islands, Early in 1809 General Barclay de Tolly 
(a Russian officer of Scottish descent — really 
Barclay of Towie in Aberdeenshire) made a daring 
march right across the frozen Gulf of Bothnia 
and threatened Stockholm. This concluded the 
war. By the Peace of Frederikshamn Sweden 
surrendered the islands to. Russia, and was unable 
to secure any stipulation that they shonld not be 
fortified. Under Nicholas I. fortifications were 
erected at Homarsund, on Aaland, the large island 
which gives its name to the group. They consisted 
of a great semicircular fort of granite, with eighty 
guns in its casemate everal subsidiary 
works, and were calculated to make the islands 
secure against any but a very powerful attack. To 
compare small things with great, the Aaland group 
was to Sweden what Antwerp, under Napoleon 
was to England.

n the accompanying diagram the salient features of the submarine situation are set 
forth, together with a series of calculations based upon the official figures. The 
lower portion of the diagram contains the usual mass of information showing the 
sinkings of the various types of vessels, but the main interest lies in the upper portion 
of the diagram, where these returns are analysed graphically 

Reading from the top left-hand side of the diagram downwards we find a dotted 
horizontal line entitled " Average percentage of ships sunk to ships attacked.” This 
average line cuts a zig-zag unbroken line titled "" Percentage of ships sunk to ships 
attacked.” It will be noted that this latter line fluctuates very widely, and read bx 
itself would lead to erroneous conclusions, But when we take an average of the 
weekly percentages over the whole preceding period we produce a fairly regular line 
—the dotted horizontal line referred to. 

Taking these two lines we conclude that from week to week there is very great 
fluctuation in the proportion of vessels sunk to those attacked, but the average line 
taken over stated periods shows that the general percentage ranges from about 
63 per cent. to 66 per cent. That is, taking the general view of the situation, this line 
tells us that from 65 per cent. to 66 per cent. of all the vessels attacked are sunk. and 
we can see from the course of the line that it is gradually tending downwards at a 
angle.

A limited 
monarch like George III, who is Mr. Farrer's first subject 
resents and resists these limitations, and sets himself from the 
moment of his accession to govern as well as reign Through 
out his long reign George III. seemed 10 have ringing always 
ın his ears his mother’s adjuration to him upon his accession 
"Show yourself a King, George!" and to this end he not 
only corrupted Parliament but also supplied its candidates 
with "' golden pills ^ to corrupt the country. Chatham, whose 
servility to the King even in those servile days was a byword 
writing of this universal corruption to Calcraft, admits that 
the times were ^ pollution in its very quintessence. If you 
leave England for a time you are sure of a better air. and 
pretty sure not to meet а more corrupted people or a more 
contempuble country." Whatever may be said generally for 
a beneficent despotism, nothing can be said for the corruptly 
purchased despotism of George II. Wherever his will pre 
sailed, it prevailed against the interests of the country. To 
take two signal instances only George III was solely respon 
sible for the rebellion of the American colonies and was in great 
part responsible, through his dogged opposition to Catholic 
emancipation, for the Trish rebellion of 1798

Monchy to Croisilles. This second attack virtually failed. Among the towns regained 
by the enemy are Bapaume, Péronne, and Нат, which were taken on March 24, 
Noyon on March 25, and Roye and Chaulnes on March 26. The front of Apnl 2 
(the shaded line on the map) extends from Arleux in the north, passes a little east of 
Arras west of Albert (which was entered on March 27). through Marceleave and 
Avencourt, just west of Montdidier, which was entered on March 27. The southern 
side of the wedge extends from Montdidier through signy to Tergnier Junction 
and La Fére. To the south of it are seen the forests of Compiègne and Coucy and 
also the River Aisne, which flows through Soissons. It was from this region that 
the French troops raced with such skill and gallantry to close the valley of the Oise 
and to cover the left flank of the retiring 5th British Army. Rushing forward, they 
opposed the enemy on the line of Flavy and Tergnier, which latter junction was 
seized on the morning of the 23rd. Owing to the capture of Ham, a fighting retire 
ment took place upon Noyon.

reconstituted, owing to the lack of suitable 
mounts. Besides, the German mounted arm is 
of poor quality, tolerably well exercised in the 
use of the lance, but not in that of the sabre or 
the rifle and layonet. Whether mounted or dis 
mounted the German cavalry has been hopelessly 
outclasse! by nur own. Had the Germans been 
stronger in cavalry the necessity for additional 
defensive systems would have been very 
apparent.

THE GERMAN ASSAULT without Air Ascendency. 


€ Mr. R Р Hearne in the following notes brings 
forward some very important aspects of the air situ 
ation, to which we wish to draw the special attention 
of our readers The notes were written before the 
great assault began. а fact which adds rather than 
otherwise to the Points which Mr. Hearne 


nderlines 
Tre relation of air power to this year's military 

operations in the West forms a most interest 
ing study, and at the present moment there are 
certain features which merit special attention, 
chief among which is the curious circumstance that 
Germany is apparently about to attack on land 
without a preliminary victory in the air. 

From this reading of the situation it might be 
inferred that the Germans were not greatly con 
cerned about aerial superiority, and that they felt 
confident of their artillery, infantry, and cavalry 
being able to do all that was essential for their 
programme. Very likely the enemy would wish 
this view to prevail. 

The actual situation is, however, very different, 
Since last autumn it may be said that a great aerial 


war has been in progress, and we may truly regard 
that activity as the preliminary to the German land 
offensive of this year. The German plans for a 
big blow in the West have been forming, it is said, 
during many months, and in all that period a 
mighty effort has been made to beat us in the air 

But so efficient have the Allies been in the air 
that instead of a successful German air offensive 
materialising between September and March, we 
have had a vigorous connter-oflensive, which bas 
done much to upset the German calculations. On 
every available day and night the air fighting has 
been intense, and the losses to Germany in pilots 
and machines has been exceedingly heavy 

For sundry reasons February would have been 
а good month to start both air and land offensives, 
and, as events proved, the weather was singularly 
favourable to the enemy. We know from experience 
that the German likes to get in a very early blow, 
and he is well aware that every week of delay in the 
West is for him a disadvantage, owing to the rapid 
growth of the American Army. 


The very intensity of the air fighting shows that 
Germany had made grand scale preparations for air 
work, and this fact disproves the theory that she 
wouldor conld dispense with aerial assistance in her 

reat offensive. If there is to be a German offensive 

this year, the Allies, by superior air strategy, have 
forced on Germany up to the present the necessity 
of commencing the land operations teithout a pre 
liminary victory in the air. The importance of 
verial superiority to the Germans, even if but for a 
few days, just now cannot be over-estimated. 

The Germans may attempt to gain the mastery 
yet by some desperate effort, but their chances do 
not improve, for we have punished them most 
everely since the autumn, and their full losses in 
pilots and machines must ran into astoundingly high 
figures, Skilled pilots cannot be replaced at a 
moment's notice, and Germany, owing to shortage 
of various materials, cannot afford to lose many 
seroplanes. It is very difficult to say what the total 
results of the fighting will be, but I think that we 
shall be surprised rather than disappointed, 
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OLD SUSSEX. By E. V. Lucas. 


‘There are, І suppose, collectors who concentrate 

upon privately-printed books, but I have no 
acquaintance with any. I wish I had, for there is 
often a peculiar interest in this shy and modest 
literature, written and set up only for a few friends, 
finding its true readers at once and always assured 
of a welcome: village histories, diaries, family 
letters, poetry, and, chiefly I think, and usually best, 
reminiscences, To have the run of a collection of 
such books or pamphlets—for they are normally 
very slight—would amuse me not a little, especially 
if many of them were of such sterling stuff as tho 
slender volume lying before me which I have just 
borrowed from a friend's shelves—and mean to 
return. 

But the term " privately-prin although 
verbally antithetical to " published," is, in fact, 
often far from being so. Privately-printed books 
can have a far larger circulation than those which 
are cast frankly and hopefully upon the wide, wide 
world. The little book, for instance, which Mr. 
Birrell has just compiled for his friends from 
Johnson's Lives of the Poets, of which С. К. S. 
was recently speaking, though limited to a bundred 
copies, has probably already reached far more than 
that number of readers; one copy, for example, 
was lent to me. On the other hand, as everybody 
knows, it is possible for volumes advertised in 
publishers’ lists to blush terrifically unseen, Minor 
poetry, for example. I remember a publisher who 
was addicted to this form of literature, subsidised 
in part or, for choice, wholly by the authors, telling 
me of a visit of a clerical bard who, being in town 
some time after the birth of his bantling, called to 
see how it had done. He evinced neither surprise 
nor resentment on hearing that only four copies had 
been sold, but he was desperately puzzled as to the 
destination of the fourth. Numbers one, two, and 
three he could account for, but who on earth could 
have bought the other? 

Meanwhile I am standing between you and the 
Reminiscences of Nathantel Paine Blaker, which 
although “ printed for private circulation only" (in 
1906), has far more stuff to it than most books pro- 
fessionally written or professionally published, and 
for clarity of style is a model. Mr. Blaker, a famous 
Brighton doctor, who is now in his eighty fourth 
year, and whom I remember well as he passed on his 
rounds in a phaeton and pair driven by himself, 
is particularly interesting on the old rural life of 
Sussex, as led, for the most part, just under the 


Downs between Poynings and Beeding, in the villages 
of Edburton and Fulking—a part that I happen to 
know rather well His memories extend to those 
remote times when, though smuggling itself might 
Perhaps be over, famous smugglers of the past 
could still be pointed out as they sat demurely in 
their pews on Sunday; to those times when part of 
the mural decoration of every cottage was a birch rod 
over the mantelpiece; and he has constantly seen 
the feat known as " turning the cop" performed or 
bungled at а harvest home. He tells us that the 
men on his father's farm at Perching were 
“ blooded" twice a year, in the spring and autumn, 
walking in parties, usually on Sunday morning, to 
the nearest doctor or veterinary surgeon, and 
losing from eigbt to ten ounces of blood fer a shil- 
ling fee. He remembers, also, a nonsgenarian 
sportsman with singularly antiquated notions of 
maintaining a sound mind in a sound body, for he 
accounted for his good health and longevity by 
saying, “I was always very careful. I never drank 
much wine; five or six glasses at dinner and the 
same after dinner. But I used to drink punch 
from six o'clock at night to six o'clock next 
morning." 

It is around Edburton that Mr. Blaker's fondest 
recollections cluster. Here is a pretty touch of 
colour: " The women had a habit of wearing long 
scarlet cloaks which, when wandering in the lanes 
or on the hillside, gave them a peculiarly pleasing 
and picturesque appearance. Those cloaks formed 
part of the stores sold after the war which ended 
with Waterloo." Our own post-bellum sales will yield 
no such bright material. Touching on the ancient 
Church services, he says that “there was great 
emulation between the different neighbouring choirs. 
The choir of Ditchling was thought to be good, and 
they used to come to Edburton on one Sunday in 
the year to join the choir there in church, and on 
another Sunday the Edburton choir paid a return 
visit to Ditcbling. Of course, on these Sundays 
there was no singing at all in the church the choir 
had left, and [for the music, a bass-viol, flute, and so 
forth, had gone too] this happened also occasionally 
at other times if the leaders did not appear in their 
places." It was such contretemps that led to har- 
moniums and school-children's voices. The rectors 
of Edburton in Mr. Blaker's day were good fellows ; 
chief among them Mr. Tufnell, who introduced the 
post into the village and had the charming idea of 
amusing the children by climbing to the top of 


Edburton hill, followed by all his younger flock, and 
then rolling a Dutch cheese down the escarpment, 
with the whole pack in pursuit of it, It was Mr. 
Tufnell who, having an order to go over the 
Victory, which had just come into Portsmouth 
Harbour, rode thither, and was received by Captain 
Hardy (" Kise-me, Hardy") in person, with these 
direct sailor-hke words: “I am sorry I am too busy 
to attend to you myself, but my wife will be de- 
lighted to do so, she's so d-—d fond of parsons, 
He was, however, shown everything, including the 
cask in which Nelson's body was preserved, and the 
damage done by the shot to the ship and sails, 

But the best character in the book is Mr. Mar- 
chant, who was known as " Uncle Tom Marchant" 
by the whole countryside, and whose distinction it was 
to cut a new set of teeth after the age of seventy, 
The description of Mr. Marchant's funeral would 
not strike a reader as anachronistic if he chanced 
upon it in an old Spectator. Having " no opinion 
of parsons,” he often said that when he died he 
hoped he should have a “view halloo” over his 
grave, "I was at bis funeral," says Mr. Blaker, 
"some years after at Edburton Church, which is 
situated some two or three hundred yards from the 
foot of the Downs. During the service a hare, 
hard pressed by the Brighton hounds, came over 
the front of the hills and squatted about half-way 
dowa the bill, and perhaps a quarter of a mile to 
the east of the church, As the coffin was being 
lowered into the grave the huntsman and hounds 
appeared over the top of the hill; he gave the 
view halloo, and the hounds ran the hare in view to 
about a quarter of a mile to the west of the church, 
where she was killed exactly as the service ended. 
So the old man had bis wis! 

Mr. Blaker, whose long and honourable associa- 
tion with the Sussex County Hospital at Brighton 
began in 1852, when be gave up bis farming ambl- 
tions for medicine, has much that is valuable to say 
about the progress of the art of healing, and much 
that is profoundly wise on the well-being of modern 
society, He is not dogmatic, but the impression 
conveyed by this survey of his life and times, 
written when he was seventy, is that he did not 
then consider that the nation was on the upward 
grade. "Can it be," he asked іп 1905, "that the 
greatness of England culminated in the Victorian 
era?" And he somewhere quotes an old uncle as 
saying: " Men are very much altered since | was а 
boy; they swear less and lie more."

son. The bulk of the letters, however, are written 
to Watts-Dunton, and they are singularly lacking in 
the qualities which made Swinburne a. good letter 
writer. T cannot account for this, but it is obvious. 
It has caused a writer іп The Times, who does not, 
apparently, know of the real Swinburne Correspon 
dence, to express himself in depreciation of Swin 
burne's gifts as a letter-writer, and, indeed, the 
whole volume is more barmful than helpful to 
Swinburne's reputation, Moreover, of the writers, 
Mr, Hake and Mr. Compton-Rickett, the former has 
been dead a year, and the latter did not know 
Swinburne atall. The depth of the ineptitude of 
these " personal recollections" may be gauged from 
the fact that we are told of Swinburne's " extreme 
deafness during the last year or so of his life,” 
whereas Swinburne was deaf from 1870 onward, and 
so deaf in 1890 when I first met bim that one had 
to shout at bim to be heard. 
Tre literary style of the book 
from such a sentence as " Swinburne always 
had a fascination for the stage," when the writer 
obviously means “the stage had always a fascina 
tion for Swinburne." Even Swinburne's poems are 
not correctly quoted, as in the substitution of 
“might " for " right " on p. 94. We read of a man 
being "appointed Emeritus Professor of English 
Literature at Glasgow," and many kindred illiteracies. 
Slipshodness, indeed, abounds in this book, which 
has, moreover, a preposterously misleading title. 
These sixty two letters and scraps of letters are not 
fairly described as The Letters of A.C. Swinburne.

“That title more particularly belongs to the two 

volumes of Correspondence which are pro 
mised by Mr. Heinemann, containing about 300 
letters to many of Swinburne's contemporaries—to 
Monckton Milnes, Edmund Gosse, Lord Morley, 
Thomas Hardy, and others.

CERTAIN PENSIONERS. By E. B. Osborne. 


Al manner of small aod innocent lives are 

wronged by this world-wide war, this cosmical 
catastrophe. Nature, it is true, looks after her 
own; many soldiers have told me how fearlessly 
and with what singular safety birds go about their 
business in No Man's Land, even when artillery 
drum-fire is raging. And larks do not pause in 
their high-poised singing even when an enemy 
aeroplane drones in their sky and the white, cotton- 
like smoke-puffs of bursting anti-aircraft shells sur- 
round it—the “Archies” make a nerve-shattering 
noise up there, which, according to an R.F.C. friend, 
resembles the yelping of great hounds hot in pur- 
suit. “A pack of wolves," he said, but I happen to 
know what the novelists know not, that wolves in 
a fellowship hunt silently. It is good to believe 
that Nature thus guards her own, and to credit the 
testimony of a great naturalist at the war, who says 
that nobody has ever yel seen a small bird killed by 
shell-fire—his theory is that such creatures are too 
tiny and compact to be broken in the resulting 
air-quake, which merely tosses them off as a falling 
leaf is tossed by a sadden gust of wind. I try to 
believe such tales, feeling them comfortable and 
according to poetic justice—and would forget, if І 
could, to the same intent, the strange, fearful voices 
of wild and balf-wild creatures; owls at Chiswick 
and pheasants in Essex when the Gothas are coming, 
and the far-off muttering of the barrage is felt rather 
than heard. Alas! that it 15 no longer possible to 
think that the climax of man's fantastical folly 
might pass without disturbing the petty economics 
of those who are guiltless of the dreadful art of 
warfare, because they have never climbed or 
descended to so sad an eminence, being :— 

Runes of a wasted purpose wnt in clay, 

Poor dwindled souls, that lost the onward way

Two omens of the horrid truth confronted 
m* a short time ago. The first was the sight 
o' a dead robin; a body of death so painted 
and pathetically shrunken, so unexpected and 


unwonted (who ever saw such a thing before ?), 
as to tug suddenly at the very heart - strings. 
It was all very well to try and persuade myself 
that it was a natural casualty or unhappy acci 
dent—not one of the mean little tyrannies of man 
that set the heavens in a rage. The hateful 
thought kept recurrmg that the tiny swashbuckler 
in bis trim uniform (how these redbreasts bully 
the civilian birds!) had died o° starvation for 
lack of the daily gift of crumbs, which is now 
a legal offence. Some weeks ago | saw a man 
feeding gulls on Waterloo Bridge; his head was 
surrounded by wings and cries; he was like a 
saint at his service, blissful, sacrificial, keen, in that 
city of God which is set to eternal soug. A police 
man went up to bim and put a stop to that ageless 
act of pity and piety. But to let Colour-Sergeant 
Robin lack a crumb of one's loaf, " his little heart 
to cheer," when the snow is on the ground—surely 
that is a kind of sacrilege. What will William 
Allingham be thinking of it? 

The other dark omen in a dumb hour was the 
news, in a letter, from a town far away in the 
south-west, that sparrows and other small birds 
were being sold there for a penny each. Fifty of 
them had made a savoury pie; of which the only 
fault was that it took a long time to prepare for the 
oven, The soul sickeus in me at the thought of 
the preparation of that accursed pie—a more 
tragical dish than any of tbe fell pasties set before 
tyrants, ripe for damnation, by Elizabethan play- 
wrights, I can see the kitchen table where this 
loathsome dainty was concocted; the pitiful heaps 
of small feathers; the puny, pathetic corpses as of a 
famous victory in Lilliput; the tiny beseeching claws. 
Even scientific common sense utters its protest 
against this greedy slaughter of quaint and harmless 
lives for miserable mouthfuls. It would bring on us 
an Egyptian plague of flies in all our quarters. The 
shooting of wood-pigeons, which is being done every 
Thursday over half England, is excusable enough. 
The migratory pigeons, which come over from 


Norway in early winter and stay here until April, 
are the cause of incredible losses to the farmers. 
They cat the eyes out of green crops just above 
ground; they deploy in long lines over a newly 
ted field of beans or peas, and, if not disturbed, 
e mighty little behind them. This year they 
are over in flocks of unusual dimensions, and the 
yon-shooting parties not only add to our super- 
»erary flesh supplies, but prevent much damage 
to staple crops, Our valued friend the ring-dove 
does not join the predatory bands of the migrante, 
and will not fall a victim to the guns that are out 
on Thursdays. So that when it is once more May- 
time, his mellow, oft-reduplicated plaint will be as 
frequent as ever in the lofty groves of his curious 
domesticity. That sweet monotony of sound is not, 
as unobservant poets believe, his true love-song— 
that is a much softer and more blended note 
uttered in a crouching attitude (his head the beight 
of his tail), with the pupils of the eyes contracted 
till they are mere specks, For the passionate hour 
he reserves his tense whoo-wlioo; his coo-coo coo 
is sheer sentimentality, I fear. 

Shoot wild pigeons by all means; you must 
shoot quick and straight to bring them down, for 
they are amazingly fast on the wing, and their 
closed feathers are excellent body armour. But let 
the small singing fowl be spared in the name of 
our ancient chivalry; and when the bitter weather 
returns, let the pious observance of crumbs scat- 
tered on the window-sill be revived. It is easy to 
spare a slice of the weekly allowance of war-bread 
for that pitiful purpose. The war must be won— 
but without losing any of the tendernesses which 
have made certain pensioners of ours—

The Food Production Depart- 
ment 1s appealing to all small growers who produce 
more than they need, all dealers and traders whose 
business it is to bring produce to market, all retailers 
who supply individual needs, and all consumers— 
only by the help of all these members of the com- 
munity will it be possible to insure that the individu- 
ally small but collectively great quantities of surplus 
produce rused im allotments and gardens shall be 
distributed uniformly among the population Schemes 
for creating marketing organisations in each county 
are already being put into operation in some counties. 
These schemes, modified where necessary to suit local 
requirements, should be carried out in all parts of the 
country. The essential part of every scheme is the 
establishment in each village of a collecting depot to 
which all surpluses, however small, may be brought 
for packing and despatching to market 

Provided that the litle cultivators in each district 
will combine so that their produce may be bulked and 
transport may be saved, the State will purchase all 
the surplus main crop potatoes grown on holdings, no 
matter how tiny. In case of difficulty the Food 
Production Department should be communicated with.

must confess that I have not found a volume of 
anonymous essays I have just read, Peace of 
Mind: Essays and Reflections (Andrew Melrose), 
to answer at all to their title, The book opens 
well, but develops upon the lines once familiar in 
the writings of A. K. H. B., that is to say, of senten- 
tious commonplaces, I object in particular to the 
reopening of the discussion of the question of 
Carlyle's married life—a subject which I had hoped 
we should never hear of again, and certainly not 
of Froude's distorted view of it. “Carlyle and his 
wife," said Emerson, when he visited the pair, " live 
on beautiful terms "—and we may leave it at that. 
If the author of this book bad met Froude he would 
know that be utterly lacked all qualities which could 
make him a judge of men and women—whether of 
the Tudor or the Victorian era, He could write 
well, but never with insight. 


Ye here we have the old Froude picture of 
Carlyle the peasant united to the fine lady, a 
statement which every Scot who knew the origin of 
both looked upon as absurd. We have every hasty 
statement of Mrs. Carlyle to her friends taken as 
exact, and every remorseful word written down by 
Carlyle after his wife's death accepted to prove that 
bere was "a long-drawn-out tragedy." It is all 
absolute nonsense, scarcely more excusable than 
Frank Harris's imaginary interview with Carlyle, 
which disgusted all decent people a long time ago. 


We. we wonder, is the writer—he apparently 
belongs in part to Fleet Street himself{— 

who suggests that Mr. Arnold Bennett in bis 

recent Essays had discussed— 

personalities belonging mostly to the third and fourth 

rank. They belong, in fact, to Fleet Street, and not to 

literature at all.

A nother book of clever verses comes from Gilbert 
T Frankau, The Judgment of Valhalla (Chatto 
and Windus). This time it is all about the war, 
Mr. Frankan recalls to me a versifier of my boy- 
hood. Who, I wonder, was it wrote the very 
popular booklets which sold in thousands in those 
days, The Coming K— and The Silliad ? Every 
year Beeton—I think it was—issued one of these 
“ annuals,” and they took the town by storm—for 
a season. Quite well could Mr. Frankau write 
that kind of thing. There is one particularly good 
example of his power in The Other Side, in which 
he satirizes the point of view of those who stay 
at home: 
My grief, but we're fed up to the back-teeth 
With war-books, war-verse, all the eye-wash stuff 
That seems to please the idiots at home 
You know the kind of thing, or used to know : 
“Heroes who laugh while Fritz is strafing them "— 
(1 don't remember that you found it fun, 
The day they shelled us out of Blauwpoort Farm !) 
* After the fight Our cheery wounded. Note 
The smile of victory: it won't come off" —

The two other outstanding features of 
the week have been the passing of the new 
Man Power 1111 and Mr. Bonar Law's 
Budget proposals. The Man Power Bill 
provides for the calling up of men up to 
the age of 51, and in exceptional cases (as 
in that of doctors) up to 55 ; there is to be 
a comb-out of eligible men in the Civil 
Service, and a general withdrawal of exist- 
ing exemptions from a number of specified 
trades. It was proposed at first to cancel 
the exemption of the clergy, but, after 
discussion, it was decided to continue it 
It was also decided to extend the scope of 
the Bill to Ireland, and to enforce National 
Service in that country after the passing 
of a measure of Home Rule for that 
country 

Mr. Bonar Law laid his Budget before 
the House on Monday, with the object of 
raising a revenue of £842,000,000 during 
the current financial year The flat rate 
of income tax is to be 6s. instead of 5s in 
the pound, super tax is increased from 
3s. 6d. to 4s. 6d, starting with incomes 
of £2,500 instead of £3,000; tobacco, 
matches, and sugar are to pay an addi- 
tional tax, as are also beer and spirits 
It is also proposed to increase the inland 
postage rate on letters from 1d. to 140, 
and on post cards from |d. to 1d., while 
the stamp duty on cheques is to be 
increased to 2d. It is also proposed to 
levy а tax of 2d. in the shilling on all 
articles of luxury

French divisions had now arrived 
to co-operate in tbe defence, and the Allied 
line, backed by the Kemmel and Locre 
heights, has held its own until the time of 
writing (April 23). On the 18th and 19th 
there were especially fierce attacks upon 
Givenchy, which was held unflinching!y, 
as it has been throughout the whole of the 
period of German progress farther north- 
ward. The greater part of six divisions 
were thrown into these attacks, all of 
which were repulsed with great slaughter. 

On the morning of April 18 the French 
troops attacked south-east of Amiens, on 
both sides of the Avre, with a front of 
about 2} miles, between the villages of 
Thennes and Mailly Raineval The attack 
was a complete success. The Senecat 
Wood was carried, and an advance of from 
half a mile to a mile and a half made along 
the whole line. Some 650 prisoners and 
several machine-guns were taken, and the 
French position near the Hangard salient 
was greatly improved. It was quite a 
brilant little operation, and proves that 
the French Army is as excellent in attack 
as ever.

necessity for these arose primarily from the frailty of the early Zeppelins, and 
in order to save the vessels from disaster the German Government set up a chain 
of wireless stations and greatly developed the weather bureau, Even at that 
time the weather department was a trarch of tho German military machine, 
and tte scientists and the military authcrities worked in that close cocor eration 
which is so typical in Germany. I was tcld that the army was being equip ped 
with a ficld metecrolcgical department, connected with the central bureau and 
with the nir weather department. The whcle was to form one great organisation 
which was designed to g.ve the German army and air fleet the best possible 
information abcut the weather. 

I feel sure that it was their early experiences in weather observation for the 
Zeppelins which led the German Goverrmert to develop the system, for at that 
time the Zeppelin “bcom” was at its he ght in Germany, and the military 
chiefs were sparing no effort to perfect tke airship asa weapon. The Zer pelin 
has failed mil tarily, but it is evident that the Germans have derived very grent 
advantage from the elaboration of the itary weather department, which owed 
its inci ption to the Zer pelin. 

It has been observed over and over again how well-timed the German air 
raids on the Allies have been frcm the weather point of view. There have been 
осса ions when the Germans with no small daring have snatched at a very brief 
period of favourable weather occurring tetween two spells of bad weather. 
Again, in naval and military cperatiors, there have been many instances of how 
the ciafty enemy makes use of the weather. The present great offensive 
France opened under well-nigh ideal conditions for the attackers, and it is 
evident that in the subsequent incidents the Germans have known how to take 
advantago of the climatic conditions. 

That the Allies are fully alive to the importance of the weather factor goes 
without saying, and it will suffice for me to deal with what the enemy docs. 

At the outset I might say that the modern army is as difficult to please 
wholly in the matter of weather as is the typical grumbling farmer, The real 
secret of the German success is that, like a нш larmer, the enemy is always 
prepared to make the best 
use of any weather which 


comes along, and by his 
careful forecasting he has a 
good idea of what is coming. 


Very fortunately the Clerk 
of the Weather is not in- 
fluenced by German i 
trigue, but though he is 
incorruptible he allows his 
operations to be intelli- 
gently anticipated by skil- 
ful weather experts.

In modern warfare against trenches, wire, and heavy artillery, with aerial 
observation going on overhead, the mist acquires a high value. The enemy can 
creep up t nobserved, cut wires by hand, post machine-guns, and tring up light 
field pieces within very close striking distance of the front defending lines, and 
nothing but the highest skill and courage of the defenders can avert a serious 
break-throuch if the attack is in fore 

As a preliminary to the morning mists the Germans appear to like a spell of 
fine weather, as this enables them to handle expeditiously the immense mass of 
transpert which is necessary for the following up of the first blow. If very 
broken weather follows after the morning mist or fog, the transport over the 
shell-pitted area becomes so slow that the whole advance slackens and the 
defenders have time to mais. 

In rainy weather over marshy regions like those of the second offensive a 
covering mist may prevail all day, but the advantage of this screen 18 praciically 
counterbalanced ty the holding up of transport over the mud sloughs. This 
dclaying effect is intensified by violent artillery barrage irom the defenders, 
who aim at wiping out roads and railways. Without adequote transport no 
mcdern army can advance deeply enough with sull cient material to make a 
decision possib e. 

From this reading we can take it that any German cffensive pushed forward 
in wet weather can only have shallow penetration, and if the enemy persists in 
assaults, despite the weather, it only betrays how desperate his situation is. 

But matters are not all in favour of the attackers on a misty morning 
followed ty а dry day. As the mist rises the defenders obtain the desired 
visibility, and then well-directed fire from rifles, machine-guns, and artillery 
will cause cnormous casualties amongst the advancing hosts. They are caught 
in the open, and they cannot avoid heavy losses. On the whole, though the 
defence must lore ground from these massed assaults, the balance of advantage 
lies with them if they inflict heavy casualtics. 

No less important is it that the clear weather brings out the defenders’ air 
feets in full force, and Ly spotting for the artillery, and by bombing and machine 
gunning the advancing masses, this new arm has a very marked effect. The 
work of the Allied airmen in this respect has been mognificent, and with moro 
machines it will become a vital factor, 

Wind direction has also to be specially studied nowadays owing to the use 
of gas discharges, nnd here again the Germans have teen very careful in laying 
their plans, But the more one examines the whole subject the stronger is the 
conviction that the Germans 
act on the general principle 
of being fully prepared well 
ahead of time, and instead 
of striking on an appointed 
day, whatever the weather 
may be, they will not hesi- 
tate to attack a week earlier 
ог a week later if their 
weather experts give а 
favourable report. As ac- 
cidents happen in the best 
weather bureau, the wisdom 
of this course is apparent. 
A tine limit, however, 
imposed by various othor 
circumstances not under 
enemy control. 

The chief menace to а 
force acting on the defence 
lies, it will be noted, from 
infantry attacks during а 
mist, and especially during 
a mist when tho conditions 
indicate that any follow- 
ing wind will favour gas 
attacks.

WAR WORDS AGAIN. 


t is obviously impossible in the space of a third 
of a page of THE SPHERE to mention more 
than a few of the more striking words which the 
war has given us; amd that is why my article of 
three or four weeks ago was so incomplete. Let 
me supplement it to-day and begin with the most 
glaring of the omissions—" camouflage.” 1 cannot 
remember any instance of a foreign word so pecu 
liarly uo-English as this not only being so rapidly 
and universally adopted but also being so rarely 
mispronounced, 1 still often overhear knots of men 
who in their talk about the war refer to the Kay-ser, 
and the utter anglicisation of French battle names 
by public house military experts is perhaps the most 
charming feature of their discussions ; but " camou 
fage” remains as French in sound in this country 
as in its own, and everyone uses it. Here, how- 
ever, it has become so elastic as to be the recognised 
term for any kind of pretence whatsoever. 1 am 
pot sure that Sir Walter Raleigh should not have 
added " camouflage ™ to his list of our Gains in the 
War, a5 enumerated in his recent lecture. 

I have been astonished recently by examples of 
the hold of “camouflage” on all types of mind 
Journeying the other day from a Sussex station to 
London, under war conditions—fifty of us standing 
all the way in the guard's van—I had some talk 
with the guard, who, on removing his cap to wipe a 
heated brow, revealed himself as bald as the dome 
of St. Paul's. It caused him no distress: some men, 
he remarked, would camouflage it with a wig, but 
not he. Earlier in the day my host, a vigilant and 
suspicious reader of the press, had dismissed an 
optimistic article on current events as" mere camou

And a little later a facetious 
gentleman near me in a restaurant asked the wine 
waiter to bring bim some claret instead of the 
camouflaged water which he called whisky, Pro 
bably the word is in the nursery by this time. 

Another French word which also gets its full 
native value in the Anglo-Saxon mouth is " barrage 
but "barrage" has no general usage The word 
“raid "is as old as the Scottish border, but will never 
again be employed, I imagine, except in association 
with attacks by air, At first we always said "air 
but now "raid" alone is sufficient. Should 
the enemy find any other way of bitting at the 
heart of us there will be another word than " raid 
to describe his efforts. And to these I would add 
that early flower of Armageddon speech, “ mora 
torium," which for a while most of us took to be 
the name of a new liner 

Perhaps the most notable slang phrase that the 
war bas produced is “to get the wind up," meaning 
to upset, or " гае," or put the fear of God into. 
But I speak only from the point of the home 
keeping observer, aware merely of such expressions 
as get into London parlance. Soldiers on active 
service no doubt could supply columns of new 
terms.

Like other Hindustani words used in our army, 
such as ‘rooty' for bread and ‘dixie’ for camp 
kettle, it was brought home by our soldiers from 
India many years ago.” 

In my strictures оп the word " Hun" I was too 
sweeping. I said that to borrow the name of 
invaders of the past with which to stigmatise in 
vaders of the present was tame. But another 
correspondent reminds that it was the Kaiser 
himself who first applied the term, In the time of 
the Boxer rebellion in China the Kaiser issued a 
bombastic proclamation to the German contingent 
in Pekin under Count Waldersee bidding them to 
behave like the Huns of Attila. This gentleman goes 
on to make the very interesting suggestion that some 
lexicographers should collect the words which each 
of our great wars has added to the language.

ST he other day Sir Herbert Warren unveiled a 

bronze tablet to mark the house in Cornhill— 
or rather another house on that site—where Thomas 
Gray, the author of the Elegy, was born on Decem 
ber 26, 1716. The tablet is the work of Mr, F. W. 
Pomeroy, the well-known sculptor. 


JF or the first time in my life I have had my log 

gage put into the train by a poet—or at least 
this is the first time it has been done consciously. 
For all I know every porter on every line in England 
has written verse, but the porter at Bath station, who 
was good enough to accost me with the statement 
that he knew my name, has actually published a 
volume of poems. What is more, they are given 
to us with an introduction by the president of 
Magdalen College, Oxford, and a former Professor 
of Poetry. The Day, and Other Poems (John 
Lane), by Henry Chappell, has an introduction by 
Sir Herbert Warren, I think, by the way, that 
these scholastic gentlemen accept other titles 
because they desire to shirk that of “ professor,” 
which Mr. Matthew Arnold disliked so heartily to 
share with corn doctors and conjurers. 


Sir Herbert Warren tells us in his introduc- 
= tion the circumstances under which he dis 
covered Mr. Chappell's poem, " The Day." This 
poem originally appeared in The Daily Express. 
There is no doubt about its having met with a 
deserved success, One or two other poems in the 
volume are also excellent. Not all of them perhaps 
rise above rhetorical verse-making, but Mr. Chappell 
has a sound sense of the meaning of words, and I 
have an idea that he may go far in prose if not in 
poetry, because he has had unique experience. 
What a novel a railway porter should be able to 
write! 


ot one of us knows the life of the railway from the 
inside, and if “ no man is a hero to bis valet," 
how unheroic most of us must seem to the railway 
porter who fixes us in our carriage and reads our 
character perhaps not by the tip but by the method 
of its delivery. Mr. Chappell, in spite of his com. 
paratively bumble calling, is quite a celebrity in 
Bath, and is certainly entirely unspoiled by bis 
success. Some years ago I recall а postman-poet. 
I remember that my friend, Richard Garnett, 
obtained him a pension on the Civil List. We 
never, I think, heard of him afterwards. Let us 
hope Mr. Chappell will do better than a Civil List 
pension. Bath has other glories to-day than its 
porter-poet. I suppose it always has had its full share 
of glory from the days of the Romans to our own. 


It was my good fortune on this visit to be con- 

ducted over the Roman baths by the architect 
for the corporation, Mr. Alfred J. Taylor, who has 
written a useful catalogue of the Roman remains in 
Bath, but whose verbal description of the work 
which has been achieved in the way of intelligent 
investigation and reconstruction was better tban 
any printed matter could possibly be. Only those 
fortunate people who know Bath are conscious of 
what a vivid piece of Roman Britain is here revealed 
to us. I have visited such baths in many places 
in Europe—in Rome, in Nimes, on the shores of the 
Adriatic, and elsewhere—but whatever other ruins 
of the kind may have the advantage in splendour, 
not one that I can recall їз actually being utilised 
for the purposes of health as here.

I am afraid Bath since the days of the sober Jane 

has developed bad habits in an unusual degree, 
for on Sunday I found a fairly crowded picture gal 
lery in which were a number of fine Gainsboroughs 
from the Royal Collection of Windsor Castle, and 
1 had the advantage of conversation with the gifted 
custodian. 1 found another interesting collection 
of pictures lining the walls of the Pulteney Hotel, 
and I may add that both at this caravansary and at 
the Empire Hotel I found the tide of life at its 
full—with little to remind me that a great war was 
waging, although every family in Bath, I am told, 
has a son in it. 


[Bet perhaps my greatest literary " find" in Bath 

was а copy of The Scribleriad, which 1 
purchased from Mr. George Gregory. The book, 
it amused me to discover, had been seen by 
Mr. Frederic Harrison, who has written about it 
in one of bis series of articles entitled, " Obiter 
Scripta," which are appearing in The Fortnightly 
Review. This is a large quarto volume, with a 
number of copperplates engraved by Boitard, 
One of them, which I reproduce here, describes a 
combat in the air between a Briton and a German.

space to the description of a submarine 
episode, so that we may say that both the aeroplane 
and the U-boat are described by Scriblerus, who 
zathered some of his ideas from Bishop Wilkins, the 
Warden of Wadham College. Wilkins, it may be 
remembered, was a brother-in-law of Cromwell and 
а fnend of Isaac Newton. In bis Mathematical 
Magick, he describes how a man may go to any 
coast of the world invisible without being discovered 
or prevented in his journey, and he declares that it 
may be a very great advantage against a navy of 
enemies, who in this way may be undermined in 
the waters and blown up. It is thus that The

LIFE 


t is difficult to imagine any occupation connected with the war being “fun,” 
I yet the general impression given by the Women's Army Auxiliary Corps 
is a smiling опе. It is not the smile of smug self-satisfaction, nor is it a 
light-hearted affair due to lack of reponse EE is the smile born of a healthy, 
happy life, with plenty of hard work, and the comfortable feeling underncath 
that one is taking a really active share in flghting the great enemy of the frce 
nations of the world. 

It is calculated that every four women who join the Corps send three men 
automatically up the line. There is food for thought in that statement. It 
may be a little diffl-ult to realise that a girl hitting a typewriter or washing 
dishes at some base camp is helping her country in the great flght, but in 
her way she is playing her part very efficiently. 

The Women's Army was of mushroom wth. It was in February, 1917, 
that the War Office pepe f sent an investigator post-haste to France to 
report on the possibilities of employing women behind the lines. The following 
month the Corps was actually in existence. — Before Easter the flrst draft was 
sent out for service in France. 

Of course a certain amount of confusion was inevitable. Such a gigantic 
machine could not be expected to run smoothly at a moment's notice. It has 
taken time and the wonderful ability of the two Chief Controllers to oil the 
wheels and straighten out the kinks and twists. But the unavoidable difficulties 
and delays of those early days gave rise to foolish rumours. Most of them 
were entirely without foundation. The recent report of the Commission of 
Inquiry has cleared up all these and other matters. 

The corps does not undertake to train its members, so it is useless for the 
qualified shorthand typist to think she would like to join as a motor dr.ver for 
a chango—a warning that is not unnecessary, as experience has already proved. 
Thero is plenty of clerical work in connection with pay books, general admini- 
stration, libraries, and so forth, for which women are needed, and the 
remuneration is upon a liberal scale. The girl who can drive a car and carry 
out simple repairs 1s also in request, while those of an energetic disposition can 
be employed in the garages and workshops as washers, cleaners, and even 
for repainting the cars. 

Girls with gardening experience are asked for to tend the soldiers’ graves ; 
telephonists, telecraphists, and sorters are required for postal worl 
waitresses, laundresses, and housemaids are especially in demand, 
unskilled workers can be employed as packers, messengers, and so forth. 

Again, there are administrators, who correspond to oflicers in the regular army, 
Candidates, who should be well educated and at least twenty-flve years of age, 
may write direct to Devonshire House, thoug for the next few weeks this 
category is closed, to allow of promotions from the ranks. 

Altogether there is scarcely a trade or occupation which is not represented 
in the W.A.A.C., and almost any woman who joins may be sure of turning her 
previous experience to good account. The time has now come when it behoves 
every able-bodied woman to consider whether she is expending all her energies 
in the best possible way, and decide upon the branch of work for which she is 
most fitted in physique and temperament. 

Not long ago a plaintive voice camo over the telephone to Devonshire 
Hou e, “I want to join the Women’s Army—I don’t know what to do." 

That was at least a step in the right direction, though it is scarcely tho best 
method of apr lesperately busy organisation. A sensible girl would 
first review the situation and decide upon the branch of work for which she is 
most fitted. Recruits who wish to join the rank and file as " privates ” should

arm themselves with three references, and apply to the nearest Employment 
Exchange or the Recruiting Office at Trafalgar Square. 

Let us follow up the fortunes of an average recrui She fills up various 
formal documents, states whether she is willing to serve abroad or not, and goes 
home until her references have been proved satisfactory. 

Then she is called to face the Selection Board, composed of a representative 
of Labour, a representative of the W.A.A.C., and a technical expert in the 
particular work she has chosen, It is a very human affair, this board, in spite 
of its formidable sound, for its main object is to find out whether she is really 
capable and in every way “desirable.” But it is just as well for a girl to make 
up her mind beforehand as to why she considers herself eligible for the Women's 
Army—it is not enough to announce airily, as one recruit did the other day, 
“Tam a very exceptional woman |" 

From this ordeal she is sent immediately to the Medical Board, and as soon 
as possible after that she is “called up” and goes to a hostel for a preliminary 
course of training to prepare her for life in the army. 

If she is sent to Connaught House, the largest hostel i» London, any rumours 
she may havo heard of plank beds and kindred hardships are quickly dispelled. 
The rooms are large and light, the white-tiled bathrooms little short of luxurious, 
the beds, with their neatly-folded brown army blankets, clean and comfortable. 

Life is made very easy for the recruit who has volunteered for France. 
During her stay she has to be vaccinated and inoculated, and due allowance is 
made for temporary ill effects. Suitable and not over-tiring drill in the open 
air, regular attendance at meals, and a few lectures on such subjects as hy} 
and discipline make up the dailyround. There is plenty of freedom, and a whole 
day’s leave is granted bofore she is sent abroad. 

Her kit, for which she receives a grant, con: of an army overcoat, a khaki 
coat-frock with three dark-brown collars, a hat, stron sioe two pairs of 
stockings, and two overalls. A neat brown sult case [s also provided at а 
minimum cost to carry her additional belongings. 

Drafts are sent off almost daily—and daily they provide a little thrill of 
excitement for ever one concerned. Whether they march proudly through the 
streets to the strains of a band, or walk quietly to the station some twilight 
evening, there is in tho heart of each girl a sense of embarking upon a 
adventure. An administrator takes charge of them on the journey, and after 
the crossing they are allowed twenty-four hours to rest and settle dow 3 

Whenever it is possible, big, sunny houses are chosen as “billets,” an: Я 
are managed by two or more administrators according to the number of girls in 
residence.

nee the term munition shop would have meant little or nothing at all to a 
grl. Now nearly every phase of this wonderful industry of munition 
making, with its acres of she’s springing up as if by magic on wide, 

grassy meadows, is familiar to the women of this country; and besides these 
brand-new towns of huts and sheds there are the older shops which have been 
adapted so as to increase the flow of weapons to the front. 

To adapt “shops” often involves as much, sometimes more, trouble than 
specially constructin* new ones. Look round this big, cavernous shed alone, 
which would hold a tennis court comfortably. Until lately it was used for 
copper refining. АШ manner of heavy appliances had to be removed. Then those 
dozen or fifteen great barrel-like furnaces (supplied with gas through pipes the 
thickness of a man’s wrist) had to be brought and installed ; and that big trench. 
dug all along the side of the sheds to accommodate them. That little mountain 
of yellow sand, those two smaller heaps of red and of black “dust,” had to be 
thought of too, That great moulding machine worked by compressed air is an 
important item. All those box-like frames of iron to hold the moistened sand 
in which are made the impressions for the rough castings of the aluminium 
grenade-centres—every detail tells of thought and expense involved in the 
Calling of this scheme of work into being. And look at the tons upon tons of 
metal, боо... And yet this is but a fraction of what is going on all 
over the country —even but a small part of the work done in this factory. 

The men lift the lid off a furnace. Inside is a crucible which bears a great 
resemblance to an art-noureau washstand jug. The jug is red hot, but the 
metal it contains is still partly in silvery chunks. In the next furnace the metal 
is a glowing rose liquid in a glowing rose jug. Were a drop of water to find its 
way into tho jug at this moment the whole of it (and much besides) would be 
flung up to the roof. 


Clank! clank! clankety-clank! — Squeak-rattle-rattle-whirr-r-r goes the 
machinery. And опе must shout even when speaking in the car of one's next do г 


neighbour. Clang! clang! clang! . . . . again and again. Are they church 
bells? No—more machinery in another shed. A great trolley load of bunches 
of silvery centres from the foundry is thundered over to where big Jack and his 


mate saw them off their s'alk-like runners. Sometimes 
he leaves on a little too much, and then each of such 
little stumps of metal is held for a few seconds against 
а wheel —how it jars the arm, in spite of muscles being 
braced for the shock !—but on no account must too 
much be trimmed off, for the form of the casting 
would thus be impaired. 

One centre is popped into the jaws of the vice, its 
plinth projecting not too far beyond for fear of bending 
its shaft, the stumpy bit of the runner being placed 


upper cost. Scrape, scrape, scrapes for some twenty 
or thirty seconds, and as quickly and strongly as 
possible. The big flle has reduced the stump until it 


15 flush with the rest of the plinth’s side, and thestrokes 
of the tool must, of course, follow its circular shape.

Fifty an hour is the output of the men at some 
famous works. The minimum хей for women here is 
forty-five per hour. How proud was the worker who 
was fastest with sixteen per hour when she first started | 
But it was not long before many were able to attain 
sixty when required, and even more. And theso cast- 
ings soon achieved the reputation of being the best in 
the country.

of Commons, suggested later

The housing question is one 
in which women take a most 
natural interest. This is spe 
cially true of the working women. 
whose labours are often most 


enormously increased by the 
bad conditions of their house 
The women who live in cottage 
are often far worse off in respect 
of convenient he than those 
who live in towns. The water 
upply, for instance, for many 
cottages is often at a consider 
able distance from the house, 
ind even then the water is bad 
in quality. Cottage bedroom 
accommodation is rarely ade- 
quate for the bringing up of a 
large family in decency and 
health, and the rooms of the 
Average cottage are too often 
dark and ill-ventilated. Cottage 
building, moreover, has not kept pace with the needs 
of the villages, and many a family bas reluctantly 
migrated to the town for want of a cottage in which 
to settle, 

Now the villages have their chance. It rests 
with the parish councils to state the number of 
cottages required for their villages, and a strong 
public opinion should insist that these new cottages 
hould be free from the defects of the old ones. It 
was these reasons which led to the formation of the

A Gasty Vegetarian Soup

Let it cool, but not 
get quite cold, Then warm the butter just enough to soften it, and beat 
it together with the custard.

The Hedjaz Railway һай ай 
the time been subjected to bomb- 
ing raids by our aviators, while 
the forces of the King of El 
Hedjaz were steadily pushing 
along it from the southward 
On March 22-23 our right, which 
had already bridged the Jordan, 
began to advance eastward. On 
the 25th Es-Salt was occupied 
after some brilliant fighting, and 
on the 28th the railway was 
reached at Amman and several 
miles of track were destroyed 
The troops then withdrew 

This shrewd blow obliged the 
enemy's High Command to make 
strong counter-attacks. On April 
9, 10, and 11 there was hot fight- 
ing about Ghoraniyeh and on the 
Shechem road, as the result of 
which the Turks were everywhere 
repulsed and our lines advanced. 
At the end of April operations 
east of the Jordan were resumed. 
Es-Salt was again occupied and 
the Hedjaz Railway heavily 
bombed. A detached cavalry 
brigade was obliged to fall back 
with the loss of some guns, but 
at Es-Salt fierce Turkish attacks 
were repulsed. Our force then 
withdrew with 1,000 prisoners 
and much booty 


Operations in Mesopotamia 


General Marshall opened his 
operations on March 26 by a 
most brilliant and successful 
stroke at the Turkish force at 
Khan Baghdadiyeb, on tbe 
Euphrates ` Three thousand pri 
soners, including the general, were 
taken, with ten guns and much 
war material The pursuit was 
vigorously pressed, and by 
March 25 had passed Anah, 
eighty three miles above Hit. 
More than 2.000 prisoners had 
been added to those captured at 
Khan Baghdadiyeh, and at the 
end of March our outposts were 
seventy-three miles beyond Anah 

Having thus brilliantly cleared 
his left front General Marshall 
resumed the — long-interrupted 
advance up the Tigris. The 
operations in the mountainous 
country east of the Tigris neces- 
sitated long and careful prepara- 
tions, and the advance was not 
commenced until the last week 
in April. On the 27th Кип 
was captured. Next day the 
Aksu was forced, and by the 30th 
our forces were on the Tauk 
River, thus threatening the im- 
portant Turkish centre of Kirkuk, 
which lies some 110 miles south 
east of Mosul. Eighteen guns 
and 2,000 prisoners were taken 
during this brilliantly rapid dash, 
which paralleled the more spec-

But 
except where the Allies have been 
able to resume their positions 
of a year ago, there are none 
of the deep, broad trenches, 
strengthened with osiers or sand 
bags, floored with duckboards, 
supported with frequent dug-outs, 
fronted with fields of wire, and 
approached by skilfully aligned 
communication trenches, con 
stituting the old fortified fronts 
The guns are in full force— 
a horrid compromise which can- 
not last very long. Either the 
great battles will proceed to а 
relatively rapid conclusion or we 
shall fall again into a complete 
defensive system. Whatever 
armchair strategists, inspired 
by memories of days for ever 
gone, may wish, this is the rule 
of modern warfare. When the 
big guns speak with all their 
power, you must either get а 
quick decision or до fo carth.” 
In a dispatch dated a day or 
two later Mr. Perris has some. 
thing more to say of the French 
troops, who took such a gallant 
part in stemming the first great

I endeavours to show how certain ships of 
the British Navy attecked two of the 
enemy's sally-ports on St. George's Day, 
1918. Tho series begins with tte message 
of Vice-Admiral Roger Keyes, “st. George 
for England,” as the vessels statted cut for 
their destinations. For the start was made 
on the eve of St. George в Day, on the night 
of April 22, the operations running into the 
early hours of the 2?rd, St. George's Day 
itself. The reader must picture for himself 
the gathering of this multitudinous flotilla 
with all the muling accoutrements of secrecy. 
Out of the silence and the darkness of these 
late hours on the 22nd we take up the story 
as tho hands of the clocks upon the ships 
were approaching midnight. Tho two flotillas 
пате company some fifteen miles off Zee- 
brugge, Sirius and Brilliant making for 
Ostend, Vindictive, | l'affodil, and Iris 
with Iphigenia, Thetis, and Intrepid 
making for Zeebrugge. The object of both 
flotillas was the same—to block one of the 
enemy’s sally-ports with their own cement- 
laden hulls. The flotillas were in many ways 
of an exceptional character; for instance, 
among the vessels accompanying them were 
a number of motor launches armed with 
smoke-producing devices of such power that 
a sea-fog of very large dimensions could be 
produced at will. Thes fog-producers dis- 
posed themselves in such positions that they 
‘acted as a clonk to the approaching vessels. 
A shift of the wind prevented Sirius and 
Brilliant from carrying out their plan, and 
they had to be sunk near the entrance to 
Ostend harbour. А shift of wind was 
felt also at Zecbrugge, but so effective 
had been the smoke screen that Vincic- 
tice was able to arrive almost at the 
Mole before she was discovered by the Ger- 
man watch on the Mole. Then star-shells, 
gunfire, searchlights leapt suddenly into life 
and furious activity. But by this time Vin- 
dictive’s hull was protected by the Mole, for 
she did not enter the harbour, as was at 
first surmiscd, but for over an hour she 
remained close up agairst the outcr ma- 
sonry. It was this piece of str teg; which 
checkmated the German shells and enabled 
the vessel to live through the tornado of 
fire. In a few minutes the men had leapt 
upon the Mole by way of the heaving gang- 
ways and had begun the task of clearing the

FOUR INTERESTING DICKENS PLAYBILLS FROM THE COLLECTION OF MR. GEORGE GREGORY OF BATH 


A LITERARY LETTER : Charles Dickens and the Stage. 


Lonnon, May б, 1918 

\V hen in Bath the other day I was shown some 

interesting. playbills connected with Charles 
Dickens's novels. They brought to my mind the 
instantaneous popularity of that novelist when he 
"arrived" with Pickwick in 1836-7, The novel 
commenced to appear in parts in 1836, and before 
it was completed The Peregrinations of Pickwick, 
by W. Leman Rede, was produced at the Adelphi 
Theatre in October, 1836, while Sam Weller, or 
the Pickwickians, by W. T. Moncrieff, first ap- 
peared at the New Strand Theatre on July 10, 
1837. It was this play, as we see from our 
playbill, which was produced at Bath in December 
of that year, Oliver Twist was first produced at 
the St. James's Theatre in March, 1838, but in 
November of that year another version was pro- 
duced at the Surrey Theatre, and it was this that 
was given at Bath in May, 1840. 


icholas Nickleby, by Edward Stirling, was the 

carliest dramatic version ; it was first performed 
at the Adelphi Theatre in November, 1838. It was 
revised and pnt on at the Surrey in February, 1839. 
My playbill is of a yet later play on the same 
subject, which was first performed at the Theatre 
Royal, Hull, on December 20, 1838, The first 
version of The Old Curiosity Shop was by 
Edward Stirling, and it was produced at the 
Adelphi Theatre in November, 1840. This was, 
of course, before it was given at Bath. All four 
playbills, however, emphasise the part that Bath 
played in the dramatic life of the country in those 
years. My friend, Mr. B. W. Matz, reminds me 
that a great deal of miscellaneous information 
about the dramatic side of Dickens is to be found 
in Mr. S. J. Adair FitzGerald's Dickens and the 
Drama, published in 1910, 


Not since I read that wonderful book, The Spoon 

River Anthology, have I read anything of 
the same character as good as Dunch, by Susan 
Miles (Oxford: Blackwell), The book is a piece of 
fine poetical realism—poignant, dramatic, arresting

Moore's" Byron " makes 
a good fifth, The real Lives of Shakspere and Milton 
remain to be written, despite the elaborate and laborious 
researches of Sir S. Lee and the late Professor Masson 
Whatever his faults and shortcomings, Froude has the 
distinction of having produced an immortal biography 

'arlyle lives and breathes in his pages, and that would 
scarcely be the case were the biographer entirely devoid 
of insight, By tho way, may а Scot remark without 
being suspected of egotism, that the best biographies in 
the language are either by or about Scotsmen ? 


he author of The Blue Germ (Hodder and 
Stoughton) is “Martin Swayne," which 
pseudonym disguises the identity of a young doctor of 
Harley Street, the son of an eminent man of letters. 
He has served in the war in the R.A.M.C. in both 
Mesopotamia and Gallipoli, and has been invalided 
home. I have read a very vivacious novel from 
his pen, Lord Richard in the Pantry, and some 
good stories in The Strand Magazine. In The 
Blue Gcrm we have one of those “medicated 
tales," as Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes calls them, 
which only a doctor could write, inspired not a little 
by the early novels of Mr. Н. С. Wells, The 
"germ," which is disseminated through the rivers 
ls of England, gives immortality, but with 
lity kills desire and does not add to the 
happiness of the living. Of course, it is all a 
dream, but there is plenty of ingenuity and not 
a little clever satire, although one misses the 
humour of the writer's earlier book. A policeman 
who has ceased to aspire to arrest people is the 
one humorous character in the book. 
rq he story of our Prime Ministers is surely a part 
of our literary history. A life of Mr. Lloyd 
George has long been promised by Mr. Harold 
Spender. I should like to read the history of the 
why and wherefore of its delay. 
Several of the works of Anton Chekhov have been 
published in England, but all of these are of 
that grimly serious order with which we are familiar in 
the Russian novelist. Of a quite different character 
is a book that has just reached me from the Stratford 
Publishing Company, Boston, U.S.A.—N ne Humo- 
rous Tales. There is a touch of grimness in 
each of these tales, but there is humour as well; 
one recalls Maupassant and one or two that 
recent master of the American short story, 
O. Henry. Each story has an idea in it, which is 
what one likes in a short story. One of the best 
is concerned with a distinguished engineer who 
complained that fame never came to him, that when 
he was in the society of a dancer—a woman of no 
intelligence and little beauty—all the public interest 
was concentrated upon her. His great achieve- 
ment in the building of bridges or of churches 
counted for nothing. The story is a clever satire 
upon the aspiration of the ambitious man for recog 
nition from the public. Chekhov's Nine Humorous 
Tales deserves to find a publisher in this country. 
[n reference to some remarks for which I was 
responsible that ар in a recent 
number of THE SPHERE as to the danger of 


misjudging Englishmen with German names, I 
rashly assumed that Sir Isidore Spielmann was 
of the number. Sir Isidore informs me that all 
his ancestors are Polish-born, and that he bas no 
German blood in his veins. I gladly make the 
correction, although, in any case, my esteem for Sir 
Isidore and for his gifted brother, Mr. M. H. Spiel. 
mann, could not in any way have been diminished one 
way or the other, and my main point remains that a 
great deal of injustice has been done through a 
failure on the part of some of us to recognise that 
a name is no criterion of national sympathies, and 
that many people with German names are very 
good Englishmen, whether born in Germany, 
Poland, or Russia, which last country has given a 
great number of patriotic English citizens to our 
country, Sir Isidore Spielmann explains his own 
name in the following sentence from his pampblet, 
where he thus apostrophises Germany :— 

You have failed in your colonies, all of which you 
have now lost; you have failed in Alsace - Lorraine, 
where you have persecuted the people since 1870 ; and 
you have failed in Poland, where you have persecuted 
the people since 1793, including my own Poland-born 
ancestors, even forbidding them to use their Polish 


language and forcing upon them German names. 
I have received the annual report of the Society 
of Authors, in which I find that I have the 
honour of a paragraph all to myself, which runs as 
follow: 
The action taken by the Committee and by those who 
signed the resolutions was misrepresented in certain 
numbers of THE SPHERE. The action of the Society 
has been misrepresented in that paper on former occa- 
sions. The Committee were not surprised, therefore, 
after the misrepresentation had been pointed out in The 
Author, that the editor did not take steps to correct his 
errors, but preferred by a fresh statement to continue 
his misrepresentation of the Society to his public. 
Te this the reply is easy ; it is the Committee of 
the Authors’ Society that is guilty of misrepre- 
sentation. I have always been a good friend to the 
Authors' Society where it deserves it, and have 
persuaded many friends to subscribe to one or other 
of its funds. Its Council and Committee include 
many personal friends of my own, but this does not 
prevent me from saying that it is capable as an 
organisation through its Committee of Management 
and its secretary of doing some very foolish things. 
One of these foolish things was to drive Mr. Kipling 
out of the Society over the question of " charity 
books, as they were called. Any expert of publish- 
ing would know that these so-called " charity " books 
were bound to work themselves out in time if the 
war lasted long enough. While they existed they 
exercised the good purpose of raising money for 
this or that cause in connection with the war, and 
they gave the satisfaction of publicity to many ап 
author who thereby enlarged his fame. To dictate 
to authors whether they should or should not con- 
tribute to these books could only be described as а 
silly proceeding. I have so described it, and there 


is no misrepresentation in that.

AN ECHO OF AN OLD 
CONTROVERSY 


‘The outstanding event of last week was the 
' affaire '" of the Maurice letter. Briefly 
one may recapitulate this incident as follows 
On May 7 Major-General Sir Frederick Maurice 
C.B., published a letter in the newspapers in 
which he controverted certain statements made 
hv Mr. Lloyd George on April 9, 1e., about a 
month previously. General Maurice stated his 
case with a brevity that at once aroused attention, 
his chief points virtyally amcznting to this — 

(1) That the strertith of the British Army on 
the Western front on the eve of the battle 
was less than the Government suggested 

(2) That the number of white divisions in 
Palestine and Mesopotamia had been 
understated 

(3) That the southward extersion of the British 
line in France had been decided upon at 
the Versailles Council 

The man in the sjreet began to ask himself 

who was this General Maurice, for bis name was 
not what might be desfribed as a household word 
It was realised by some that he was until recently 
Director-General of Military Operations, but that 
whether he was still in the army or not the man 
in the street would have been unable to say 

The letter appeared^i, the morning papers. In 

the afternoon one heart that the Government had 
decided to appoint two judges to sit upon the 
question of whether the veracity of the Prime 
Minister's statements had been justly impugned 
Then on May 8 one learnt that Mr Asquith was 
to move that a committee of the House of Com: 
mons be appointed in place of the said couple of 
judges. The public waited with keen interest to 
see what would be the outcome of these swift 
movements Parliament assembled. Mr Bonar 
Law said that it was impossible for him to 
find five honest souls left in Israel, or rather 
in Parliament, who could be relied upon to be im- 
partial, a statement which was swept away in a 
thunder of cheers when Mr. Asquith pat forward 
his case for a committee, for partiality when in 
office on a committee of inquiry is not one of our 
national faults 

Mr. Lloyd George then arose and proceeded 

to produce an amount of evidence which 
astonished the ordinary person. П арреагей that 
General Maurice was in no way a detached critic of 
events, but in one case was the source to which the 
Government applied when giving the controverted 
tements to Parliament. It appeared that

lt was not so much a question of the length of 
the line held by one force and the length of the 
line beld by another.

Mr Lloyd George's statement appeared to 
convince most people of the substantial correct- 
ness of the Government's statements. A few 
voices were raised upon the point of the pro- 
portion of combatants to non-combatants and the 
cutting down of the number of battalions from 
four to three. One seemed to get here an echo 
of the Western front controversy. This question 
of the proportion of combatants to non-com- 
batants is, of course, of the highest importance. 
Out of any given 10,000 men found by the civil 
government for the army, people have asked 
themselves how many of these men are bayonet 
men and how many are baggage men or sutlers ? 

Out of the whole discussion of the week came 
the thought that the BritishArmy on the Western 
front is where it is for one purpose, and the British 
forces on other fronts are disposed where they are 
for one purpose, just as the nation in the work- 
shop is so employed for one purpose, that is, to 
produce one result, to which all else leads up, 
namely, victory.

HARBOUR ENTRANCE 


he failure to block the harbour of Ostend as com- 
pletely as that of Zeebrugge meant that, for 
the moment, neither port was effectively sealed 
—until the night of May 9, when, in the words of the 
Admiralty announcement, "the obsolete cruiser, 
H.M “indictive, was sunk between the piers and 
nce of Ostend Harbour." The 
cire was chiefly manned by the officers and 
crew of the Brilliant, who had taken part in the 
first attack on Ostend. he weather was fine when 
the start was made, but ns the vessels approached 
Ostend a fog w encountered, and the Vindictive 
had difficulty in finding the harbour-mouth, which 
was eventually discovered at 2.20 a.m., the pro- 
ime being 2 a.m 

"Commander A. E. Godsal was in command of 
the old cruiser, and, with Lieutenant Sir John Alleyne 
and Licutenant Crutchley, stationed himself at the 
upper steering position. When the vessel was 
aprroaching the harbour mouth the fire from the 
shore was so heavy that the three officers took shelter 
in the conning tower. 

“Afte nging the ship into the channel and 
ramming her stem against the eastern pier, Com- 
mander Godsal leit the protection of the conning 
tower and went outside in order better to see the 
position of the vessel. A shell burst outside the 
conning tower, and, it is believed, killed the gallant 
officer. 

“The command then devolved upon Lieutenant 
Crutchley, who after ascertaining that Vindictive 
would not turn any further, cleared the engin 
and stokehole and blew the charges.

“God give us a good conceit of ourselves!" said 

—I know not who; but I thought of the 
aspiration as I passed a bicycle with a basket on 
it in a remote rural district of England the other 
day and noticed that the name of the establishment 
in the market town to which it appertained was 
“The World's Stores" That is (obviously) the 
way! Not only refrain from suggesting that one's 
fish is tainted, but insist on the superlative excel 
lence of it beyond all Friday fare. This shop has 
perhaps two hundred regular customers, it it 
suns itself in the name of The World's Stores—the 
world, althouzh. accurately speaking, comprising, I 
take it, the solar system, here having probably a 
terrestrial meaning only. To call it " The Eart 
Stores," however, would be dull. 

But the term "world" has always had ап 
attraction for tradesmen, There is an embracive- 
ness about ít. I remember being taken by the 
phrase used by a firm of cheap tobacconists (those 
dodos !) with branches all over London: Pioneers 
of the Smoking World ; as though those who burn 
the weed are a people apart. And in any case, how 
could they be pioneers? The pioneers of the 
smoking world were Raleigh and his associates, 
Salvation Yeo, and so forth, men of Devon. 

Be that as it may, and one must not be too 
exacting about accuracy, the fact remains that for 
self-appreciation commerce is hard to beat; but 
where it can be beaten every time is by the 
entertainer, and for the fullest flower of recom- 
mendation from within—or, to transfer the metaphor 
from flora to fauna, for the completest porcine sire 
to be adventured—one must go, not to the sta 
but to the magic ring. Mr. Crummles could do it, 
but Andrew Ducrow could do it better, Compared 
with only a mediocre circus poster, the most exube- 
rant theatrical poster seems to be suffering from a 
frigid restraint.

For the pen of this 
great man, adjectives existed only to fortify and 
emphasise other words; none were allowed isola- 
tion, They hunted neither singly nor in couples, 
but in battalions, and he dealt solely in superlatives, 
Geese he would have none of ; swans were his only 
fowl, and painted lilies his only blossoms. i 

But even he, with all his ius, succumbed to 
the cliché and did not realise how it impaired, his 
appeal. For example, a lion being on its general 
form a sufficiently perilous companion for a public 
performer, one would probably have done one's 
work as a herald of excitement if one wrote of it ns 
a lion, “Signor Orsini, all unarmed, and trusting 
only to the superhuman power of his terrible eye, 
will enter a cage of lions," and so forth—that 
without further trimmings should have brought in 
the populace. But with lions as lions Ducrow had 
по acquaintance: his knowledge of lions began 
and ended with “forest-bred lions"; and alb the 
later circus proprietors have followed his lead, 
so that there is not “on the road” in this country 
any lion, however indigenous, who does not add 
splendour to the poster and the programme by his 
forest breeding. 

But, after studying the myriad portraits of 
Ducrow pasted in the pages of these albums, one 
can understand all. To be eternally drawn and 
engraved and coloured in insolent and defiant 
profile as Tamburlaine and Mazeppa, as Dick 
Turpin and Peter the Great, must in time go to 
the head and set up inflammation there, A vicious 
circle is produced.

opinion of Lord French upon the value of con 
temporary writingnwith regard to the war His 
profound conviction 1s that no history of a war, 
or any part of a war, can be worth anything 
until some time after peace has been made and 
the full facts are understood, Of course, this 
is an obvious truth The historian. gathers 
together the evidence of documents which in 
the lapse of time become available ; but much 
that ıs written at the moment also has a 
value, as Lord French himself allows, though 
all contemporary writing has to be continually 
checked as new facets of the truth appear 

Lord French maintains that itis the unex 
pected which generally happens in war, and it 
* the unexpected for which we must be for 
ever prepared. Ile contends that this has of 
late years been deeply insulled in the minds of 
the Djriush officer To quote his words, “A 
cardinal axiom in the officer я military creed is

Here is a noble quart». resplendent with an 
abundance of illustrations, many of them in colour, 
printed on good paper, and in every way worth the 
3 guineas that is charged for it. The book ha: 
xceptional interest because of a certain cat 
célébre which excited attention some time back 
when an American millionaire disputed with an 
English dealer as to whether a picture, for which he 
had paid £10,000, was really a Romney. Many of 
our art critics declared it to be a Romney, and 
staked their reputation as connoisseurs upon the 
fact. Their case came all to pieces through the 
discovery by the indefatigable Dr, Williamson of 
certain sketches by Ozias Humphry which showed 
that the picture must have been by him. 


The whole story is lucidly told in Dr. Williamson's 
book, which has, moreover, many other 
elements of great interest. It is true that Ozias 
Humphry was more distinguished as a miniaturist 
than asa painter їп oils. He was clearly not a great 
artist by any means—quite the contrary; and 
although he became a Royal Academician, he seems 
at no time to have been even a commercial success, 
as popular artists of inferior quality usually are. It 
was worth while, however, to rescue him from 
oblivion apart from his accidental fame of the 
moment. There was a good story to tell in his life- 
history as there is in the biography of most human 
beings, and Dr. Williamson has told it in a sprightly 
manner. There are, perhaps, too many documents, 
but some of these documents are exceedingly 
valuable. In any case it is the only Life.

I: is a quaint coincidence by which I found myself 

reading a week or two ago Tie Scribleriad, by 
Owen Cambridge, and now in this volume I find 
myself in possession of a great many facts about that 
worthy which I did not know before through the 
circumstance that he was a friend of Humphry. 
It was of Cambridge that Boswell wrote in his Life 
of Johnson that һе possessed "a numerous and 
excellent library, which he accurately knows and 
reads." And it was in the library of Mr. Cambridge 
that Johnson defended his taste for studying the 
acks of books. Chesterfield spoke highly of the 
“ingenious and clever wit" of Cambridge, but 
tbe example given by Dr. Williamson is scarcely 
sufficient to establish a reputation :- — 

A note from Mr. Moore, who was the editor of 
The World, 1753-6, requesting an essay (гот the pen 
of Mr. Cambridge for his periodical, was put into the 
hands of the poet on a Sunday morning as he was going 
to church. Mrs. Cambridge, observing her husband to 
be rather inattentive during the sermon, whispered to 
him, " What are you thinking of?” He replied, * Of 
the next World, my dear,” and Mrs. Cambridge was 
thoroughly satisfied with his reply. 


“There are three letters by Johnson to Ozias 

Humphry in Boswell's Johnson, but Dr. 
Williamson in reprinting these does sot quote the 
note by Boswell egregiously flattering Humphry 
over his quite fictitious ancestry, a note that must 
have been supplied by the artist, who seems from 
this Life to have been a rather worthless person. 
The story of bis one love affair as related by 
Dr Williamson proclaims Humphry as one of the 
meanest of men. But I can forgive him much for 
his description of Johnson contained in a letter from 
Humphry to bis brother :— 

The day after I wrote my last letter to you | was 
introduced to Mr. Johnson by a friend. We passed 
through three very dirty rooms to a little one that 
looked like an old counting-house, where this great man 
was sitting at his breakfast. The furniture of this room 
was a very large deal wnting-desk, an old walnut-tree 
table, and five ragged chairs of four different sets. 1 
was very much struck with Mr Johnson's appearance, 
and could hardly help thinking him a madman for some 
time as he sat waving over his breakfast like a lunatic, 


He is a very large man, and dressed in a dirty brown 
coat and waistcoat, with breeches that were brown also 
(though they had been crimson), and an old black wi 
His shirt collar and sleeves were unbuttoned, his stock- 
ings were down about his feet, which had on them, by 
way of slippers, an old pair of shoes. He had not been 
up long when we called on him, which was near one 
o clock He seldom goes to bed till near two in the 
morning, and Mr Reynolds tells me he generally drinks 
tea about an hour after he bas supped. We had been

has already passed into a third edition, His poema 
together make three volumes, and Last Songs 
(Herbert Jenkins) has just been issued, with an 
introduction by Lord Dunsany, himself a poet of 
considerable talent, Lord Dunsany raises the in.

The forces of the 
Mediterranean, from*Egypt to Italy, bave again and again met the forces of 
Asia in that narrow strip of land; the only parallel to it is the Hellespont. where 
from Troy to Suvla Bay has raged the northern struggle of Europe and Asia 

There are a dozen different interests, most of which rightly claim a share in 
any settlement, and which will certainly cause trouble if ignored. First there 
ıs the bulk of the present agricultural population, who are largely helots of the 
Bedawy. In the south the cultivator has to herd in villages large enough to 
resist raids , and then to walk as much as a dozen miles a day to cultivate land, 
under the permission of lazy ruffians on horseback, who will only allow the 
land to be used on receiving half the crop, and who think nothing of sticking 
any man who disagrees with them. These cultivators are the old stock of the 
land, probably mainly of the neolithic pre-Semites, swamped by the Semitic 
Amorite and Semitic Jew. They represent the ninety per cent. of the Jews of 
Palestine who were left behind when ten per cent. went into captivity — Ther 
rights in the soil go back before history, and Palestine has never been 
depopulated and filled up by new people like Northern Italy Fresh blood has 
often соте in, but always as a small minority of race These people are 
zealous to work, and if given security would spread over the fertile plains 
where they are only allowed now on sufferance. 

Secondly, there is the Jew of the Dispersion, who claims the land where 
he ruled for six or eight centuries. Of all educated races, he rightly holds that 
he has the ethical claim to possession. He is the legal heir of the exiles of 
Nebuchadnezzar and Titus, of those ruling classes and townsmen who embodied 
the life of the nation. So far as he is a worthy successor, bis occupation of 
Palestine is welcome, but there is no prescriptive right of degraded Ghettos of 
Eastern Europe to pour in, to the detriment of the descendants of the old 
Hebrews, who remained on the land, and who are now Mahomedan. There 
must also be remembered a pathetic third element, the little handful of the old 
tribes who have sull kept up their faith and their reverence of the law in the 
original sanctuary of

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THE WHITSUNDAY RAID BY THE GERMANS. 


One of the Gothas Brought Down on Sunday Night 
and Monday Morning 


iter a lull cf over two months Whitsunday was 
A marked by a fresh German air raid on the capital, 
From all accounts it appears to have been of a 
determined character, and this consideration adds to the 
satisfaction which must Le felt at the price paid by the 
enemy for such damage as he was able to effect. 

Two groups of Gothas took part in the raid, according to 
the oflicial report. One group came up the Thamcs, skirt- 
ing the north Kent coast ; the other crossed the Essex const 
and made for London north of the Thames. About 11.30 
the fire of the anti-aircraft batteries broke out and swelled 
up. One Gotha, belonging to the northern group, was 
brought down by the guns; another, belonging to tho 
southern attack, was engaged about 11.30 by a British 
machine, burst into flames at a height of 7,000 ft., and tell 
a blazing wreck. 

Some of the aeroplanes succeeded in passing the defences 
and in dropping bombs at random in different parts of 
London. There was necessarily some loss of life and con- 
siderable material damage as several bombs fell upon 
residential districts containing buildings of no great solidity. 
But it may fairly be said that neither casualties or damage 
were at all proportioned to the scale and determination of 
the attack, and as the enemy machines ran for the coast 
they were heavily punished. Two were brought down before 
they reached the coast and a fifth dropped in flames into the 
sea. A sixth is also reported to have teen seen falling into 
the sea, while further advices make it probable that a 
seventh fell before reaching its own coast. Even if we have 
to reduce the number by one, as is possible, the result is 
decidedly satisfactory. The loss of helpless lives on our 
part is regrettable, but it is balanced by the loss of very 
far from helpless fighters and flyers by the enemy as well аз 
several large aeroplancs not easily to be replaced. 


The casualties numbered 37 killed, against 47 killed 
on January 28, and 155 injured as against 100 injured 
on January 28 last, Also as regards numbers, the raid 
appears (o have been very similar to that of October 31 
List, when some thirty planes attacked London.

The JORDAN VALLEY and its RESOURCES 


By E. W. G.

Here, in this great and unique chasm and i 
abundant water, a rich alluvial soil, and a semi-troj 
combination which under scientific direction should 
For centuries the resources of this region have been neglected. 

In the north, the fertile plain of the Huleh, traversed by the four tribut 
streams of the Jordan, is capable with little engineering of receiving irrigation 
in every part. In some districts, at the head of the valley where this has been 
done, very striking results have been obtained. In this district “red” riceis now 
cultivated. At the further end of the plain lies the marsh and shallow lake of 
el Huleh. Here probably a good deal of land might be recovered for cultivation 
by drainage. This was done to some extent a few years ngo by deepening the 
bed of the Jordan a mile or two below the lake, and much marsh land was 
recovered. То the south and west of the Huleh are splendid corn lands, hence 
the lake's second name, Baheiret el Khait, the Lake of the Wheat." — ^

Electrical Power Supply Available 


In the Huleh valley as a whole, rice, maize, hemp, and probably cotton could 
all be profitably cultivated, while other parts might te planted with poplars for 
timber, and with apricot and peach orchards, as is dono with similar lands around 
Damascus. 

The district of rocky, volcanic hill slopes between the Huleh and the Lake 
of Galilee is scarcely likely to afford scope for irrigation, but in the great descent 
of the Jordan, 689 ft. in nine miles, there exists an economical source of power 
sufficient to produce, if properly utilised, all the electrical energy needed for 
public and private use for many miles around. 


The Ancient Fertility of Gennesaret 


To the north of the Lake of Galilee lie the two fertile and easily irrigated 
lane el Bataihah—the Jordan delta—and el Ghuweir, or Gennesaret. Of this 
atter Josephus writes : “ Extending along the Lake of Gennesaret, and bearing 
also its name, lies в tract of country admirable both for its natural properties 
and its beauty. Such is the fertility of the soil that it rejects no plan 4 
accordingly all are here cultivated by the husbandmen ; for so genial 
that it suits every variety. The walnut, which delights beyond other trees in a 
wintry climate, grows here luxuriantly, together with the palm, which is 
nourished by the heat ; and near to these are figs and olives, to which a milder 
climate is assigned.” 


Undeveloped Fish Supply of Gennesaret 

Gennesaret is watered by several streams, some of which in the deep valleys 
through which they emerge support groves of lemons, oranges, and other trees. 
They also supply a number of mills. With a proper scheme the abundant water 
reaching this plain might be distributed to every part, and the district be thus 
restored to a condition at least as fruitful as that described by Josephus 
as existing in Roman times. Jewish colonists have already in parts of the 
district greatly added to its productiveness. All along the northern shore, where 
some of the springs feeding the lake are warm, the fishing is specially good ; 
but, indeed, the waters of the Huleh, of the Lake of Galilee, and of the Jordan 
itself abound in fish of which the larger varieties are all wholesome and 
palatable. The fishing industry has not yet been exploited for the benefit of 
the public. 


Hot Sulphur Springs of the Yarmuk Valley 


Debouching upon the lake from both east and west are several valleys which 
in their lower reaches contain streams that can be utilised for irrigation, and in 
their higher parts in many instances contain rapidly descending torrents, evon 
in some places waterfalls, suitable for supplying mechanical power. The 
greatest of these із the Yarmuk valley, up which the Haifa railway ascends 

Damascus. This is the Heiromax of the Greeks, and here shortly before 
ley opens into the main Jordan valley there is a group of hot sulphurous 
springs, amid which lie the ruins of the baths and theatre of the Greek settlement 
of Amatha, a health resort for the great city, Gadara, whose abundant ruins 
crown the mountains immediately to the south. These sulphur springs, as well 
as those south of Tiberias, also developed in Roman and of the ancient 
Callirrhoe springs, visited by the dying Herod the Great in pore of cure, in the 
Wady Zerka Maan, are all undoubtedly valuable assets to the land and should

be properly developed. They have, even under the primitive conditions obtaining 
to-day, proved of benefit to rheumatic affections, and are visited by the natives 
at certain seasons. The water of some of these springs reaches a temperature 
independent of the season—of 143 deg. F., but all gradations of heat down 
to the merely pleasantly warm occur. É d ° 
Immediately south of the Lake of Galilee is a fairly level plain—once the 
bottom of the great lake which then filled this valley—which is a good corn 
land, while nearcr the Jordan some of the lower ground can be easily irrigated. 
How far the whole sixty miles of the Jordan valley between the two lakes is 
capable of complete irrigation is а question for experts, but I gather from the 
views of one expert from India who visited Palestine when I was there, that 
water can be distributed over th ater part. It will need, however, a big 
scheme, which must deal with the valley as a whole. Certain spots are naturall 
well provided with springs and streams, and have in the past been very 
watered, notably the district around Beisan and the Vale of Jezreel to its 
west, the Wady Fara, running from Nablus to the Jordan, the eastern side of 
the Jordan around the Wady Zerka (the Jabbok), and the Jericho district, 
watered at present in a very incomplete way, from Ain es Sultan (Elisha's 
fountain) and Ain Duk. 


Water Supply in Roman Times 4 


In the Roman era the Jericho plain was also watered from the Wady Kelt by 
a series of aqueducts, the ruins of which exist to-day, and the whole neighbo 
hood must for miles around have been a mass of gardens, orchards, cornflelds, 
and palm groves. In Crusading times sugar was cultivated here, and some ru 
are now known as Tawahin es Sukkar, the sugar mills. Even to-day there 
extensive fruit gardens of oranges, lemons, bananas, and dates, and a 
deal of wheat and barley is grown on irrigated land in this neighbor 
the various parts of the Jorda ley may be successfully grown, 
wheat, barley, and maize, dates, bananas, grapes, figs, oranges, lemons, ap 
walnuts, pistachio nuts, melons, cucumbers, and marrows, many kinds 
vegetables, and in all probability rice, cotton, and sugar.

"Ihe good offices of a friend, of whom one may 

even now have one or two in а sad and selfish 
world, brought me for this week-end into a corner 
of Hampshire that was new to me, and of which 
the picturesqucness and the literary associations 
were alike fascinating. A short walk across the 
golden gorse-clad fields tock me to Eversley, and 
there I visited the little church in which the author 
of Hypatia and Westward Ho! so frequently 
preached, The church contains two separate mural 
tablets to his memory, one in Latin and the other in 
English, and there is also a tablet to the memory of 
his niece, Mary Henrietta Kingsley, traveller and 
author, who died at Simon's Town, Cape Colony, in 
1900, ‘In the churchyard we find the simple grave of 
the poet-preacher, whose novels have played so 
large a part in the life of more than one generation. 
The only epitaph is contained in three Latin words: 
* Amavimus, Amamus, Amabimus." 


VY hile looking at the grave the present rector's 
daughter was good enough to invite us to see 
the rectory, so it was my privilege to enter Kingsley's 
study and the other rooms of the pleasant bouse in 
which he spent so many industrious years. 1 can 
wish that in my wanderings through the home 
counties of England 1 had been fortunate enough 
to have found more daughters of rectors filled with 
the same kindly courtesy. It would have made a 
certain book that 1 have written on one of these 
counties much more efficient. As it is, one of the 
greatest trials of the would-be county historian 
is the inaccessibility of the churches of any 
given district, I recall the long journey to the 
custodian of the keys and the constant difficulty 
that faced me in obtaining any idea of tbe monu- 
mental treasures which few English churches lack. 
Not every historian of a county has the courage of 
Sir Frederick Treves, who in his book on the 
county of Dorset naively records that a given church 
contains many valuable records, but the church 
being locked he was unable to describe them. 


(One day of my week-end was given to a drive to 

Alton and a stroll thence to Chawton, the 
home for long years of Jane Austen, The mother 
and sister of the novelist are buried in Chawton 
churchyard. The church is dedicated to Sı 
Nicholas, and the house is now the St. Nicholas 
Club—that is, a club for workmen. It is a not very 
romantic or indeed presentable building, but who 
can but feel a thrill in the remembrance that Pride 
and Prejudice, Northanger Abbey, and so many 
other books that have given us exquisite delight 
were written within its walls? A simple tablet, for 
which some of my readers assisted fo subscribe, 
adorns the exterior. 


A very short walk in another direction took me to 
the home of yet another novelist in whose 
work I delight, Elizabeth Gaskell. I һауе never 
yet seen it in print why and wherefore Mrs. Gaskell 
selected as ~ country home this particular spot so 
remote frorn the pleasant house, in a less picturesque 
neighbourhood it is true, that she, and ber daugbters 
after her, occupied for so many years in Plymouth 
Grove, Manchester. It has been my privilege to 
be the guest of the Misses Gaskell in their Man 
chester home. I have visited Knutsford, which 
Mrs. Gaskell bas immortalised for all time in 
Cranford, and I have seen the house in Chelsea 
where the author of Mary Barton was born. 1 
was gratified to be able to visit the home of her 
later years. She purchased Holybourne Lawn with 
the profits of her novels as a gift to her busband, 
and there she died in 1865. The house stands by the 
roadside, acd has on this side no external attractive- 
ness. At the moment it is for sale, and so I was 
permitted to ramble at leisure over the commodious 
house and the pleasantly - situated garden, at the 
end of which runs the River Bourne and a tiny 
waterfall. 
ome years ago a letter came into my hands 
written to Miss Ellen Nussey, the friend of 
Charlotte Brontë, by one of Mrs. Gaskell's daughters. 
A portion of the letter was printed in a book which 
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Eversley Church- Where Charles Kingsley was 
Rector between 1844 and 1875 


1 wrote upon the Brontés, but it bas never been 
published in its entirety. Now that everyone is 
dead in any way associated with the subject, it may 
not be without interest Lo my readers, and so 1 give 
it here, it being the best account available of the 
death of one of the most delightful writers in 
English literature 


16. Plymouth Grove, January 22, 1866 
My Dear Miss Nessry,—1 am afrad that my 
delay in answering your kind note of sympathy must 
have seemed strangely ungrateful. but, indeed, the 
cause has been very different For some weeks 1 have 
been feeling so ill that I have had to abstain from writing

When we had all come in we bad tea, and 
then were sitting round the fre in the drawing-room, so 
cozily and happily (darling mama talking and planning 
a most kind plan of lending the house to Lady 
Crompton, who was very much broken down), when 
quite suddenly, without a moment's warning, in the 
middle of a sentence, she fell forwards—dead. It was 
disease of the heart. At first we thought she had 
fainted—next that it was a fit—and Charle and а 
servant both ran for a doctor In three-quarters-of-an. 
hour we knew the truth. It was most fearful the shock— 
but as we are beginning to recover from that, we do 
feel God's great mercy in taking our darling so pan- 
lessly, and before the weariness of failing powers had 
set in. For me it has changed the face of this world 
for ever, but thank God one feels every day more 
sure that this world is but the threshold of the future, 
where there will be no more sorrow or parting. I 
often have thought lately of the kind, patient help 
you gave mama about Miss Bronté’s Life. Please let

friend quite recently recommended me to read 

a little volume, The Tarn and the Lake 

Thoughts on Life in the Italian Renaissance, 
by C. J. Holmes (Philip Lee Warner, 7, Grafton 
Street, Bond Street), and I am grateful to bim for 
having done so, for the book is a little gem of the 
first order, although at the first flash one might take 
it to be merely an essay on the pleasures of pike- 
fishing; but the author divergates from his subject 
to illustrate the value of predatory or destructive 
forces, both as incentives to intellectual activity 
during the Renaissance and in connection with 
modern social ideals. I am aware that I am belated 
in taking note of this capital essay, but one should 
never be too old to learn, and to anyone who 
recommends me a good book I am grateful, and 
do not ask that it should bave been published 
yesterday. 


I have long had a great esteem for the writings of 

Miss Rebecca West. She belongs to that very 
restricted class of authors of whom Mr. Gilbert 
Chesterton is one and Mr. E. V. Lucas another, 
to meet whose work in this or that newspaper 
always gives me a thrill of pleasure. T read in this 
paper or that the essays of Miss Rebecca West 
with more pleasure tban those of any other woman 
of a generation younger than Mrs. Meynell, whose 
essays are always a delight to us. I am the more 
surprised, therefore, that no work by Miss West in 
volume form bas come before me so far, but now

we have a novel from her pen, The Return of the 
Soldier (Nisbet), which is, as 1 should have ex 
pected, a brilliant piece of analysis with a clever if 
uncomfortabie idea running through it, that of a 
vong officer who is suffering from shell shock in 
the war. He is possessed of a beautiful young wife 
and a luxurious home, but his return is the more 
full of tragedy in that he does not recognise his 
wife, and bis memory has stopped short fifteen 
years earlier, before be had met her, at a period, 
in fact, when he had an unpleasant entanglement 
with another woman. 


“Tbe story must, of course, stand or fall by the 

physiological accuracy of its scheme. The 
first question one asks is whether the particular 
results are scientifically possible. If they be once 
accepted, one admits that here is a piece of ex- 
ceptionally brilliant and subtle writing. The wife 
and the sister in the presence of such a catastrophe 
are to the life, but the real creation of the book is 
the poor woman who had gained Chris Baldry's 
boyish affections, now a much-married middle-aged 
woman. Mrs. Gray is indeed a masterly piece of 
characterisation,and so The Return of the Soldier 
makes me wish to read other and longer novels 
from the pen of Miss Rebecca West. 


] bave received а copy of The Royal Academy 

Illustrated, now issued at half-a-crown by 
Mr. Walter Judd under the direct authority of the 
Royal Academy. The time has gone by when there 
were half-a-dozen rival illustrated guides to the 
Academy, but the present book is a very handsome 
memorial. Literary subjects are not much in 
evidence this year, although Mr. T. C. Gotch's 
picture, “The First Printing Press set up in 
Bristol," may be claimed in that category. I sup- 
pose tbat our literary men are at a discount just 
now, Nota portrait of a single one of them looks 
down from the walls of the Academy, nor is there 
a single illustration. taken from the pages of 
romancers, ancient or modern. 


n a wellknown passage Mr. John Ruskin treats 
of the various ways 1n which the Bible may be 
reverently considered according to the theological 
or non-theological point of view of the reader. He 
would, I fear, have been greatly scandalised had 
he come across The Second Book of Artemas 
(W. Westall and Co), a little volume that is selling 
in thousands at the moment because of its topical 
character. The book is nothing more nor less than 
a parody of the Bible, divided into chapters and 
verses after a fashion with which we are all 
familiar from childhood, but for the genuine 
Biblical narrative substituted a variety of 
modern comment—" Lon" standing for London, 
“En” for England, " Wudro, the son of Wyl,” for 
the President of the United States, and so on, 
through chapter after chapter, in which all the 
personalities of the hour are introduced to us. If 
you once accept the fact that we live in an age 
somewhat lacking in reverence, the book will afford 
infinite amusement. It is thus that the author 
plays merrily with his critics :—

For success to result the German onset should accelerate in speed, or at least keep up a steady average in 
order to maintain the pressure on the Allies. This would force them to retreat beyond their established bases, 
and at such pace that they could not prepare new lines and bases effectively. The modern war machine of offen- 
sive is so heavy that it ıs very difficult to set in motion once it is stopped, and like all very ponderous machines it 
ıs not sensible to quick steering or change of direction. The German thrust should have gone forward irresistibly 
and straight ahead.

good sense of the testator in writing them down 
All my adult life I have been intending to carry a 
little book in which to make a note of the best 
stories that I hear, and I have never done it yet 
And now, of course, I never shall. 

Perhaps it is as well, for had I done so I should 
probably have made myself an intolerable bore by 
trying (without any of the raconteur's gifts what 
ever) to tell them, instead of, as now, merely 
listening, and hoping for more, and forgetting them 
so completely that next time they are told they are 
again new. Nor do I consider myself much of a 
judge. Like the “ bromide " who didn't know any 
thing about art, but knew what he liked in painting, 
so do I know what I like in funny stories without 
pretending to authority. For one thing, they must 
be dry rather than sweet; for another, they must 
leave something for the tongue to dwell on—some

Monument to John Sibthorp, M.D., Reglus Professor 
of Botany In the University of Oxford 


In Bath Cathedral 


LONDON, May 27, 1918 
n my recent visit to Bath I visited Bath Abbey, 
and was there struck more than by aught 
else by two mural tablets, of which I had the good 
fortune to obtain illustrations. One was of John 
Sibthorp, the botanist (1755-1790), — Sibthorp 
spent most of his time travelling in the East col 
lecting botanical specimens. He made a magni 
ficent collection, and has a place in bibliography as 
being the author of one of the most expensive books 
ever published. Of his Flora Graeca Sibthorpiana 
in ten volumes, issued between 1806 and 1840, only 
thirty complete copies were issued to subscribers, 
the price of each being 240 guineas,

rrick and Quin were rivals for many years, but 

friends in Quin's later days, bence the 
epitaph, James Quin (1693-1766) seems not to 
have been so great an actor as Garrick, except in 
the opinion of Horace Walpole, who preferred him. 
In Walpole's letters there are many good stories 
about Quin. In reading Quin's biography in 
The Dictionary of National Biography | am 
impressed by the variety of parts he played and 
by his appearance not only in innumerable 
characters from Shakspere but in so many of the 
Elizabethan dramas of which now we never hear. 
He acted, for example, in Philaster and The 
Duchess of Malfi. What would not one give to 
see those wonderful plays to-day? They have 
never, as far as I know, been put upon the stage 
during the long years that I was a frequent theatre- 
goer. One is confident that a time will come whea 
many plays by the older dramatists will reappear, 
and Philaster in particular deserves such a revival. 


It is rather astonishing that there has been no Life 

of Quin, for he seems to have been an amazingly 
witty man, When Bishop Warburton told him that 
* All the regicides came to violent ends," he replied, 
"I would not advise your lordship to make use of 
that inference, for, if I am not mistaken, that was 
the case of the twelve apostles.” Neither state- 
tment was accurate, but the wit was excellent. 


was asked the other day whether Charles 
Dickens's writings still kept their hold on 
the present generation. There is abundant evi- 
dence that they do, for Dickens was probably the 
most original genius of the Victorian age, of which 
the literature, so popular and so fascinating to those 
of us who are of that period, seems to be steadily 
losing ground with the younger generation. Dickens 
stands with Shakspere in making an appeal that is 
universal. He is ehjoyed by the man in the street 
and by the man in the study.

“The other dainty book that Mr. Cumberland

and his Jewish characters, and gives the corres 
pondence which took place with a Jewess, Mrs. 
Davis, who had remonstrated with Dickens for 
having made Fagin his typical Jew. It would seem, 
as quoted by Мг, Cumberland Clark, that Mr. 
Chesterton has entered the lists by suggesting that 
Dickens was quite entitled to do this, just as he 
might have made a bad auctioneer, which would 
not have been a condemnation of good auctioneers. 


t is amazing that Mr. Chesterton should have 
argued in this way, as if there was any analogy 
between a trade and а race. Dickens did, indeed, 
by his genius, stamp the mass of Jews as cunning 
reptiles of an offensive kind by his picture of Fagin, 
The point of this correspondence is that he tried to 
make amends to Mrs, Davis by putting a good Jew, 
Riah, in Our Mutual Friend. Unfortunately for 
the Jews, there was not the same gift of characteri 
sation and power in the picture of Riah as there 
was in that of Fagin, but the correspondence is 
an interesting revelation of Dickens's susceptibility 
to criticism and his good-natured desire to please 
everybody 


I have just devoured two novels, and this is quite 

an event in my life, as I read very little now. 
lcan imagine a great success for Piccadilly Jim, 
by P. С. Wodehouse (Herbert Jenkins), as every 
body is asking for cheerful books, and Piccadilly 
Jim is amazingly cheerful, and brimful of fun, It 
is the story of a bright happy-go-lucky American 
youth and a delightful red-haired girl, both of whom 
are, of course, made happy in the last chapter. But 
the breezy bumour of the book is provided mainly 
by two elderly men, both henpecked husbands, one 
of whom takes a situation as butler to escape from 
his wife. You pardon the grotesque improbability 
because of the fun. 


It is more difficult to pardon the improbabilities in 

Mr. J. C. Snaith's new romance, Mary Plan 
tagenet (Cassell), because Mr. Snaith has written 
such capital books so far. Araminta and The 
Sailor both delighted me, but Mr. Snaith seems 
to have planned things so that be should throw in 
an indifferent novel between the good ones, I did 
not care much for The Coming. It is true that 
Mr. Snaith attempts to disarm criticism by calling 
Mary Plantagenet " An Improbable Story " on his 
title-page. But surely this unreal atmosphere of a 
ducal house with an impossible duke and his im- 
possible daughters, to say nothing of a second wife 
in the background, marriage with whom he has kept 
secret for twenty years, was scarcely worth while 
out of the pages of a penny novelette. To those 
who like penny novelettes at six shillings net with 
distinguished authors’ names on the title-page, 
Mary Plantagenet will appeal.

Professor Huxley said once that every man of 
science ought to be poleaxed at sixty years of 
ате he had no longer receptivity, or that elasticity 
of mind which could produce sound judgments, I 
do not advocate so drastic a proceeding with the 
students of literature, but I ат not sure that men 
between, say, fifty and seventy can be trusied to 
pronounce on the books of the age immediately 
proceeding their own, ; ў 
myself arriving at this opinion after reading 
I еее in Sir Edward Clarke's Story of My 
Life (John Murray). Most of this book Г read in 
the columns of The Evening News, and here I 
may say that a wiser man would not have thus 
taken the bloom off his story. Sir Edward gives a 
list of the books һе read soon after their appearance, 
and adds, " There has been no such period in all 
the long history of literature.” This means the 
period which prodaced Tennyson, Carlyle, Froude, 
Charles Kingsley, and half-a-dozen other writers 
now called Victorian. 
Now to me there is only one supremely great 
T and original Victorian — Charles Dickens; 
the rest are less artists than preachers, They all 
had a gospel, which they preached very elo- 
quently, and they thereby added to the sum total 
of manliness and other excellences in the English 
race, we will hope. But as to there being “no 
such period," English literature has produced 
through the centuries many great masters whose 
work has stood the test of ages, The process 
of sifting which time secures will doubtless leave 
something of importance in Victorian literature, 
but probably not as much as the Victorians thought 
possible, The best of Tennyson, Browning, Swin 
burne, and Arnold will, we may be sure, never die. 
All the same, I would rather trust to the judgment 
of a well-educated man ог woman of thoughtful 
mind between the ages of twenty and thirty as to 
the permanent forces in Victorian literature than 
I would to that of the man of seventy. 


Those of my readers who have read Miss Mary 

Cholmondeley's Red Pottage—and those 
who have not should do so—will find an exceptional 
interest in a little book which that author has just 
published, Under One Roof: a Family Record,

The picture of this clergyman 
and his pathetic wife—always ailing—makes attrac 
tive reading, and Ninny, the domestic, is a beautiful 
piece of character study.

Hers is a most poignant figure, 
for she had literary talent and aspirations from

London will always remain the goal ol

The Germans began with Zeppelin -taids on this country, and particularly 
on London, in the carly days of the war, and for a time they had it all their own 
way ; then the defensive measures taken proved too strong for the airships, and 
their place was taken by aeroplanes, "The new problem was tackled. the com. 
bination of antiaircraft gunnery and defensive aircraft was improved step by 
step, ull, with a maximum of thirty machines in a single attack, the enemy lost 
seven—nearly a fourth of his total attacking force And to one who could see 
the defence working—see it with an understanding eye—the co-operation of 
gunnery and fighting-planes against the raiders was a very pretty piece of work 
So far as London is concerned, it may be safely said that the night-bombing by 
means of aeroplanes is coming to an end. That is not to say that other and 
equally severe raids will not be experienced, for it is unlikely that a desperate 
enemy will back down at the first defeat, but that defensive measures аге 
improving at such a rate that soon raids will be so unprofitable as to force 
abandonment of them 

** And this is because the Hun has but the one target, London, that he can 
be sure of hitung when he comes inland. It simplifies the problem of defence 
ın a way that can never apply to Germany. There the towns within range of 
modern aircraft are so numerous, and the effect of a raid on any one of them 
15 so severe, from the purely military point of view, that effective defence of the 
whole area against even day attacks 1s a problem Germany cannot solve, On 
this side of the Channel the area for effective raids is severely restricted. on the 
other side of the Rhine it is widely dispersed, and to set up апи aircraft 
defences for the whole of the Saar and Rhine industrial centres would involve 
such gunnery problems as would starve the German front line of guns and 
shells—it simply cannot be done. This difficulty for the Hun renders daylight 
raiding a possibility; once our machines are across the fighting line, there is

THE GERMANS’ NEW THRUST 


TOWARDS THE MARNE 


fter an interval of three weeks since th 
brinzing to a stand о! their drive in the 
Armen iéres-Y pres sector, the German High 
Command on Мау 27 launched a powerful offensio. 
against the Allies on the Soissons-Rheims tract 
Judging by the utterances of various сога, 


spon- 
dents in the daily press, the attack was a жагыны. 
Certainly the front was not strongly held. From 


north of Soissons to Rheims the line extended for 
some forty miles, more than half of which was 
constituted by the Aisne Ridge. This long stretch 
of front was held apparently by four British. divi- 
sions—the 8th, 21st, 28th, and 50th ^ and a number 
of French divisions not greatly execeding that of 
their British comrades. The British divisions 
according to correspondents on tho spot, had been 
brought down from Flanders, presumably t rest. 
Their losses had been made good by fresh drafts 
of young soldiers of the finest spirit, as are all our 
cit zen troops, but inexperienced in the conditions 
of actual warfare. 

Against this front, thus thinly held, there were 
massed two German armies. Both belonged to the 
Central Group under the German Crown Prince. 
The attack across the Aisne Ridge was delivered 
by Colonel General von Boehn, while the assault 
nearer Rheims was made by the army of Friedrich 
von Below, whose last exploits were achieved 
against the Russians in Courland. The number 
of troops comprised in these two armies is not pre- 
cisely known, but it is believed that not less than 
twenty-five divisions took part in the first attack. 
The odds against the Allies were thus tremendous. 
The preparations of the German commanders had 
been made with great thoroughness; in particular, 
their equipment for passing the several rivers in 
their path must have been very complete and 
excellently organised. 


Secrecy of the German Blow 

The German concentration in the Aisne region 
seems to have been effected unnoticed by the Allies. 
It is at least possible that the Allied staff was pre- 
occupied with the idea of a German attempt either 
to reach the Channel ports or to continue the in- 
terrupted drive down the Oise valley towards Paris. 
One military correspondent, usually well informed, 
suggests boldly that Ludendorff deliberately counted 
upon the British insular obsession for the Channel 
ports, and upon the almost equally strong obses- 
sion of the French for Amiens and the road to 
Paris. In any case, the concentration on the Aisne 
seems to have passed unnoticed. The German 
commander also, as far as can be seen, added to his

strategic surprise a tactical surprise by abstaining 
from any long bombardment or exceptional aerial 
activity. As re-ards the concentration, it is obvious 
that much can be effected by forced marches and 
collection of material by night when aerial activity 
is nearly useless for reconnol ring purposes. 

The German infantry waves advanced to the 
attack early on the morning of May 27 after a 
short but furious bombardment, including quan- 
tities of gas shells. The Brush artillery and 
trench mortars replied steadily, and it is reason- 
able to suppose, inflicted heavy losses upon the 
German infantry massed for the attack. The 
Germans were preceded by lines of tanks and 
accompanied by squadrons of aeroplanes which 
dropped bombs and fired at low range with their 
machine-guns. The long, thin Allied lire could 
not hope to withstand such an onset, and from the 
first, though fighting steadily, French and British 
alike had to retreat. 


The Rush of the Germans 


By evening the whole eastern Aisne Ridge 
was in possession of the Germans, and that night 
they were pouring over the Aisne. The British 
divisions were swinging to the east, pivoting on the 
positions near Rheims, while the French wero 
falling back rather to the west, their pivot being 
Soissons. Consequently there was a gap in the 
Allied lines on the 28th, and von Bochn made ever 
effort to widen it. By the night of the 28-200 
he was crossing the Vesle at Fismes, Bazoches, 
and Braine, ani his right was at the gates of 
Soissons, The French made a stout resistance on 
the plateau of Margival, but were driven back by 
numbers, and on the 20th Soissons was entered. On 
the right the Franco-British troops were stubbornly 
contesting the approaches to Rheims. The pivot 
of resistance was Thil'ois, which was he'd obsti- 
nately, and, though t»ken and retaken, remained 
in our hands. West of Thillois the Allies fell slowly 
back step by step through Ville-en-Tardenois and 
Champlat. There apparently reinforced, they 
resumed the offensive, recaptured Champlat on 
June 1, and pushed on Weare Ville-en-Tardenois. 

South and west of Soissons the French were 
building up a strong line of resistance along the 
edge of the Forest of Villers Cotterets. Ground 
was lost at first, for the main weight of von 
Boehn's drive was in this direction, and the pres- 
sure was severe, but by June 3 the front seemed to 
have become stabilised on the line Saconin-Missy- 
Vaueastille, and thence towards Château Thierry. 

The German centre in the last days of May 
poured over the upland south of the Vesle, cap- 
tured Fere-en-Tardenois, and reached the Marne at 
Jaulgonne on the 31st. The German front along 
the river was widened in the beginning of June from 
near Château Thierry to Dormans, but no serious 


attempt had been made to cress the river. E. F.

RECENT EVENTS IN 


t is impossible in the lack of reliable news to 
define the situation in Russia with any pre 
cision; but the general conditions are, unfortunately, 
only too clear. Russia is to-day what Italy was a 
century ago—a “geographical expression." The 
huge world-empire has become a congeries of 
anarchic states, or embryo states, several of which 
are either threatened by Germany or actually 
beneath her heel. The Germans are in practical 
Possession of the Baltic Provinces almost to the 
gates of Petrograd, Finland is in their power, and 
it is rumoured that it is to be converted into a king 
dom under a German prince. German detachments 
have seized the principal Black Sea ports, while the 
hitherto defeated Turks have recovered without a 
blow all their lost Armenian territory, and have cap- 
tured with little or no resistance Kars and Ardahan. 
It is a gloomy picture, and is not much relieved 

by the fact that here and there strenuous hostility 
has been offered to the Germans. The remnant of 
the Armenians made a vain resistance to the Turks 
and Germans; the Georgians and other Caucasian 
states are reported to be organising for defence. 
but without assistance from without their efforts 
must fail, The newly-formed Polish Army Corps 
apparently refused to obey German orders, and 
offered a stout resistance to the forces sent to 


RUSSIA 


disarm it, but was finally obliged to surrender owing 
to lack of ammunition after five days’ fighting. 

The so-called Ukrainian Republic is for the 
present nothing more nor less than a German 
dependency. General Skoropadski, a member of 
an old Malo-Russian family, is the dictator, and 
according to the official German pronouncements 
German troops are held at his disposal to crush any 
hostile movements, The German forces, under 
Field-Marshal von Eichhorn, are busy exploiting 
the occupied territory to the best of their ability, 
Anarchy is, however, rife, and so much of the 
growing crops are being destroyed by the revolting 
peasantry that it is doubtful whether the Central 
Empires will reap any very appreciable benefit from 
them. Kiev, the seat of government of Dictator 
Skoropadski and his German partisans, has 
repeatedly been the scene of fighting, and the 
Ukrainian Rada is reported to be attempting to 
recapture it with the troops which still adhere to it. 
The general confusion almost baflles description, 
One story, which has appeared in the Vossische 
Zeitung, is that Generals Alexciev and Kornilov 
were captured and executed at Novocherkassk on 
February 25. The story must, of course, be taken 
with reserve. It is not impossible, but there is 
apparently no confirmation, 


e Some Notes on the Eastern 
. Situation (see p. 175) 


In Petrograd the economie situation is deplor 
able. The city is literally starving. There is no 
bread, and the small reserve of flour is being kept 
for the troops, There is apparently a small supply 
of biscuit, but the bulk of the population is depen 
dent upon a daily ration of half-a-pound of potatoes 
The price of potatoes is 3 roubles (nominally 6s. 34.) 
a pound, Sugar is 50 roubles a pound, and other 
articles in proportion. The Government proposes 
to appoint a food controller, but nothing bas appa 
rently as yet been done in this direction. 

G, Sverdlov, the President of the Central Execu 
tive Committee of Soviets, speaking recently upon 
the food crisis, attributed it to the increasd of 
bourgeois elements in the villages and the refusal 
of the peasants to provide foodstufis. His remedy 
appeared to be the creation of a state of civil strife 
and the promotion of class warfare! Comment 
троп utterances of this type is surely needle: 

Russia's best hope for the future lies not in the 
Bolshevik demagogues, but in her allies, President 
Wilson has declared that he will stand by Russia по 
less than France, The Bolsheviks are ill advised in 
declaring that the Allies must recognise the advan 
tage of loyalty to the Soviets and acknowledge their 
absolute power, So far as can be ween, they exer- 
cise unchallenged authority scarcely anywhere,

WAR RELICS. 


With your permission I will return to the alluring 

subject of St. James's Square, where I have 
again been loitering. In fact, | have been won- 
dering why authors, in search of a theme, ever do 
anything but write about squares, since every 
square is a microcosm. 

Two or three weeks ago 1 was writing about 
the statue of King William III., his borse and 
his horse's tail, in the middle of this bland and 
fascinating rectangle. I now want to say something 
about No. 2. 

Pending the erection of that national war museum 
upon which Sir Alfred Mond and Sir Martin Conway 
are active, the curious public bas to do the best 
it can witb shop window exhibits of relics from the 
battlefields. Every kind of shop, however pacific 
normally, can break out in this martial way, and 
gradually the civilian is thus becoming instructed in 
the paraphernalia of slaughter. One of the best of 
these collections is in the Strand, in a window 
nominally given over to colonial produce; an 
other is in Whitehall in a window with a similar 
bent; a third is in Lower Regent Street, only a few 
steps from No. 2, St. James's Square; a fourth, in 
Oxford Street, has ousted boots from their proper 
place; while yet another, and by no means the 
least varied and valuable, is to be seen in a writing 
room at the Royal Albion Hotel in Brighton. These 
are for public consumption. Privately, of course, 
the accumulation of war relics has become a passion,

and no family any longer respects itself unless it 
has a projectile as a door-stop, а paper-knife made of 
the copper binding of a shell-case flattened out and 
shaped, or a cartridge pencil 

How different were the methods of “Wry 
necked Dick” or “ Old Dreadnought "—whichever 
nickname you prefer—who lived at No. 2, St. James's 
Square, more than a century and a half ago, and 
also had a fancy for the souvenirs of war! For 
whereas we are, so to speak, retail in our acquisi- 
tiveness, he was wholesale, Where we are content 
with ammunition, he demanded the guns themselves, 
five of which, from the battle of Finisterre in 1747, 
may still be seen in а row before his house, from 
two of which sprout lamp posts. 

One may pass No. 2 a thousand times, on one's 
way to call on the Bishop of London or lunch at 
the Sports Club, and never give a thought to these 
five half-buried pieces of heavy ordnance; but that 
is their history, and their captor (under Anson) was 
this same " Wry-necked Dick" or "Old Dread 
nought," whose real name was Admiral Edward 
Boscawen and who brought back with him not 
only the Frenchman's guns but also a wound in 
his shoulder. 

His scems to me a very thorough way of making 
war: first to defeat your foe and then to adapt his 
artillery to your own domestic purposes, It is also 
almost scripturally pacific.

the socket for a gas standard, as anyone can sec 
for himself by visiting No. 2, St. James's Square. 
The admiral who resided behind this strange 
palisade was perhaps rather a fortunate than a 
great sailor; he was never a commander of such 
genius that his supersession in the middle of a war 
was inevitable; but he had a victory or so to his 
name, in particular the defeat of De la Clue— 
у the result of a short way with treaties—in 
Lagos Bay in 1759, and he was able to build himself 
a country mansion at Hatchlands Park in Surrey 
"at the expense of the enemies of his country," 
which must always be a pleasant thing for a fighting 
man to do.

bearing down on us, what are we todo?" " Do?" 
said Boscawen, " damn them, fight them!” One is 
warned, however, that this story, since it stops short 
at that. point, may be apocryphal, no engagement 
being on record.

"one of the first men we now have as an 
author." 


Tre death of Mr. Alexander Strahan, the publisher, 

carries one's mind back, and The Times, which 
is not always up to its old form in biographies, has 
provided an excellent memorial of bim in its obituary, 
although, curiously enough, it omits the interesting 
fact that Mr. A. P. Watt, who founded the great 
Literary Agency, was bis soninlaw, and it is 
marvellous that the older man should have survived. 
the younger, when both of them seemed to be so 
old. I hold him in gratitude because my childhood 
memories recall one of his periodicals, Good Words 
for the Young, which gave me in its varied work 
by the two Kingsleys, by W. S. Gilbert, and many 
another writer, some entrancing moments. A still 
larger public knew bim as the founder of Good Words 
and The Sunday Magas: Altogether Mr. Strahan 
had a remarkable place in the history of publishing, 
Like most of the great publishers who helped in 
the education of those of us who call ourselves 
Victorians—a distasteful word—he was a Scot in 
common with the Murrays, the Macmillans, the 
Chambers, all the real potentates of the nineteenth- 
century book world.

of tho preceding ones, Tho two attacks, indeed, practically overlapped 
Between June 4 and June 8 there was fighting at various points of the li 
between Noon and Rheims. West of Soissons von Bochn's army made 
strenuous efforts to enlarge its front, and at the cost of severe losses succeeded 
in gaining the ruins of the village of Pernaut and Saconi But on. the 
whole the Germans were decidedly checked, and at various points left numbers 
of prisoners in the hands of the Fre An attempt to cross the Marne at 
Jaulgonne was frustrated by the American troops in that locality, while near 
Rheims the British divisions in that sector hel! their own stoutly, and 
Bligny, which was momentarily captured, was soon retaken. Hill 204. which 
commands Cháteau-Thicrry from the west, was captured on the 7th, thus 
improving the Allied position in the neighbourhood of that town. 

On June 9 the Germans began a fresh series of attacks between Noyon and 
Montdidier, where the opposing fronts have remained nearly stationary. since 
the end of March, when the rd and 10th French Armies, under the chief 
command of General Fayolle, barred von Huticr's rush down the valley of the 
Oise. The German forces in this quarter still consisted of von llutiers 
18th Army, comprising, apparently, nearly thirty divisions in all. 

It is the general impression that the Allied Gener-lissimo will continue to 
ut in practice the Napoleonic principles of warfaro with which he is imbued, 
That is, he will contest the enemy's pushes step by step, forcing him to throw 
in his reserves and husband wn until the psychological moment 
arrives for employing them with decisive effect. A certain gain on the 
German sido is at first to be expected. In tho present instance, however, the 
German concentration had been to a great extent detected. Tho tactics were 
those of the recent drive—a brief but intense bombardment, followed by 
massed infantry attacks, with an average of one division to a little over a 
mile of front. The German bombardment opened at midnight of June 8-0, 
and at 4.30 on the 9th their infantry waves 
advanced to the assault. They met with a 
desperate resistance, and, in the opinion of 
one correspondent, have never suffered so 
heavily. The Allied line was much stronger 
than the weak chain on the Chemin des 
Dames; the reserves were nearer, and the 
artillery made murderous practice upon the 
advancing masses. The hill of Plemont, 
behind Lassigny, was held for nearly twenty- 
four hours. Tho village of Courcelles was 
taken and retaken, and on the 10th was 
still in French hands. On the right, behind 
Noyon, our Allies made a firm stand upon 
their second line about Ville and Chiry. 
the centre the Germ

battle of May 27—June 3 was achieved by American machine gunners at 
Château-Thierry. The German advance guard reached Chateau-Thierry 
on May 81, when the Americans and some French colonial troops were quietly 
resting in billets south of the town. The local French commander at onco 
rushed them up to the defence of the place. The Americans took up position 
to defend the bridge over the Marne, while the Frerch colonials, admirably 
pported 1 у their Allies’ machine guns, made a dashing counter-attack and 
drove the Germans off. Chiteau-Thiorry is cut in two by the Marne, and it 
decided not to attempt to retain the northern part. The Americans 
covered the withdrawal of the French infantry with complete success, 

“The next day, at nine o'clock in the evening," says a correspondent, “tho 
Germans took advantage of darkness to. steal up to tho bridge through tho 
suburbs on the west side of the town, masking their approach with smoke 
grenades, which made machine-gun shooting very difflcult, the town mea 
while being subjected to heavy bombardment. Tho Germans succeeded in 
reaching tho bridge, and some of then, who wero promptly mado prisoners, 
even got to the French side, But the bulk of them were destroyed by an 
explosion thoughtfully arranged for them by the Americans as they were in 
the act of crossing the bridge, and from that time on this machine-gun unit 
has shown such vigilance in watching tho bridge, as well as in. preventing all 
attempts to construct temporary substitutes, that it has been impossible for 
the enemy either to repair the bridge or to get across in any other way." 

The incident was of importance, because tho Americans showed their quality 
as warriors in the most unequivocal manner. The correspondent says of 
them: " The Colonials, who are pretty competent judges, are particularly 
keen about their coolness and courage undor fire as woll ns ther dendly 
execution and the thorough way in which they have guarded approaches to 
the river. They have done their work ко well that the Germans prefer not 
to occupy the part of the town which has boon evacuated. It is not, xay

The Position at Il Montello 

Probably the strongest enemy effort was made at П Montello. The Austrians, 

in great force, crossed the Piave both to north and south of the hummock, and 
began to fight up its eastern slopes. Italian counter-attacks quickly brought the 
Sixth Army to a stand, and the fighting became of a balanced character, each side 
ming to te advancing. 
On the Central Piave the елеу succeeded in crossing the stream at several 
pointe, especially nest Zenson and S. Dona, but were at once pinned to the right 
bank by counter-attacks, in which by the 17th nearly 5,000 prisoners had fallen to 
the Italians. Only on tie extreme Italian right did the troops of von Cxicserics 
succeed in penetrating as far as Саро Sile, nearly three miles beyond the Piave. 
On the 17th the Italians made successful counter-thrusts near the Montello and 
captured some hundreds of prisoners. In front of Asiago ammunition dumps were 
blown up, it is said, by disaffected Czecho-Slovaks, and we seized several abandoned 
runs. 

The result of the first days of heavy flr hüng was that the Austrians had entirely 
failed to gain any appreciable measure of success. They certainly claimed 12,000 
and later 30,000 prisoners аз against 6,000 taken by tho Allies, but there is every 
reason for believing that these claims are gross exaggerations, Cap- 
tured papers show that they expected to reach the line Montebelluna- 
Treviso-Mestre by the second day, and lo capture all the heights of the 
mountain front.

I was a good 
enough book in my young days, but even then 
Mr. Swinburne maintained that Matthew Arnold 
was the son of a Philistine, and Dr. Arnold seems 
to me to have been undoubtedly that—a worthy soul 
indeed even though he helped in the manufacture of 
prigs Although not all his Rugby boys were prigs. 


here are many better books than Stanley's 
Arnold that I can recommend to the most 
strenuous of students, whether destined for the pro 
fession of schoolmaster or not. We can none of us 
read everything, although 1 admit. that Sir William 
Nicoll comes nearer to that ideal than any other 
man I have ever known. Very few of us read all 
that is worth reading, and many of us tell lies about 
our reading to keep up appearances. 1 advise Sir 
William Nicoll not to trust those post cards.

am afraid that Dr. Arnold, unlike his greater 

son, belongs to that class of Victorian authors 
who are variously described in the slang of our day 
as "bygones" and " washouts," two words which 
1 admit do not do credit to the literature of this 
era, although there was plenty of slang in the 
Victorian days also. Mr. Asquith in a memorable 
address at Oxford bas had something to say in 
praise of the Victorians. Every Victonan is bound 
to do that. Mr. Asquith rightly points out that 
three eras bave been named after three queens, 
and that we think of the Elizabethan age, the 
age of Anne, and of the period called Victorian 
That is all very well, but next to the Elizabethan 
age I find the literature produced in the age of 
Johnson—bitherto called the Georgian period— 
quite the most pleasant to live with, for did it not 
include Johnson's magnificent personality and the 
work of Goldsmith and Gibbon, to say notbing 
of Burke and Cowper, and a host of others, who are 
more buman to us than those of any later period. 


Err age has had its distinctive. literary 
figures—the men who have written not only 
for their own day but for after ages, Our trouble 
with regard to the Victorian age is that so many 
old gentlemen who were brought up on certain 
particular books think these were the last word in 
literature. There 1s no doubt a body of work 
written in the Victorian period which will survive, 
Whether it was better or worse than the period 
between, let us say, 1890 and 1940 this generation 
will not be able to decide, but this generation can 
decide that а lot of the books concerning which a 
great deal of gush was written were not of very 
mach importance in the permanent course of things. 
1° that Victorian period only two prose writers, for 
example, were of supreme importance— Dicken 
and Dandor—the one still popular, the other but 
little read today, How little Walter Savage 
Landor's glorious prose has ever been read com 
pared with the novel of the hour is well exempli. 
fied by one incident that I recall. When Lord 
Beaconsfield in his novel, Lothair, which was 
published in 1570, asked, “ Who are the critics? " 
and replied, “They are men disappointed in 
literature and art." everybody quoted the witticism, 
and it has been associated with Lord Beaconsfield 
ever since, Yet in 1824 Landor published bis 
Imaginary Conversations, in which, m one be 
tween Southey and Porson, we are told 
Those who have failed as panters tern pictare

OF course it is not true that reviewers were the 
men who had failed in literature, bat it is true 
that for the most part they were deadly ignorant 
of all that really matters. It appals anyone who 
has lived with good books through a lifetime to 
think of the care for trifles, the astonishing dulness 
of those Victorian critics. They knew a great deal

One of the most daring feats ın all naval history was achieved in 
the Adriane on the mght of June 9-10, when Commander Luigi: Rizzo, 
with two tiny patrol launches, manned by eighteen men, attacked and 
torpedoed two Austrian. Dreadnoughts, sinking one certainly, and very 
possibly both, besides disabling a destroyer. 

On Sunday, June 9, or very early on Monday morning, two Austrian 
Dreadnoughts and a destroyer flotilla left Pola and steamed southwards, 
possibly intending to bombard some Italian port—perhaps Ancona, to 
which their course would bring them. Soon alter three a.m. they were 
as far south as the latitude of Premuda Island, when the event occurred 


which put an abrupt period to their design, whatever it might have been. 
Cruising that night off the Dalmatian islands was Commander Luigi 


Rizzo of the Italian Navy with two httle patrol launches. Each of 
these midgets carried (wo torpedoes and some depth charges for 
allackiag submarines. There was no other armament.. Tho tote] crews 
consisted of eighteen men. Commander Rizzo. was himself in charge of 
one; the second was commanded by Guardia-Marina (corresponding to 


ITALIAN 


midshipman) Aonzo, a worthy second of his daring chief. At a quarter 
past three the look-outs of the two tiny craft saw a great bank of smoke 
lo the northward against the first flush of dawn. Rizzo headed for it, 
expecting to find Austrian destroyers on patrol duly. As he approached 
he was astounded to see not only ten destroyers but in their midst two 
Dreadnoughts steaming in line-ahead with an interval between them ol 
about 400 yards. 

Three courses were open to the Italian commander—(1) he might slip 
away, (2) he might fire his torpedoes from outside the protective screen 
of destroyers, or (3) he might dash through the screen and discharge his 
torpedoes at close quarters. He unhesitatingly adopted the last plan. We 
may assume that the over-confidence of the Austrians, whose watch had 
failed to detect him, assisted his determination. 

Midshipman Aonzo was ordered to attack as he judged best, and 
the two midgets made straight for the Austrians. As they were between 
their own coast and the enemy they approached him on his starboard side.

here is now every reason to believe that tie result of the great Austrian offensive azainst the Italians was а 
complete failure. Our summary of the operations last week ended on June 17; and we thought ourselves 
justified in stating that the Austrians had gained no appreciable measure of success. After that dste onwards 

the balance of success inclined more and more in favour of the Italian 

On the 17th the Italian reports stated that the v olence of the battle on the mountain front was somewhat 
diminished. Along the Piave, however, the fury o! the struggle appeared rather to increase. Especially was this 
the case in the coastal sector near Capo Sile, where Colosel-General von Wurm's forces, stubbornly opposed by the 

Third Italian Army, made strenuous efforts to enlarge th» narrow strip of ground which they had gained on the right 

bank. The fighting was of the fiercest description, and the Italians were more than once very hardly pressed ; but 

they kept von Wurm in complete check nevertheless, and captured 1,500 prisoners. On Monte Grappa and in the 

Asiago region the positions of the Allies were improved by ‘ocal operations, and several hundred prisoners taken, 

while two heavy Austrian attacks brought the enemy no advantage on the vitally important Montello, 


The Flooded Piave Endangers the Austrian Communications 


It has been said that at more than one crisis of the war the weather has favoured the епэту. At this juncture, 
however, it came to the aid of the Italians. Heavy rain in the mountains created strong freshets in the rivers which 
flow across the Venetian plain, and tke Piave, which had previously been a network of shallow threads of water 
winding among sandtanks, swelled into a torrent whic) created havoc among the Austrian bridges, and materially 
assisted the Italian artillery which was vigorously bombarding the river crossings. Bridge after bridge gave way 
tefore the force of the rushing current, sweep ng with it miscellaneous débris and wreckage. The Austrian engineers 
toiled unremittingly to strengthen and repair the swayingand tottering structures, but their success was very limited, 
and at one time cnl two of the bridges in the San Dona sector remained in working order. There is no doubt that 
this turning of the elements against them was an additional cause of the discomfiture of the Austrians.

THE SUBMARINE SITUATION. 


The New Method of Giving Tonnage Losses Instead of Ship Losses 
scribed. The Figures Set Forth in Special "Sphere" Diagrams 


BY the new official system of publishing shipping losses in tons instead of in number of ships more 
Precise information is given, but it is presented in a manner which does not create xo stronk 
an impression on the pubhc mind. It is easier to think im terms of ships than in tons. In order to give 
а more graphic form to the figures, we set out the British tonnage losses in units of 10,000 tons These 
are not quite equivalent to ships, for the average of all merchant tonnage is about 3,000 per ship; but 
the 10,000 unit of tonnage is a convenient one in many ways 
Taking the British tonnage losses for each month from April, 1917, we see a marked decline, wih 
some fluctuations, however. — By working out monthly averages for each quarter we get a better idea of 
the progressive failure of the U-boat campaign А still clearer view of the situation is obtained when we 
take the percentages of the decline shown by these averages, This gives us a most instructive curve 
Taking the monthly average of the period April—June, 1917. as maximum. we find that the losses 
dropped by 30 per cent. in the July—September quarter There was a further drop of 13 per cent. in 
the next quarter, and a further fall of 6 per cent in the nest Thus, in round figures, the Germans are 
now sinking only half the tonnage they destroyed a year ago 


Average Results ths Better Guide 


These figures, be ıt noted, are averages taken from the twelve months under review, and they 
are thus more accurate as guides than any deductions drawn from monthly comparisons. The curve 
traced from the quarterly averages is also given for the Allied and neutral losses, and it is most 
extraordinary that in each case the latest percentage is exactly the same The British and the Allies 
and neutrals are losing оп an average 51 per cent. of the tonnage lost in the corresponding quarter of 
last year 

It will be noted that the curve tends to flatten out, showing thai the rate of decline ix less 
rapid, but it could not be expected that in twelve months the entire submarine menace could be ended 
To pull down the losses by nearly 50 per cent. in a year is really a most astounding achievement, and 
the decline, though now slower, is not at all finished But the falling off in losses, though it does not 
spell the end of the U-boat campaign, is proof positive that the Germans have failed in their plan to 
starve Britain or bring her to her knees From being a deadly menace, the submarine campaign is 
dwindling to an inconvenience, serious still, but Sufhciently under control to justify us in claiming that 
the Germans have failed in attaining the опе goal which they have aimed at 

To bring about a decision in the war the German submarines should have been able to sink British 
tonnage at a rate which would have speedily brought about the complete destructian or paralysis of our 
shipping. The losses should have steadily increased, and they should have been so far in excess of new 
construction of ships that within a short period our sea traffic would no longer suffice to bring us the 
essentials of existence 


Losses Cut Down by One Half. 


So far from this being the case, we have cut down our losses by just one half in the past twelve 
mouths, and everything points to further improvement in this direction 

We are sull, however, losing an average of 231,000 tons a month, and this would be a critical 
drain were it not for the new ships which we are building. The submarine campaign would be wholly 
neutralised if we could replace every ton lost by a ton of new shipping. Up to the present we have been 
unable to do this. The new tonnage for April was 100,000, and this showed a decline on the March 

gures 

It is quite possible, nevertheless, for our new tonnage to be increased to the neighbourhood of 

200,000 per month, and for the losses to be brought down to that figure, thus striking a balance.
